It 
was called into heise in order that the work of 
ovilselon ight be peacefully carried into the dark places’of 
Mii Instead of civiligation this new State has brought fire 
and sword. Whole distriets phat were once populous, and in 
the chicvnent ofa cpndition that was tolerable even if primitive, 
lage hee: desolated, ‘Their inhabitants have fed in despair 
Fe late tige advance pf the white nan. Tt nay be asked why 
such things should be. The answer is, that the whole State is 
ahomisteved from the pomt of view of tH profit of the 
Furepeant sharelolders, and those profits are derived@from 
the collection of rubber. The Government of the Congo 
tree State is, in fact, ule more than a gigantic machine 
tor forem, the natives of the Congo region to collect rubber. 
bor thin parpese the State citploys # large native army, 
onicered by Belgians. Tf the luckless inhabitants do not 
sollicet hough vubber they are mercilessly flogged. If 
Wy to run away they are shot. Native soldiers 
wie sen. out in small detachments on expeditions to 
pooh the village that have not sent in enough rubber. 
bach soldier caries a known number of cartridges, and he 
must account fr every one fired off by producing the hgnd, 
aft native. “Thg evidence of this practice is, according to 
(wrmul Casement, overwhelming, Eugopean missionaries 
have seen the mutilited bodies#@and, worse still, they have 
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seen Jiviag men whose hands had been chopped off, 
Incidental evidence of the organised barbarity of Helgian 
rule is furnished by Borg Cromer, who ascended the 
Nile as far as the g¢aclaveg leased to Belgium, As 
long as he was in British-Egyptian territory the natives 
ran fearlessly down to the bank to welcome his steamer. 
@Vhen he entered Belgian territory there was not a native to 
be seen, It is impossible that this monstrous perversion 
the objects with which the Cpgo State was founded shoul 
he allywed to continue, Lord Lansdowne, in the name of the 
British Government, has already protested. The other 
Powers of Europe have, as yet, taken no very clear line, but 
they will hardly hold back if there is a strong expression of 
public opinion in this country. Our forefathers devoted their 
energy and enthusiasm te ridding the world of the horrors of 
the slave trade, The horrors of the rubber trade in the 
Congo State arc at least as terrible. 








iT is much to be hoped that the new Franeo- 
Siamese Treaty will have better fortune than 
Prancesad NM. Uclcass¢’s previous diplomatic endeavour to 
Siem = create a satisfactory concorda?, But the French 
Colonial party may again succeed in frustrating 
e an arrangement which would, if faithfully exe- 
euted by both signatory Powers, prevent further French 
encroachments ou Siamese, territory, M. Delcassé being 
farther-sighted than M, Etienne and his annexationist 
calleagues, ‘nows well that so long as the Francu-Siamese 
dispute remains unsettled, there must always be some risk 
of complications, more or less-serious, with Great Britain. 
It ib nut so many years age that, as ord Rosebery subse- 
quently stated, the two Western Powers were brought to 
the very verge of war by the appearance of French war- 
ships at Bangkok. Lest history should repeat itself in the 
same dangerous way, the late Lord Salisbury devised a clever 
plan by which Central Siam would operate asa buffer between 
the English on the west and the French on the east, very 
much as Afyhanistan serves to keep apart Great Britain and 
Russia in Central Asia. So far, that arrangement has served 
its purpose admirably ; but to insure permiinence for its 
operation, itis essential to provide additional security for the 
fenced-aff portion of the intermediate State. ‘That is 
what the new ‘Treaty attempts, and as all of the concessions 
it makes are at the expense of Siam, even French Chauvinists 
should hasten its ratification, instead of manufacturing 
pretences for delay as in the previous case.

of «The Story of Exploration,” edited by Dr, Scott Keltie, than 
the President of the Merican Society. Ax in well known, he ix 
ao noted African coplorer, and ax he asys in his Prefatory Note, 
“oh was in the search for the’ Nile Gources that the Cerritary now 
forming the Uganda Protectorate was laid bare to the gaze of the 
civilived world” Of this Protectorate, Sir Harry Johnston was 
untit recently Chief Commissioner, and ina previous work be han 
described hin deity and discoveries in thiv part of the African 
Continent. En the first chapters the author gives a summary af the 
discoveries of the ancients, and of their knowledge of the Nile, of 
the actions of the Portuguese in Abysainia, and of the valuable 
work of the missionaries. Nearly every Evropean nation, or 
antes individuals of ench, have anwisted in elucidating the mystery 
of the Nile Hasin, yet its scientific exploration may be said to 











have commenced: carly in the eighteenth century, vith Janes 
— Bruce, the first of the great group of notable British

How real and widespread is the fear that the 
war may lead to international complications on a 
Reactloes * tare scale was shown by the panic which 
oftheWar suddenly seized upon the Paris and Vienna 
Bourses last Saturday, sending down securities 
all over Europe in a headlong rush. The 
immediate causes of the drach were of the most ridiculous 
inadequacy. A journey of the Russian Ambassador in 
Mondon to bid farewell to a son ordered off to the 
front; a week-end trip to Paris by M. Cambon; a 
whisper of Spanish precautions in the Halearic [sland ; 
an idle tale from Constantinople {That was all, The mis- 
fortune was that all these trumpery incidents happened on 
the aaine day, ‘The gobemouches at once interpreted them by 
each other until they began to look forbidding, and then the 
nervous public, viewing them through their highly strung 
apprehensions, soon recognised in them the yraveat mean- 
ings. ‘She Russian and French Ambassadors had been 
“withdrawn” from London; Spain was arming to protect 
the Mediterranean at the bidding of Great Britain; the 
Sultan and V’rince Ferdinand were about to set the 
Balkans in a blaze! Tt was to this mad music that gilt- 
edyed securities began to disport themselves us if they 
were the scrip of pricked bubble companies. ‘The fact 
that the nervousness of the public was precipitated by 
totally inadeuate causes is, however, of far inferior impor- 
tance than the revelation of the reality and intensity of the 
Nervousness ilself, There can be no question that the 
xeneral public regard the possible reactions of the war with 
the utmost apprehension, and it must be confessed that 
they are nol altogether wrong. It will require a good deal 
of level-headed and firm statesmanship to keep the war 
within its present limits, French sympathy with Russia, for 
example, is already beginning to manifest itself with siynifi- 
cant warmth, What form will it take when millions of French 
investors begin to feel the effects of the fall in Russian securi- 
ties, and to realise that the defeat of Japan is essential to the 
refilling of thagr @wn depleted pockets? May not this develop- 
ment of dangerous ideas lead to friction with Great Britain, 
pictured by mischievous persons as the real author of the 
uggression of Japan? ‘Then there is the danger, perhaps less 
marked, of a direct collision between Great Britainand Russia. 
In ‘Tibet, Afghanistan, and Persia the material for dangerous 
incidents is abundant. Moreover, there is the possibility that 
Russia, finding herself unable to cope with Japan, nay come 
tothe conclusion that it will be less humiliating for her to 
succumb to two Powers than to one, especially when that one 
is “a nation of monkeys,” as she is so fond of calling it. 
These possibilities muy sound extravagant, but they are not 
so absurd as they seem in view of the enormous influence 
now exercised by unreflecting democracies on Governments 
which, for the most part, are composed of miediocrities. 
What is required at the present moment is that men of sober 
judgment shall do their best to instruct and control the 
nervous public, and 50 strengthen the hands of the organised 
Governments. This obligation devolves with especial weight 
on the newspapers, and there ix, unhappily, but too much 
reason fur reminding them of it. 





THE interesting report upon our trade with 
British = Egypt curing the past sixteen years, that has 
Trade with just been issued by the Foreign Office, is, in 
Egypt) =omany respects, most encouraging. In Egypt, 
. at any nite, we have no cause to complain of 
falling trade. ‘The imports into Egypt from the United 
Kingdom in the five years 1887-91, averaged just over 
06 23,000,.00. In 1902 this figure had risen to £E5,4 47,000, 
The rise is, of course, principally due to the increased 
prosperity of the Egyptian people, and their consequent 
increased purchasing power. It is satisfactory, however, 
to note that British trade has enjoyed a full proportionate 
share of this increasingly valuable market. In the words of 
Mr. Horace Kumbold, the guthor of the report :—*" The 
value of the imports from the United Kingdom may be said 
to have kept pace with the rise in the value of the total 
imports into Egypt" In certain branches of (rade we are far 
ahead of all competitors, Thus, for example, in’ cotton 
textiles the United Kingdom supplies Egypt with gonds 
to the value ot (£E2,190,00> out of a total import of 
£1452,366,000. Again, in metals and metal nianufactures, 
the United Kingdom is responsible for £936,000 out 
of total of £E1,726,000. Nor can it be argued that 
these satisfactory figures are due in any way to the fact that 
Egypt is ander a Hritish protectosate. The English advisers 
of the Egyptian Governthent have beqn more than scrupu- 
qously fair in holding the balance between British and foreign 
hianufacturers, and in some cases there has been ground for 
. 


legitimate complaint tpat foreign goods have been pre- 
ferred on account of their inmediate cheapness, when 
Iiritish goods of better quality would have been cheaper in 
the long run. This point specially arose a year or two 
ago in connection with the purchase of locomotive engines, 
and investigation showed tRat the economy in first cost by 
buying foreign engines had been more than eaten up in the 
subsequent cost of repairs, The whole position is concisely 
sumuned up by Mr. Horace Rumbold in the following 
sentence :—“A consideration of the foregoing tables leads to 
the conclusion that, as regards manufactured goods, the 
United Kingdom, competing in a neutral market under equal 
conditions with other countries, more than maintains its 
position of supremacy.” 








SouTH-EASTERN Europe has often presented 
inscrutable political enigmas, but never did it 
play the Sphinx more successfully than just now. 
Day after day the wendering world hears of 
hard fighting between Turkish troops and 
Albanian insurgents, with heavy losses to both. 
Tbut Gedipus himself might be puzzled to guess why they are 
slaughtering one another so ruthlessly. Perchance, however, 
if that famous conundrum -solver paid a visit to Yildiz 
Kiosk, he ngght come by some mental enlightenment. The 
Porte is under peremptory orders from the Great Powers col- 
lectively to reform the administration of European Turkey in 
certain ways, of an inconveniently definite character. Mut 
the “Sick Man” does not in the least relish the nauseous 
medicine thus forced on him. Hefore swallowing it, therefore, 
he is experimenting with a course of bluod-letting to convince 
his tyrannical medical attendants that he is very much in 
earnest in his wish to get quite well. So, with a diplomatic 
smartness which extorts an unwilling admiration, Abdul 
Hamid, master of statecraft as he is, employs Ottoman 
troops, who hate administrative reform as much as he does 
himseif, to coerce his Albanian subjects into making pretence 
of opposing the will of the Great Powers collectively, and of 
Russia and Austria as their special mandatories. It is all a 
sham from beginning to end, and when hysterical telegrams 
report 50 many hundreds or thousands slain in battle, public 
horror should be reserved from expression until the terrible 
news receives trustworthy confirmation,

but the Dutch Colonists have only to loya'ly accept that 
governing condition to secure a footing of perfect equality 
in every respect with their English neighbours. No doubt 
there are some irreconcilables in, each camp, who, like the 
Bourbons, “forget nothing and learn nothing.” But these 
firebrands have, happily, dwindled to very small proportions, 
and as the Bond is no longer in a position to stimulate racial 
animosities, it may be reasonably anticipated that recon- 
ciliation will make quicker progress than has yet been the 
case in South Africa since the Boer war ended.

THACKRRAY's fondness for the Garrick Club ix well known to all 
these who have perused any chronicles relating to hie life, and 
many nowadays make the mistake of imagining that his favourite 
retreat was the handsome building by Marrable in Garrick Strect. 
Asa matter of fact, the author of ‘* Vanity Fair” was never io the 
present club-house. It was not open till 1864, and he died in 1863, 
What he spoke of as ‘t The G., the litle G., the dearest place in 
the world!” was of much more modest dimensions, and was 
situated on the north aide of King Street, and 1 fancy its ste 
is now occupied by the Capital and Counties Bank. It was 
close to an old-fashioned building, where the Fielding Club— 
a delightful and select, but short-lived coterie, to which I 
had the pleasure of Leionging —~ was entablished in 1880 I 
was never within the portals of (‘the little G.,” but I have 
a very clear recollection of its exterior, It was an old-fashioned 
house of moderate proportions, and wore emphatically an air of com- 
fort and prosperity. It was distinguished from its ueighbouts by ® 
double flight of steps leading from cither side to the entrance, It ia 
a curious thing that as far as I know there is no picture of the 
exterior of this house in existence. It is still more curious that no 
one has written the history of ‘the little G.,” which wasone of the 
must notable cluls of its day, Probably the only man who could 
have done this well was the late Francis Fladgate, who knew every 
incident and particular of the place from ite cstablishment in 1831. 
The only memento of the old house is the portrait of Thackeray, by 
Sir John Gilbert, sitting in his favourite corner of the old smoking: 
room, which is still to be seen in the peesent club.

eapalic servant docs things in half the time, kets about her business 
methodiéally, cleans up as she goes along, and secures for hersclf 
many a quiet hour of reat, while the other is still toiling, trying to 
overtake her tusks,

Pre-historic Man in Somerset 


Tux Mendip Hills, in Somerset, offer some of the finest igland 
scenery in England. Their rocky gorges and bracing aplands are 
now beginning to he apprecinted at their reat worth, Dotter! about 
on the hill-topa are fambers of barrows, burying-places of pre-historic 
mon.® Tus caves were the resort and the dwelling-place of primitive 
man and of srvage beasta, when the elephant and rhinoceros, the 
lion and bene, the great elk anti the reindeer, the hyena and woll 
were amongat the common animals of the land. fn the entrances 
te the caverns, clad in his coat of aking. savage man lit his fires for 
worth and for protection, There lie sat and made the flint 
implements, hatchets, knives, and arrow-heads which are found 
from time to time dotted about the hillx, At the southern end 
of the great defile of Cheddar cliffs, where rises a torrent of water 
accumulated from the hills above, are Gough's well-known caves, 
Jost within the entrance, a short while since, 2 cutting oF 
trench was being made for draining the cave. It became necessary 
to break up stalagmite floar which cansiated of two Inyern, the 
top one of considerable thickness. Between them was n deposit 
of cave earth with atones. In this was found a skeleton of a man 
of great aptiquity, in a very goorl state of preservation, anid with it 
were found a large number of flint knives and flakes, The type of 
skull, with its projecting brows und receding frontal bone, to- 
gether with other peculiarities in the leg bones, etc., proclaim 
it to be that of a man of the stone age. Experts have decided that 
it belongs to a type intermediate between the paleolithic and 
neolithic ages. The body appeara to have heen placed in a mmall 
passage leading off from the great jmssager to the atalactite caves, 
and to have been protected from disturbance by stanes placed

The 
money magnates are idle, except in the direction of striving to 
avoid Josing the fortunes they have accumulated, and there does 
sot seem to be any reason for believing that activity will increase 
soon in the financial world. The younger sons, therefore, cannot 
earn sufficient to keep up appearances, ot even to keep themselves ; 
and their parents, relations, and friends have been reduced to com-

They were, as has been well sid, the 
utterances of a critic of books and men who hac 
withdrawn fram the Mreas of the controversial 
struggle to make way for younger and more ardent 
combatants, and was surveying the strife from his 
own serene heights of contemplation, Mr, 
Stephen, jndecd, had always known when to retire, 
and had a horror of the veteran ingping sbper- 
Auous on the stage.” In aged he published a 
volume on “ The English Uvilituriana:” in the 
following year he odited the * Letters of John 
Richard Grees.” Not Jong aflerwards S& Leslie 
gave proof that his critical faculttes were atill 
unimpaired by age by writing for the new serien 
of “ Engliah Men of Letters" a eobrbt on George 
Fliot. Wis Iatest work, only published within 
the Jast few days, was '' English Literature and 
Society in the Eighteenth Century" --The Ford 
Lectures delivered at Oxford during 19 3. And 
now we can only regret the disappearance from 
our midat of our foremost literury critic, and one 
of the most distinguished writers of the day, for Sir Leslie 
Stephen's serenc, unbiassed judgments, always delightfully ex- 
pressed, belong to an order of writing which is all too rapidly 
passing out of vogue, [mn recognition of hia great services to 
Iherature, he was created, in 1992, 9 KCB.

ON Thurutay afternoon, last week, the Prince and Princess of Wales 
honoured with a visit the new buildings of THE Grarxic in Tallis 
Strect, and after inspecting the varioux processes Ly which the paper 
is produced, the Princess graciously consented ta start the new 
machinery by moving a specially constructed electrical lever. The 
Vrince and Princess, who were attended by the Countess of Airlie, 
Sir Arthur Bigge, ani the Hon, Derok Keppel, were received hy Mr. 
Carmichael Thomas, the chairman of the company and managing 
director, who had the honoae of presenting two of his fellow. 
directors, Mr. Augustus Helder, M.P., and Mr. Harvey Thomgs. 
The two remaining directors, Mr. Luke Fildes, &.A., and Me, Holt 
Thomas, were unavoldably absent, being abroad for the benetit 
of their health. Mra, W. 1. Thomns (the widow of the late 
Mr. WL. Thomas, founder ef Tum Grariic and Dat.y 
Gaarnic), Mra, Carmichael Thomas, and Mrs. Harvey Thomas 
were also presented to their Royal Highnesses The direc- 
tora then comdurted the Royal visitors on a tour of inspection 
throughout the building, the composing-rooat being visited first. 
Herc the method of setting type was abown, and the Prince and 
Princexa graciously accepted a Little souvenir which was sct and 
printed off In their honour, The foundry was the next depatt- 
ment visited, and there the multiplicity of processes by which 
the plates fram which the illustrations are printed are prepared 
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were carefully explained—from the making of the plaster of Paris 
mould to the hardening of the finished plate in the nickelling bath. 
Coming down to the next floor, the Prince and Princess 
walked through the folding and stitching rooms, showing here, 
as indeed in every department, the keenest interest fo 
everything. Then descending to the machine-room in the 
Lasement, the Royal Party carcfully inspected the new printing 
machines, and at the request of Mr. Carmichael Thomas, the 
Trincess moved an electrical lever and eet the whole of the machines 
in rootion simultaneously.

T& dreaded catastrophe has come at last. Thrice, on differing 
issues, the life of the Government has been threatened, the blow 
averted by a majority of fifty-one. On Tuesday the Opposition, 
coming to the front suddenly like a thicf in the night, compelled 
the temporary leader of the House, under penalty of defeat in the 
division lobby, to retire frou a position deliberately assumed. 

It wasn small matter, merely affecting business procedure after 
midnight.

Ite occupants, as has twice been 
shown, cannot be defeated by a frontal attack. Like Spion Kop in 
the South African war, they atand impregnable before tactica of 
that class. But even with a majority that at its minimum foots up» 
to fifty, they are linble to be taken unawares, Had Mr, Akers. 
Douglas on Tuesday insisted 0.1 his proposal, that in spite of the 
Twelve o’Clock Rule, reports of Committees of Ways and Meuns 
might be taken after midnight, the Government would have been 
defeated in the division lobby. To avoid that catastrophe the 
Home Sceretary Dgat.a hasty nnd ignominious retreat, dropping his 
proposal us if i were a live coal, 

The Address got out of the way after theee weeks’ talk, the 
Commons have settled down to work, The first batch, as usual, 
involves the voting of supplementary estimates. They are excep- 
tionally heavy, aud will prove the last straw, breaking the back of 
hope of remission of taxation, On the contrary, it becomes 
increasingly certain that instead of remitting taxation, which slill 
atands ona wor footing, fresh imposts must be laid on the shoulders 


of the peuple. 
Tn debate on the Army Fatimates, Mr. Ritchie told a melancholy 
tale.

Ifaving insisted on debating during his absence the question of 
fixcal reform, they will, on his return, insist that at least another 
night shall be given up to the subject, in order that the Premier 
may stale his views. In that and other directions the return of 
Mr. Balfour will quicken interest in Parliamentary proceedings, 
investing a depressed assembly with renewed life, 

The House of Lords have not been more lively than their 
neighbours across the corridor. Lord Muskerry endeavoured to 
raise debate on the fruitful subject of the working of the Irish 
Land Act. Noble Lords declined to follow his lead, adjourning 
the sitting with almost ludicrous haste. Lord Bellhaven was not 
more lively in recorending the compulsory adoption of the metric 
aystem of weights and measures, But he drew from Lord Lans- 
downe a tragic story of a sick Englishman abroad who, forwarding 
a prescription for a box of pills, recelved a supply of the size of 
marbles. The druggist’s boy had weighed out grammes instead of 
grains.

MK. COLERIDGE TAYLOR'S "THE ATONEMENT” 

Mr, Coleridge Taylor's oratorio, Zhe Atonement, was the principal 
novelty at Jast year’s Hereford Festival, but since then, as presented 
for the first time in London at the Albert Hall on Ash Wednesday, 
it has been revised and reduced in length, without, however, wholl 
alleviating its monotony, Iudeed, although the excision of the senti- 
mental love duet between Pilate and his wife may be excuaed upon 
urtistic grounds, yet it ix a pity it had to be sacrificed, for ite melo- 
diousness afforded some necessary relief. A choral recitative, a solo, 
“ Be nat afraid,” for the Saviour, and a chores by the Cross have 
ulao been eliminated, thereby making shorter the latter and leas 
interesting portion of the oratorin. No doubt Mr. Coleridge Taylor 
was handicapped by the libretto ; but oratorio is scarcely in his line, 
and he ix at his best in the musical illustration of those picturesque 
storics, of which Mvawatha is so admirable an example. Mr, Taylor,

THE wisest heads in Christendom are wagging 
» in perplexity over the problem of the outcome 
The Attltaée of the yréat drama now being played out in the Far 
of China East. They are likely to wag for a long time, 
“for the issue is not to be decided either to-day 
oy to-morrow, and even when the merely military 
question is decided, its final results— political, economic, and 
even moral—will still have to declare themselves, and no 
one can say how tremendous they may be. Never was there 
a crisis in which human prescience was 90 helpless. Russian 
statesmen have always been pictured as models of political 
foresight, and yet nothing is clearer to-day than that the very 
last thing they dreamt of, up to the final moment, was that 
war was within the bounds of possibility. In some other 
countries a more accurate view was taken, but beyond 
the fact that Japan intended to make the Manchurian 
Question a casus belli, nowhere has the probable course of 
the war been clearly foreseen. In illustration of this let us 
take two instances of the diplomatic activity of the neutral 
Powers. As soun as war was scen to be inevitable, the 
Vowers busied themselves with a scheme for limiting the area 
in which it shoufd be fousht out, With the approval of the 
, Powers, both China and Korea declared their neutrality. It 
was obviously thought that Manchuria, and Manchuria alone, 
would be the theatre of operations, Already this theory has 
broken down. ‘The neutrality of Korea is at an end, The 
Japanese are masters of the country, and the first land fights 
of the campaign are taking place within its borders, Will 
the neutrality of China prove equally brittle? It is 10 be 
feared that it will, Already the Chinese are burning to 
oin hands with the Japanese, and when we remember 
the spirit that inspires the Dowager Empress, and how that 
spirit has been inflam d ly the desecration done to the dynastic 
home of the Manchus, and by the bluady memories of 
Blagovestchensk, can we doubt that it will seize a favour- 
able opportunity to join in the fray? Resides, if the tide 
of war pursue its present direstion, there must come a 
time when Japan herself will be ylad of the assistance 
of the Chinese. While the Russians are still firmly fixed 
in Manchuria, Within striking distance of Peking, it is 
obviously not advisable that the Chinese should invite an 
attack, But suppose that the Russians discover that 
Manchuria is untenable and Gencral Kuropatkin finds it 
necessary to concentrate his forces somewhere to the north 
of Harbin, then the situation will be entirely changed, In 
that event the problem before the Japanese will be to 
render the Russian main communications on the Siberian 
Railway unsafe. By themselves and with China neutral 
they can do nothing, If they wait in Manchuria while 
Russian armies and Russian stores are slowly rolling 
along the Siberian Railway to the Trans - Baikal 
frontier, their doom will be almost certain. On the other 
hand, if after the Russian retreat to Harbin they can raise 
Northern China and Mongolia, and direct their activity 
towards the railway in the neighbourhood of Irkutsk, their 
problem will be a comparatively easy one. With the 
Chinese thus atlacking the Russian communications the 
Japanese could deal at their leisure with the Russians 
at Harbin, and the issue of the war would be practically 
decided. The data afforded by the present situation are 
so unfamiliar that all prophecy must be vain, If, however, 
the Russians are forced to reure from Manchuria we may be 
certain that the participation of China in the war will follow, 
and then, whether the Powers Jike it or not, the area of 
hostilities will be immensely extended. To what new com- 
plications this development may lead no one can say. 


WHATEVER may be said by the experts about

War Olfice Commission, there can be no doubt that the 

Commission broad principles are sound. Lord Esher and 
hin two colleagues insist that effective reform 

ia dependent upon decentralisation, and upon the creation 
among all officers of a sense of individual responsibility. 
At present, officers are distinctly taught to shun responsi- 
bility in time of peace, and when war arrives they are not fit 
to assume it. The root of the trouble appears to be traceable 
to the absurd manner in which financial control is exercised. 
The War Office acts upon the assumption that any man 
who wears a military uniform, rfso facto demonstrates his 
incapacity to manage any matter involving money, All ques- 
tions of expenditure must therefore be referred to the civilian 
branch of the War Office, and as nothing of any value can 
be done without money, it follows that the decision on most 
questions concerning the Army rests with the civilian clerks 
who write Ictters in the, name of the Secretary of State.

They have possibly never seen a gun, but the system enables 
them to criticise with confidence the opinions of general 
officers in high command, The excuse fort this grotesque 
absurdity is that financial control must be exercised in the 
interests of the taxpayer, Poor taxpayer! He has not 
only to find the money to pay for the most expsn- 
sive Army in Europe, but he has also to bear the blame 
for ite inefficiency. The remedy proposed by the War Office 
Commission is to trust the soldiers in time of peace witha 
spending power that they must be trusted with in time of 
war. A larger responsibility is to be thrown upon regimental 
commanders, who will decide for themselves points which 
they now rofer to Pall Mall. In addition, administrative 
districts are to be created, with a major-general in command 
of each. These administrative officers will take over each 
for his own district many of the duties which are now 
in theory discharged by the Secretary of State, but in 
practice by some unknown clerk at the War Office. These 
are the main proposals, so far as the supr.mely im- 
portant question of decentralisation jp concerned. Other 
pointa included in the portion of the scheme now published 
are the abandonment of the futile Army Corps system, and 
in place of it the division of “the country into a certain 
number of executive commands for military training. These 
executive cofamanda must not be confused with the adminis- 
trative districts above referred to. The one division is for 
discipline and training, the other for finance and administra- 
tion, Finally, we come to the proposed creation of a General 
Staff for the Army. The purpose of the proposed General 
Staff can be easily explained. It will be the brain of the Army. 
Hitherto the British Army has had none, and that is one of 
the main reasons why the British taxpayer is still painfully 
paying for the cost of the South African War, 


THE official synopsis of the Army Estimates 
Army = for 1993-1904 will cause general joy among 
Retreach- those householders to whom the tax-collecter 
ments is anathema. A saving, compared with last 
year’s expenditure, of over eight millions sterling 
is effected, and that, too, by entirely legitimate economies. 
lt is to be greatly hoped, however, that the hunger for 
retrenchment in non-productive expenditure which has 
so repeatedly undermined Army efficiency, will be kept 
within bounds. Nearly half of the saving is produced by 
diminishi g the strength of the Regulars in South Africa, 
and although no one desires to maintain “bloated arma- 
ments” in that part of His Majesty's dominions, the reduced 
garrison of 20,500 officers and soldiers is certainly not a man 
too much for the protection of such enormous territories. 
Mr. Arnold-Forster speaks of the present strength as 
“ permanent,” and we feel sure that he fully intends that to 
be the case. But there may some day come into power a 
Government to whose members Imperial defence counts for 
little or nothing, in comparison with the manufacture of 
“popular” Budgets. If that change were to occur, there 
would be quite a possibility of this proud country drifting 
into that unconsciousness of danger which, only a few years 
back, permitted the gradual paring down of the South 
African garrison to a beggarly 4,000 men.

‘The difficulty is that even as the United States 
are consuming far more of the fibre than used to suffice for 
local requirements, so are the Bombay mills. The result is 
ever-increasing scarcity, owing to demand largely exceeding 
supply, and that happens to be precisely the sort-of situation 
to favour speculative efforts to create a monopoly and to drive 
up prices aky-high. Having succeeded brilliantly in this 
instance, Transatlantic gamblers are, it is rumoured, about 
to apply the same “cornering” process to breadstaffs. 
Already, a marked advance in the quotations for wheat 
has taken place, and those engaged in the baking trade 
are considering the question of putting up the price of 
the quartern loaf by an additional halfpenny. But in all 
cases of the kind, “the appetite comes with the eating,” 
and the British workman may make sure that “his food will 
cost him more” by many halfpennies if the American, 
Canadian, and Argentine surpluses of cereals, are bought 
up and held by multi-millionaire gambling combinations. 
It is a possibility which should be duly weighed and 
considered in connection with Mr. Chamberiain's scheme of 
tariff reform, Its adoption would, without question, free 
these teeming isles from such complete dependence on the 
Western Hemiaphere for breadatuffs at reasonable prices.

Cirencester, I pay 6s, 10¢., while a Friday to Tuesday ticket is 
charged only one pound, This is all the more remarkable, as the 
moathly ticketer is more advantageous to the company than the 
weck-ender, sccing that they have the use of his money for a longer 
period without giving him any value in exchange. 

It woukl be interesting to discover, in these days of everlas‘ing 
ballding in the Metropolis, what becomes of rights of way, ancient 
lighta, and other matters that formerly presented great difficulties to 
the enterprising builder. There are courts and thoroughfares in St. 
Martin's Lane that were public pathways, probably ever since St. 
Martin’s Church was really in the fields, that have been recently 
curtailed, if not obliterated. There was « footway that, within the 
last few years, led from the lane into Bedfordbury, that has vanished 
altogether—J think it was called Taylor's Buildings—and if I wish 
to use this Httle tharoughfare for quiet coniemplation, I no Jonger 
have the chance of doing so, Turner's Court, I find, has suffered, 
and May's Buildings is full of scaffolding and building materials. [ 
am told, however, (hat, after a time, the latter will be put atraight, 
and it will regume its position as a thoroughfare. In Chandos 
Street, I find that the entrance to Bedford Court—lcading to 
Bedford Street—seems to be blocked, and they are, apparently, 
building a house where the archway existed. No doubt all these 
proceedings are right nnd proper or they wouldn't be permitted, 
but Lam anxious to know how they can be managed without an 
Act of Parliament. If I desired to alter the shape of one of my 
windows, or change the appearance of my portico, I should 
probably be not allowed to do it at all. 

That cleanliness is next to godliness we are well aware, Hence 
I was very glad to see some parish officials the other day trying to 
approach the neighbourhood of the latter condition by elaboratcly 
cleaning the lamp-standards and posts of one of the street islands. 
They were very much in earnest, tor they soused the ironwork 
with water, they abraded it with birch-brooms, they nubbed it with 
cloths, and they made it bright and beautiful.

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QUEEN VICTOLIA'S FAVOURITE TEXT, WHICH BHE WROTE YOR THE SIBLE BOCIETY ON HER JUBILEM 


Tw ce'cbrating its centenary, the Bitle Society has achieved the 
distinction of having organised a united demonstration that is 
without parallel in the history of Christendom. Protestant 
Churches throughout the world have agreed to observe March 6 ax 
Universal Bible Sunday, when in Cathedral and Chapel, Church 
and Mission Station thanksgiving will be imade for the Holy 
Scriptures. 

Theic Majeatics the King and Queen will attend Divine Service 
at St. Paul's Cathedral on Bible Sunday, accompanied by the Lord 
Mayor and Sherifls in Sinte. The nermon will be preached by the 
Archbishop of Canterbury. Great nicetingy will alsa be held at 
Albert Hall on Mareh 5, when HRD Princess Christian will cut 
the birthday cake of the Society; at Athert Hall on Monday, 
March 7; and at Queen's Halt on Tuesday, March 8. 

What the Hible Socicty has already achieved is practically a large 
chapter in the history of the civilixation of the modern world, 
Since its foundation on March 7, 180g, it has issued oves 186 
uillion copies of the Scriptures, and these it 370 different languages, 
the majority of which were never before reduced to written form, 

Nor is the Society content merely with the translation and: publi- 
ealion of the Bouks, TL also “endeavours to take them to the 
peoples, both far and near, for whom they have been prepared. Its 
agents are stationed in all the world’s great capitals in charge of 
the work of ible distribution in each country, Its 850 native 
colporteurs abroad cover the globe in a network of tracks, journey: 
ing for the most part away from the main highways, visiting the 
lens-frequented towns and the scattered villages and homesteads, 
even reaching the very outposts of civilixation, where the people 
would, otherwise, have no opportunity of obtaining a copy of the 
Word of God. In the Soudan, where, for political reasons, no 
aggressive missionary work is encouraged ag yet among the Moslem 
population, he Bible Society has been allowed to establish a depot 
in Omdurman, and Araly colporteurs are at work selling the Serip- 
tures on the banks of the Hlue and the White Nilc. 

Abyssinia is another country that [s close: to the missionary, but 
not to the Bible.

Deace and health from 
God to the Honourable Mr, Alfred Cooper, Two copies of the 
New Testament, which were sent by the hand of the Englishman, 
were duly received, and 1 tender Ly best thanks fur them. If you 
send a quantity of these books to Adia Abeba by a person, bearer 
ofa letter irom you, they will he received with pleasure, and I will

One important development in the Society's work is the 
establishment of a new adaptation of Hraille for the Blind 
in Eastern lands, who far outnumber thoxe in Western 
countries. In Japan there ate over fifty thousand blind, 
while more than half a million of our fellow-subjects 
in India are sightleas, ‘* Oriental Braille” is scientific 
in its basis, and is uniform for all Eastern languages. 
By its introduction # blind person may be taught to 
read his embossed books in far less time than it would 
take a sighted person to acquire the same language in 
the native character. When we remember that sume 
of the Indian alphabets, such ax Sanscrit, require over 
Bou distinct types for printing an ordinary book, and 
even Tamil, which ik one of the least complex, 


to read these complicated languages, is indeed an achieve- 
aes. This new adaptation of Braille has been under discussion at 
the Bible House for some time by a committee of experts, Including 
Oriental scholars and representatives of the great institutions 


for the blind. Her Inte Majesty Queen Victorla took much 
interest in this work, as ls evidenced by the following Ietter :— 
“ Her Majesty is gratified to find how much is being for the 


education of the blind in India, and also to know that these useful 
efforts were initiated chiefly by you. The Queen congratulates you 
on thé adanirable results of your labours, and trusts that you may 
be bidised with health and strength to continue them.” 

Tibet feat present the loadstar of the adventurous. Already at 
Ghoom, on the slopes of the Himalayas, the New Testament has 
been translated for the Society in Tibetan, and has been printed by 
native Tibetan Christians, under the superviston of the Society's 
agents. These copies arc being sold to traders, who carry them 
back with them acroas the snowy fastnesses of Lhat great unknown 
land into the mysterious city of Lhasa itself, 

In Japan, in addition to its regular work of Bible distribution, 
the Society is at the present moment supplying the troops 
gratuitously with such Japanese Scriptures as they may require, 
A special edition of fifty thousand Japanese Gospels and five 
thousand New Testaments were in preparation for the troops before 
war was actually declared ; and the Society's Agent in Yokohama 
had approached the Japancec Minister of War for salon to

THE NRW BUILDINGS 


The four new Luildings are largely the outcome of the work of the 
Cambridge University Association. The noed for extension had long 
been felt, and the Association was founded, with Queen Victoria as 
patron, the King as vice-patron, and the Chancellor of the Univer- 
sity, the Duke of Devonshire, as president, practically to bring 
about the re-endowment of the University. Three of the four new 
buildings have been crected on land bought from Downing Col- 
lege, and the fourth stands opposite to them on the other side 
of Downing Street. The most imposing of the three buildings 
Next to Downing College is the Geological Muggum, erected from 
the designs of Mr. T. G. Jackwon, R.A, The cost of it was largely 
defrayed from the fund subscribed for the purpose of erecting a 
memorial to Professor Adam Sedgwick, whose statue by Onslow 
Ford, R.A., stands in the new museum. The building consists of 
two wings, one of which faces Dawning Street, while the other is 
at right angles to it. Adjoining the wing facing Downing Street is 
the new Law School and Library, also from the designs of Mr. T. G. 
Jnckson. Between the Geological Museum and the Law School 
jy a bandseme gateway Seading to the court across which is the 
Rotanical Laboratory, The fourth side of the court isto be occupied 
by an Archicojogical School, but that has not been begun. The 
Geological Museum, or the Sedgwick Memorial Museum, cost 
£45,000; the Law School about £22,000, of which £15,000 was 
contriluted by the trustees of the late Miss Squire. The Kotanicnl 
Laboratory was erected from designs by Mr. W. C. Marshall, at 
the cost of some £25,000. Ic is equipped with herbarium, museum, 
lecture theatre, and laboratory. The Herbarium contains the 
extensive and valuable collections contributed by a succession of 
furter professors since the foundation of the Chair of Botany in

1724, and by varlous travellers, or purchased from time to time, 
The Pathological Museum, the fourth building to he opened by 
the King, with which is associated the Humphry 
Museum, is at present accommodated io the new 
Medical School erected from the designs of Mr. 
E. S. Prior, on the north aide of Downing Street, 
opposite the Law and Hotanical Schools, The 
cost of the new building will be about £34,000, 
The part of the buflding not yet hegun, but urgently 
needed, is designed to afford additional accommoda- 
lion for Pathology and Physiological Chemistry, and 
Hygiene will be housed here until the fands are 
forthcoming to build an Institute of Hygiene, onc of 
the next important requirementa of the University. 
Tn his address to the King, the Chancellor of the 
University pointed out that the School of Science at 
Cambridge had been of slow and gradual growth. The 
firat lecture-rooms fur acience were built in 1786 in 
the corner of the old Phywic Gardon and to these 
in 1832 was added a Museum of Human Anatomy, 
In 1866 a Rotanical Moseum and Lecture-roons 
were bujit, and cight years Inter the Laboratory fur 
the study of Exjerimental Physick was added. 
In 1883 the Museum of Archsology, in 1888 
the Chemical Laboratory, and 1891 the Labora. 
torics of Human Anatomy and of Physiology were 
built, and in 1894 the Engineering Laboratory was 
added ; thus gradually the Science School had 
grown and the new buildings became nocessary.

THK yaval estimates have brought prominently 
into the foregrond the new /rinmpA and Swifirure, 
as the two Chilian battleships rerently purchased by 
the Admiralty have been renamed. In these vessels 
the nation possesses the hardes!-hitting and the 
fastest warships of the Line afloat, The two ure spoken 
of as small" battleships, but that ix only in’ come 
parison with the very biggest warshijn, such as our own 
Majestic and Nig Kidwaend V7 geoups, and the 
gigantic 18,000-ton battleships that certain foreign powers 
are talking of building. Each of our two new ships ix of 
11,800 tons displacement, 436ft. in length, and gift. in 
breadth. To give give some ifea of their size—either ship, 
if placed in front of Buckingham Valace, would over- 
Inp the fagade at cach end by seme thirty yards. 
Or, wet up on end, elther ship would come within 
twelve feet of the tap of the Great Pyramid. Each, 
tov, in breadth amidships, is wider than London Bridge. 

As to their ‘fighting weight.” In action, each 
xhiy) fires. thirteen tons weight of projectiler 
minute-—burating shells, ‘Their ‘¢main armament,” 
the four ro-dnch guna on board each ship, fires, cach 


fhe rate of three shota in four minutes, and with 
a force capable of sending the projectile through 
an tt-inch armour-plate of the toughest Krupp steel at 
three miles range as crsily as a bad hoy’s stone goes through 
the drawing-room window. For instance. A gun mounted in 
front of St, Pauls would riddle n target of ft-inch Krapp 
steel set up by the Magazine in Hyde Park, or at the Oval. 
The 7°S-inch quickfirers, of which each ship carries fourteen, can 
each fire five 2oolh, uhells in a minute, with 2 force capable at every 
shot of smashing clean though seven tnenes of Krupp steel at 3,000 
yards, with the gun at St. Pau!’ ana the target in St. James's Sijuare, 
Firing at the gun’s extreme range of froin ten to twelve miles, 
either the 10-inch or the 7°§-inch quickfirer could, firing from in front 
of St. Paul's, easily reduce Kingston Bridge to ruins or wipe out of 
existence Flarrow, or Barnet, or Chislehurst, or Broniley in Kent, 
every shell doing its work within twenty-seven seconds of the flash 
of the gun. [t may he interesting to note, by the way, that the 
ship's 10-inch guns cach take upwards of ten months to make, and 
the 7°g-inch guns each over halfn year, Each 10-inch yun, also, 
conta £6,000 lo make— £1,000 npore than the Prime Minister's 
salary—and each 7+5-Inch gun upwards of £2,500. Every round 
in action from the bigger guna costs the tax-payer from £46 to 
£50; and from the quickfirer a matter of £15. 

As tothe speed of the ships. So far the 7+fumpA only has run 
her trials, but she made on that occasion 20°17 knots an hour, with 
all her sea-going weighta on board proving her facile princeps in 
Kpecd of all Lattleships in the world. With full buokers the 
Trivmph and Swiftsure are designed to carry 2,000 tons of coal~ 
equal to 200 large railway trucks, loaded up, or twenty luggage trains 
cach often trucks, a supply capable of taking the ship at the ordinary 
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cruising speed of twelve knots—on the basis of the 7rimmps's 
coal consumption triala—13,700 miles, or from Plymouth to 
Melbourne, vid Magellan’s Straits, without re-coaling. At full 
speed, twenty knots, the 7riwm~d could ran 3,640 miles on end, 
across the Atlantic to New York, and still have coal for another 650 
miles available.

Roth ships’ names are of old standing in the Royal Navy, as is 
shown by the pen-and-ink drawings grouped round the wash 
drawing in the centre of the picture, which describe certain 
incidents in the carcers of the old 7rcampas and Swistsures from 
which the new vessels take their names, Our firat 7yinmpd and 
our first Swiffsere both fought against the Spanish Armada, when 
the Triumph wos the flagship of that atordiest of tykes, that rough- 
tongued son of Yorkshire, Admiral Sir Martin Frobisher. Another 
Triumph fought as Blake’s flagship against Van Tromp, as the 
great Datch leader is popularly called, although he never wrote 
his name that way. A Swiftswrs fought with Blake at Santa Cruz, 
Roth Triumphs and Swiftsure fought under James, Duke of York 
(afterwards James II), and Prinee Rupert, against the Dutch. 
A Swiftsure was at the battle of La Hogue; with Rooke, 
when he swooped on the Vigo treasure galleons; and ale 
helped Rooke to take Gibraltar, Another Swiftsure helped to 
defeat the French twice within three months; with Boscawen at 
Lagos, and with Hawke in Quiberon Bay in the ‘* Wonderful Year,” 
1759. A Zriumpk was one of Cornwallis’s squadron, when with 
seven ships of old ‘* Billy Blue” he kept a French ficet of twenty- 
nine at bay; and the same ship proved hersetf the bravest of the 
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brave at Camperdown. A Swiftswrs fought with Nelacn 
at the Nile and at Trafsigar. Such, in summary form, 
are the '* Battle Honours” of the two names that have just 
heen given to our newest warshije. Both the Trismps 
and the Swi/inere will have a tremeodous reputation to 
live up to; hat under the British flag we may surely trust 
Ure Wwe nasuest-pittuing battleships in the world to main- 
tain that reputation al] comers should the day

Curap Literatune In France. —For a century past (writes our 
Paris Correspondent) there has practically been only one form in 
which to publish books and one uniform price. The booke (I speak, 
of course, of works of fiction) are issued R the yellow paper covers 
familiar to all travellers in France at the untform price of three 
francs fifty centimes. In recent years there has been a great fal'ing 
off in the demand for books. This has been ascribed to all sorts of 
causes—the development of the daily Press, the advent of the 
motor-car and the bicyclette, and other forma of sport encroaching 
on the time given to reading, etc. An enterprising publisher 
has just discovered a much more almple explanation. He declares 
the reason to be that books are too dear, Modern progress has 
diminished the price of everything else, but publishers have 
obstinately stuck to their former tariff. He, therefore, is about to 
try the experiment of issuing a serics of novels by well-known 
writers, well printed and i luatmated on good paper, at ninety-five 
centimes, or about ninepence Engliah money. As the liat of authors 
contains the names of MM. Paul Bourget, André Theuriet, aul 
Hervieu, Octave Mirbeau and Abel Hermant, the experiment wil! 
be watched with interest, At first the publisher intends to confine 
himself to the reprinting of well-known novels, but if the cnterprise 
is a success new works will be added.

GaNRKAL Spx ARTHUR Powrk PALMer, GOH, GOOLE, 
lately Commander-in-Chief of the Indian Army, whose death, 
following an operation for appendicitis, has been announced, was 
horn in 1840. He was educated at Cheltentam College, and bad an 
active and highly successful career in India, beginning with the 
Mutiny Campalyn of 1857-59. throughout which he served. He 
served in the Afghan War of 1878-80, and seven years later he gained 
honours in the Soudan, The thanks of the Government: of India

Sir Fdward Venry Sieveking, Physician Extraordinary to the 
King, and formerly Physician in Ordinary to Queen Victoria, was 
horn in 1816, and was descended from a well-known family in 
Hamburg, He was educated al University College Toxpital and 
Edinburgh University, where be graduated M.D. in 1841, and he 
alse studied inthe Universities of Belin and Bonn. Tn 1852 he 
Iecame a Fellow of the Royal College of Physicians, to which 
thronghout hiv life he was devotedly attached. At the time of his 
death he was the second oldest Fellow of the college, and during 
his long career he had Alled inost of the high offices connected with 
the body. Hs professional career was of the most distinguished 
character, fle was for a time physician to the Northern Dispensary, 
nid subsequently wis appoiuted physician to St Mary's Hospital, 
Vaddington, with which institution he was connected for over 
half a century, continuing te the Inst his services as consulting 
physician, He also held a similar poat to the Lock Hospital, 
while he bad, too, been physician to the Hospital for Paralysis and 
Kpilepsy. He was a Fellow of the Royal Mecical and Chirargical 
Society, af which he had been president, and be was the first 
Honorary President of the British Balneological antl Climatological 
Society. [In 1863 be was appointed Physician in Ordinary to the 
Prince of Wales, a position which he (lled tll igor, when, on the 
arrangement of the King’s medical establishment, he was 
appointed Physician Extraordinary to His Majesty. From 1872 
ti] TSH he was Physician Extraordinary ta Queen Victoria, and 
from 1888 till [ler Majesty’s death Physician in Ordinary, He 
was knighted in 1888, and received the Jubilee Medal in 1887 and 
the clasp on the oceasion of Queen Vievoria's Diamond Jubilee.

Captain Sir Edward Walter, who has just dicd in his cighty-first 
year, Was best known as the soldiers’ friend, and the man to 
whont the Corps of Commissionaires owex its existence, Sir 
Keaward was the son of Mr, John Walter, of Hearwood, and was 
educated at tan and Uxeter College, Oxford. Upon entering the 
Acuy he served with the gath Regiment, and afterwards with the 
Sth tlussars, but after ten years’ service he retired from the Army. 
The story of the faunding of the Corps of Coromiysionaires: is told 
in a dette sent to its members hy Major F, E. Walter, Sir 
Edward's son, who has long leen asseciated with him in his work. 
The following particulais are extracted from Major Walter's 
letter: — At the time when Sir Edward started the corpa—in the 
year T859 the position of the discharged soldier wae a standing 
reproach to his fellow-countrymen, Beyond giving him his pension 
the Government could—or would slo nathing for him; the public 
tought shy of bim, and he was left to realise the truth of the sayin, 
that (what is cveryheuty'’s lusiness is nobody's business,’ and to shift 
as best he could for himself, To Sir Edward Walter belongs the 
credit tor being the first to seek and to find some remerly for, 
or at beast some alicviation of, this deplorable atate of affairs, He 
saw elvarly that the harrier of long-standing prejudice must be 
broken through, and that in order to effect this it would be neces- 
sary to give practical proof that men who had served their Sovereign 
and country with fulelity could: aud wouldsservs private employers 
with cqual fidelity if the opportunity were given them. Limiting 
his efforts in the first place to wounded men only, he obtained 
hy personal canvassing: situations in London for eight, each of 
whom had lost a limb. Bai he was not satisfied with merely 
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being instrumental in obtaining situations, His ideas took a 
higher range. He soon found that there were many places where 
men in uniform would be taken in preference to men in plain 
clothes, if only some guarantce of personal fitness could be given 3 
and as applicants came to him jn numbers, and he was able to 
nelect his men, he determined to organise a body of veterans of the 
Army and Navy as n society that should be self-supporting and 
entirely dependent on the exertions and earnings of its members. 
Self-help and thrift were to be the fundamental principles, and it 
was to be amenable to rules made by himself and worked on the 
old regimental system, Confident in the success of this scheme, 
he took the offices in Exchange Court, which now form hut a 
smal) portion of the valuable house property which has since been 
acquired for the corps, and here he carrled on his work aingle- 
handed, heavily handicapped in the first years by the very 
numerous failures of his men to retain the situations they had been 
given. Fortunately, this did not cause him to lose either patience 
or confidence, Preferring to encourage the deserving rather than 
to rail at the failures, he worked doggedly on, till suecess—the 
usual reward of persoverance—justified his methods and his belief 
in the future of the corps, which numbers to-day very near 3,000 
nen, 


Captain Frederick Arthur Wyllie, the Welkh Regiment, who 
was kille:l on the Burmo-Chinese boundary while attacking Dacnits, 
was the eldest son of Lieut, -Colonel Rybert Wylie, late of the Indian 
Army. Last November Captain Wyllie atartedd for the Chinese 
frontier, in command of an escort, to accompany the political 
olheer of the North Hainwi State, and sleo to escort 1 party of 
Sappers and Miners, under Lieutenant D. Forster, K.E., who 
were to build boundary pillars along a‘portion of the Burmo- 
Chinese frontier, While in camp at Mong-Si, news was brought 
to Captain Wyllie that a notorious Chinese Dacoit was encamped 
at Nam Sawn, in Hritish territory, Captain Wyllie, with two

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political officers and fifteen Sepoys, at once started to apprehend 
the Dacoit. At dawn the party approached the camp, which was 
situated on the top of « steep rocky hill, covered with scrub and 
long grass. When a little way from the top, Captain Wyille, with 
six men, made a @éfowr round to the back of the hill, leaving the 
rest of the party to guard tho front and flanks. Fearing that the 
Dacaits would escape, Captain Wyllie dashed on, and encountered 
the chief in a hat on the top of the hill, Heat once called upon 
the man to surrender. Snatching up a repeating rifle, the Dacoit 
fired, and et the eame moment Captain Wyllie also fired, shooting 
his man dead. Unfortunately, the Dacoit’s shot hit the gallant 
officer, and he lingered in pain all that day, and died towards 
evening. Those with bim at the time of his death write of his 
great bravery and wonderful unselfishness, notwithstanding his 
sufferings. The two political officers took the body seventy-three 
miles, through the most difficult hilly country, for burial to Kutkai, 
where there isa British resident and small detachment of Military 
Police of the Lashio Battalion, with which Captain Wyllie was 
serving. 


Brigade Surgeon William Henry Haris, of the Army Medical 
Staff, retired, joined the Army as an assistant surgeon in March, 
1855, and served in the Crimca from May 22 of that year, taking 
part in the siege and fall of Sebistopol, the attack on the Redan of 
Jane 18, and the battle of the Tchernaya. During the Indian 
Matiny he was present with Col, Maxwell's column in the 
operations b:fore Calpre early in 1858, proceeding with it to the 
Alumbagh during the capture of Iacknow ; and at the surrender of 
the forts of Ahmatee and Thunkupore, the purauit of Beni Madhoo 
across the Gogra, and the subsequent operations in Oude. He 
served ax assistant surgeon and surgeon in the gant (Duke of 
Cornwall's) Light Infantry from 1857 to 1868, and retired in 1880 
with the honorary rark of Brigade Surgeon.

Four years later he became Secretary of State 
in the Department of State Economy, and in 1895 he was appointed 
assistant to the Imperial Secretary. A year later he was transferred 
with the same rank to the Ministry of Finance. Here he dis- 
tinguished himself as one of the ablest colleagues of M. de Witte. 
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» Tt was he whe undertook, on behalf of his chief, the far-reaching 


inquiries into the agricultural needs of the Central Provinces which 
gave rise to so much hope in Russia about a year ago.

NEWCHWANG In aummer is full of life ; the River Liau-ho ix crowded 
with shipping of Russian, Danish, Japanese, British and American 
nations, These ply between this port and Chefoo, Shanghai, and 
the southern ports of China. 

Just at this time it isa very anxious moment for the foreigners 
established at this Treaty port, for in 1900 thin port war deserted 
during the time of the Boxer trouble, and there remained only 
two Russian gunboats, (wo Japanese gunbonts, and the old Chinese 
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Imperial Customs schooner, which goes out periodically to look after 
the buoys marking the chanuel, which reaches a long way inte the 
fea, making the navigation somewhat difficult. Lately the British, 
Japanese, and Russians have each had a ship at Newchwang, 
and our picture shows the British boat going into her winter 
‘quarters, This process takes a long time to carry out. The 
«Russian vesscl is caught at prexest like a rat in a trap, for she 
: Canndt move, and must be either blown up of captured if Japan 
‘captures Newchwang. Her guns are all down at the fort at the 
mauth of the river. 

There is nothing more perfect than the climate at Newchwang itt 
summer—a warm Italian sun without too much heat, In winter 
the climate is cold but pleasant, excepting when the north winds 
blow, when nothing will keep the cold out. The port closes for 
navigation in December, and re-opena early in March, In the far 
distance, on the right of the steamers, on the right hank, is 
the terminus of the Chinese Imperial Railway ruoning from 
Pekin oi4 Shan-Hai-Kwan. On the left of the river are the 
wharves belonging to the different merchant steamship com- 
panies, where the steamers now seen on the river go alongside to 
discharge -their cargoes, and then go back into the river to load 
up with bans, brought down country in the Jittle steamboats, and 
placed on board immediately on arrival, after passing the Customs,

Mo chi Sin was agaln set in working order, places rebuilt and the 
shaft reopened , but as of late we have not heard of any consider 
able production of coal on the line, the Russian anticipations 
could not have been fulfilled There is, however, every indication 
of good coil in Manchuria, but the Russians cannot work coal 
mines themselvea—this fact they own by their employment of

A CONSIDERABLE stir haa been made in South 
ampton, and in antiquarian circles elvewhere, hy a 
recent reaulation af n few members of the governing 
Mody of that historic County Borough to destroy 
the Undercroft, in order to make way fer a 
new strect in process of being formed out of 
the ancient highway known as Simnel Street. 
This “demolition proposal hax, however, been 
withdrawn; and the beautiful and interesting 
building against which it was directed may now 
be conaltered safe. The evening before the Town Council met (o 
make their decision, a meeting of local archwologista was called to 
formulate u protest, and it waa then, at the eleventh hour, that 
scheme occurred to and was hastily worked out by a Southampion 
architect, to whom we are inlebted for the accompanying sketch, 
and thi schenw, we are glad to hear, hax disposed of all the difi- 
culties in the way of the Undererofi’s retention, The building has 
existed for the last six hundred years, having been covered, for the 
latter half of (hat period nt least, by houses now pulled duwn. The 
exact history or purpose of the Undercroft ia not known, Its 
dimensions are thirty-four feet by twenty-two inside, aud it ino 
at8ne-vaulted building, ecclesiastical in character, of the Decorated 
period of Gothic architecture, as ix indicated by the little ball- 
lower ornament at the left-hand corner of the fireplace,

Léandre has 
fucced the doors of the Luxembourg, 2nd writes his name as a 
celebrity in the autegraph books of American visitors, Other 
ctstomers of the Nouvelle Athéncs, then unknown to fame, have 
since acquired celebrity, and deseried the famous ¢a/# for other and 
more fashiunaLlic rcsorty, 


Nouvelle Athénes did not, however, originally achieve 
faine as an artistic café, At the beginning of its career it was the 
haunt of Parisian 4¢(érafenrs. Anyone who visited it at the Acurc 
@absinth thai ix from five tu seweu—-befere the war, would have 
found Alphonse Daudet, Monselet, Charles Aicard, Cladels, Francois 
Coppée, and other literary eclebritics round the tables. One of the 
chief clients was Charles Bataille, the translator of Wagner, During 
the famous battle round Zaadamser in thesiatics the Nouvelle: Athtncs 
war the headquarters of the admirers of the master of Bayreuth. Uere 
Hataille denounced in stentorian tones the opponents of the great 
German composer. T aus afraid, however, consideration for his rights 
as librettis¢ was what chiefly ioxpicect him. His knowledge af 
Wagner's music niast h been medivere, as he was ax deafas a post. 
Another remarkable visitor was Miurger, the fanious author of the 
Vie de Hohéme.” Little dil he think when he sat at bis table 
of the Nouvelle Athénes, laying dewn the law on matters lilerary 
to his adnsiring circle of admirers, that thirty years Inter he would 
have become a French classic, that his ‘Scenes de la Vie de 
Vohéme" would be placed on the répertoire of the Comeédie 
Frangaise, that Puccini and {aoncavalto would adapt them to 
opera, and Iast, hut not least, that his bust in marble would be 
placed in the Luxembourg ‘denk, where he had so often 
watked in the days of his misery.

When Montmartre was ‘discovered in the carly seventies, 
Murger crossed the Seine from the Latin Quarter, and pitched 
his camp under the shadow of the Sacred Hill, The Houle Afirhe 
sent as his bodyguard a scare of pothouse poets, long-haired 
paint smearery, and cixsipated genii. It was Murger who baptised 
the caf with itx high-sounding name of ‘* Nouvelle Athénes,” 
and it was to Murger that it owed its early vogue. But Murger

What is recorded of the Phoenicians in the 
Mediterrancan affords a clue to the carliest date of metal-working 
in this country. Strabo, writing between 3.c. 54 and «.D. 24) 
expressly states that in early times the Phoenicians carricd on the 
tin trade from Cadiz, and this port was, perhaps, founded by them 
partly for the trade with Cornwall, to which it was nearer than 
Tyre or Sidon. Sir John Evans concurs in the view that between 
B.C, 1500 and @.c. 1200 the Pheenicians were already acquainted 
with the mincral fields of Britain, bronze having been known in 
Egypt long before that date, The plece of bronze for which at 
present the highest antiquity is claimed is the rod found at Medum 
in Egypt, dating from 3700 Bc. For the beginning of bronze in 
Great Britain and Ireland B.c, 1802 would seem to be a probable 
date, and our Bronze Age is provisionally divided into three parts: 
(1) the period of the Barrows; (2) that of the flanged celt and the 
tanged spear head ; (3) that of the bronze hoards, when swords and 
socketed celts and spear heads are most conspicuous.

‘Sanctuary’ (Macmillan and Co.) is certainly strained, Kate Orme, 
who monopolises its interest, discovers, almost on the eve of her 
weddins clay, that the man whom she loves and trusts had defrauded 
bis brother's widow and child of their inheritance by the suppression 
of evidence in a court of Inw.

Is it possible for a young woman, with less than average krow- 
ledge of the world and its ways, to live in an Inn of Court or 
Chancery, disguised ux a young man, without exciting the least 
suspicion of her sex, even on the part of her opposite n igh)our on 
the same ataircase, in spite of the intimate comradeship that sprang 
Up betweeo them? On the whole, yes, considering the much more 
improbable conecalments of sex that have notoriausly occurred. It 
ik the business of a novelist, however, to make his incidents 
not merely possible or probable, but to make them serm 80, 
Ant this Mr. J. Sturer Clouston, io his story of ‘Our 
Tandy's Inn” (Blackwood and Sous), can scarcely be said to 
have done.

and Co,) she has taken a new departure, and thus left no depart- 
ment of her art without at least one example from her indefatigable 
pen. It is a detective story pure and simple, worked out according 
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to all the rules, among the foremost of which ia that the interest 
taken in the chueacters is to be wtrictly impersonal, The secret, 
the false and the rea! cloes, and the detective of genius, are brought 
together in the orthodox fashion; and the recovery by Lady. 
Queenstown of her diamond, after a twenty years’ lose, puts that 
brifliandly clever young amateur, Mr. Julics Quayle. into the clees ef 
the Dupins, the Holmesss, sud other acknowledged masters, In- 
deed we doabt if cither of these would have perceived at once that 
a word of five~ letters beginning with ‘<S” must Inovitably be 
“Stone.” On the whole, in ‘The Yellow Diamond” we bave 
Miss Sergeant by no means at her best, or in her most congenial 
Hine ; but ft is quite an good as nine stories of its sort out of ten, 


* @RMEMBRANCE“ 


The mother, whom her own waning charms provoke to jealoasy 
of a beautiful young daughter, is about as ugly am object of study as 
can well be found, Lady Curtice, the object-leason of Mra. Lovett 
Cameron's ‘‘Remembrance” (John Long), carries her jealousy of 
her lovely daughter Dora to 2 pitch of almost fiendish hatred ; and 
her hatred to the practical point of destroying and denying the 
existence of a letter the receipt of which was to have saved 
from a broken heart and a miserable marriage. For the girl herself, 
despite her evident fascinatian, and for the young Mon—an em- 

hatically capital-lettered young Man--whom she loved and orarly 
feat, we are unable to get up much sympathy. Thoy are too 
sugarily sentimental for ordinarily robust tastes during their idyttic 
stage, and too fecbly at the mercy of circumstances and other people 
when the course of love begins to run roughly, All the difference 
might have been made by a touch of humour here and there.

** ROSEMONDE ” 


The First Novel Library” (T. Fisher Unwin) has certainly 
been the means of revealing a decidedly hopeful amount of 
ability among the novelists of to-morrow. That a fit novel should 
ge beyond promise is not to he expected, however often it may have 
happened ; and we must certainly wait for a auccessor to ' Rose- 
monde” from the pen of Miss Beatrice Stott betore attempting a 
guess at the extent to which her own promise is likely to develop 
into performance worth the painn The ability is beyond all 
question. But she displays s perverse preference for the morbid 
and the abnormal which can be rendered acceptable only by genius 
of an order that is happily rare. She has devoted her first novel to 
a two-fold atudy : that of a man—himself supposed lo be a genius— 
who carries a half-sensual, half-sesthetic egotism to a point of lunacy 
in which he is capable of the most jealously savage crucity to the 
woman without whom he cannot live ; and that of the woman whose 
whole soul he has mastered and enslaved, The ferocious quarrels 
and more ferocious reconciliations of the pair become at last weari- 
some by dint of repetition through over four hundred closely 
packed pages, and the continued climax of the situation is repre- 
acnted by an increasing violence of deacription which, we fear, Miss 
Stott mistakes for strength—a common error that she will do well 
tounlearn, To speak of pleasure in connection with a atudy of the 
hypnotic influence of mania would be absurd. Kut, once more, Miss 
Stott's ability is not to he denied 1 nor xhould we be in the least sur- 
prised if her second novel should prove it to be worth her cultivation,

They know their readers and are wise in foresecing that 
those who have often to go a little short themselves will be tempted 
to let their poultry fall off in condition. The mistake is in writing 
as though the advice was of universal application. So far from this 
being #0, gentlemen’s poultry, the birds hept by the lover of 
country life, who likes to be suré of his new laid eggs, even as 
he likes to know that his vegetables are perfecily fresh, ase nearly 
always overfed. If any bird taken at hazard be killed for a wager 
on the point, the odds are greatly that the internal organs will be 
found tv be clogged with fat, and birds 90 aMicted not only lay less 
than others but have difficulty in laying at all. The throwing out 
of scraps al oll times tu the fowls should be absolutely pro- 
hibited, as one can never tell how much they get. Let the scraps 
be put in a tin bowl or stone-chida receptacle and the birds fed 
twice w day. Then the amount. of mixed food given can be 
measured. The scraps should have boiling water poured over 
them and then drained off, and are; much more beneficial when fed 
with a mixture of middling» or of wheat meal and bran than when 
they are given without any form of meal,

Sir @illiam Vernon Harcourt 


Nor only in the political world, but far outside its narrow 
confines, the announcement of Sir William Hareourt's retirement 
from public life has created almost personal sense of loss, He has 
been a prominent figure in English enciety for so many years that he 
has acquired the status of a Iiritishinstitution, Hut it would require a 
really desperate humorist to associate Mr. Gladstone's best fighter 
with anything savouring of advanced age and its customary: in- 
firmities. Indeed, if may be questioned whether he would have 
withdrawn from the arena in which his skill in fence was second 
ty none had he not recognised that his party would profit by th: 
diminution of its Jeaders from three possibles to two possibles, 
Happily, it does not follow that the nation will be altogether bereft 
of his services, Sir Wilinw possesses literary gifts cf far more 
than average quality, ak when, with clenr, incisive pen, he wrote 
above the stom de plume of * Ulistoricus” in the Ziwes and also 
inthe Satwrday Review. There is a story that Disraeli, who 
greatly admired «young Hnicourt's” tafents, especially bis skill 
in debate, expeesnel the opinion that had he taken up with 
literature instead of with polities, he would have attained the 
highest rank in the profession of Tetters, We may hope, there- 
fore, that Sir William being at Jast free irom party tranvmels, 
will return to his old dove as his friend Lord Peaconsfield did, 
alter he was rejected from office in 1880. What a delightful 
volume would he * Aunals of My ‘Time fiom the pen of 
‘ Historicus” ! He could, better than almost any person now 
Jiving, -affart the public insight into those side-lights of history 
without which even the most faithful chronicles are apt to make 
such dreary reading. Who would not like to dearn why it was that 
Mz. Gladstone, when finally resigning the Premiership, gave pre- 
ference to Lord Rosebery over Sir Willian: o& his successor? ‘There 
have been, of course, all manner of rumours about the reason why 
for that strange chuice, but neither Mr. Morley nor anyone else has 
afforded x convincing explanation. Apart, however, from party 
politics and their chafings, the retired statesman could, if he carer 
lo give himself the trouble, minutely describe the higher social 
life of the latter half of the nineteenth century, Of patrician 
lineage and long descent, Sir William had the privilege of 
entrée ta the most exelusive circles, while at the xame time 
keeping in close touch, both personal and jotitical, wilh 
many leaders of the democracy. He was, if anyone likes to call 
him se, that corious combination, an Aristocrat-Radical ; lt his 
Salvanced far or so deep as 
those of that former extremist, the erst Duke of Norfolk, But the 
sincerity of his political convictions was only questioned by Chose 
who had never enjoyed personal intimacy with the distinguished 
Radical, Tt remains for himself, however, to dispel the misty 
Jegencs, too often of malicivus origin, which have become 
associated with his powerful personality. There is, for instance, the 
tale, often repeated, of how he maily overtures to Mr, Disraeli in 
1874, to join the newly forued Conservative Government. In all 
probability there is the same amount of truth in (hat ancient 
\radition ag in the later story of his burning desice to become Lord 
Chancellor in preference co acceding ta the Preaiership on 
Mr, Gladstonc’s retirement, Yer;,we must certainly have, from 
his awn facile hand, the gleanings made hy ‘* Historicus" in those 
pleasant social and political by-ways where hix jocund presence was 
always so acceptable to lighten the eternal weariness of dull con-

ANoTueR oll London landmark has gone, which I can recollect 
from nny earliest days, and that is the Lyceum Theatre. 1 paid a 
last visit to it the other moroing, and it looked strange and uncanny 
in its sparecly lighted and shabby condition. I walked about the 
stage, I visited the Beefsteak Room, I ant in the stalls, I mused in 
the private boxes, I ascencied to the dress circle, and mounted to 
the highest gallery. Tho whole house was brimming with the 
pleasantest associations, except the gallery, and ¥ had never Leen 
there before. The most delightful associations, however, were 
connected with the pit, the stalls, and behind the scenes, Many 
are the joys of my youth (hat I can recall with regard to the first, 
not a few of the dvlizhta of later years that occur to me with regard 
to the second, and infinite are the bright recollections that crowd 
on my mind with regard to the third. Cannot I recall the charwmg 
receptions on the stage after some of Sir Henry Irving’s notable 
first nights, the sclect and most enjoyable suppers that sometimes 
took place in the Becfsteak Room, and, above all, do f not recall 
the famous banquet that celebrated the hundredth representation of 
The Merchant of Venice? 


L remember I saw the play that night, and being bidden to the 
supper afterwards, made my way behind the scenes. In an 
incredibly short space of time—I think it was five-and-twenty 
minutes after the curtain went down—the stage was tranaformesl 
into n banqueting hall and the tables were set. An extraordinary 
number of the most notable mea in London assembled on that 
occasion—if I had apace I could give you the menw of the 
supper and tell you all about it—and our host made one of 
his very best speeches on the occasion. The time fled rayidly, 
and I am inclined to thivk it was very late before the party 
broke up, Very late? I fancy it was somewhat carly, for I 
know it was broad daylight, very broad daylight—and this was 
in February—when [ emerged into the Strand, and I recollect 
the sunshine gleamed on my latchkey aa I opened my front 
door, and the policeman ouside = to whom I wax well known— 
wished me a gruff but gocd-naturcd and sympathetic ** Goud 
morning |” 


Gazing from the topmost gall-ry of the Lyceum the other day, 
itstruck meas being a strange thing that you could ever find a 
public to pay to sit in the gallery of any theatre. You get a totally 
distorted view of the play, you see the actors ridiculously fore- 
shortened, seeing the tops of their heads and the tips of their toes 
in close jsoximity, and you gaze down upon tiers and ticrs of 
people, which gives you a creepy sensation and reninds you nol 
a little of John Martin’s extraordinary pictures, In addition to all 
this, you always think how hopeless your fate would be if there 
happened to be a fire in the theatre. I recollect once going up 
into the gallery at the Victoria theatre, in old times, and feing 
ubsolutely appalled at the sea of heads below me. The notion of 
fire occurred to me, and FE at once beat a retreat. There is, 
however, one advantage in the gallery--you can hear well, At 
one lime I often, used te go te the amphitheatre at Covent 
Garden, when I wished to hear a particular opera, having bad 
no time to dress, and not having previously taken a seat, 1 was 
surprised at the aumber of real musical enthusiasts 1 met there. 
Bat for an ordinary play the gallery ia most uncomfortable, and 1 
have never patronised it, though 1 always think the front seat in 
the pit de about the lest in the house-- albeit the pit ix being 
nowaclays xadly encroached upon hy the lordly stall.

This place was, before the Mahdist revolt of 1883. the centre of the 
Khedivial possessions in the Upper Nile basin, In 1885 it was captured by the Mahdi, 
General Gordon and his faithful followers being killed.  [t was ahandoned soon afterwards 
by the Mahdi, who established himself at Omdurman, on the opposite bank of the White 
Nile, and this place remained the headquarters of his succeasor, the Khalifa Abdulla, until 
Seplember, 1808, when it was taken hy the Anglo-Eygyptian forces under Lord Kitchener. 
tm September 4 of that year the Hrilish and Egyptian flage were set upon the Palace, and 
since then Khartoum has again lecome the seat of government. According to the 
t+ Bneyclopsedia Hritannien,” the population of the place was, before the revolt, about 
o,000, Since t8o8 the town has cisen from its ruins, and has been in great part rebuilt, and

aflording useful instruction to the surrounding peoples, Khartoum, which is situated at the 
junction of the Niles, about 1,340 miles south of Calro—with which it has been connected by 
tail since t899—has lately become a favourite spot with European t , among its most 
recent visitors being Princess Henry of Battenberg. The town ie becoming again the 
headquarters of missionary work, the starting point of all travellers proceeding by the Nile 
route to the Interlor, and the chief centre of com rercial enterprise and -civilising Influences 
in the Anglo-Egyptian Soudan.

A Glimpse of the Dombardment of 
Port Arthur 


Evervrieexe connected with Rusia’ great land route to the 
-the Trans-Siberian Kailway, the greatest railway 
scheme in the workl—is now of special interest. From the 
beginning of the troubles letween Russian and Jopan, the 
immensely long Jine ef rail which connects St. Petersburg and 
Moscow with Port Arthur and Vladivostock has been crowded 
with ueops and ammunition and the vast material required 
lor the conduct of a great war, and it cannot now be an easy 
matter dor the ordinary traveller to get through, even with fully 
rhe passpotts. This, however, was possible at the time when 
the wat breke owt, and the journcy from Port Arthur lo Moscow 
Wits periormed by Mr. G. T. Poole, a member of the firm of Poole, 
Lander and Co., fur snerchants, of London and Shanghai, who 
arrived tecently in London, having left Shanghai on February 7,

THE anticipation that the Premier would nat long be left without 
opportunity of making the personal statements that would fitly have 
been introduced in debate on the Addrexs hak been realised. The 
work of the week has been confined to discussion of the Army

affirming the existence of such a document. Mere mention of it has 
a curiously irritating effect upon the Premier. That there was some 
such document is incentestuble, What Mr, Balfour hotly denies is 
the existence of any memorandum written by him which wattld 
justly bear the description set forth in Mr. Ellis’s question, 

Questions onthe Paper disposed of—and there were a hundred ane 
twenty-nine of them—Mr, Ellis asked leave to move 
the adjournment of the House in order to oblive 
the Prime Minister with opportunity of giving full 
account of Une proceedings attendant on the 
resignation af Mr. Ritchie, Lond George Hamilton, 
and the Duke of Devonshire.

He telis uf the golden-crested wren, of lap- 
wings, iplovers, and various other birds, of their habits and 
peculiarities. He fills us with information, in his casy, yet graphic, 
way, on stch subjects a@ the habits of hollics, of blackthorns, 
of apiders and bumble-bees, slugs and cels, owls and mound birdy, 
and a hundred and one other matters, on all of which he is learned ;

et battleships fur that, Meanwhile, the Kussiaus wall try to get Port Arthur.” 

Heat wan sant un the rth of November, 189, and both predictions have been 
verified.

a momentary sense --can take place until Ue weather renders 
the roads practicable, and the approach to the ice-béund 
ports, like that of. Ving-Kow, easy. Meanwhile, the Japanese 
Dombardinents of Port Arthur are being continued, less, 
perhaps, for the actual damayze they do, than for the 
demoralisation and sense of helplessness with which 
they must fill the garrison and other inhabitants, 
Since the arrival of Adiniral Makharoff at Port Arthur, 
Adiniral Topo has not been having his own way in 
sv undisputed a fashion as when Admiral Starck waa in 
supreme conunand. Adiniral Makharoff recognises that it 
isas much his duty to keep the enemy on the alert and to 
damage his ships as it is Admiral ‘Togo's to do the same 
by the Russians.

eager anticipations of success, and certainly their prospects 
are better now than they have been for very many years 
past. Inthe first place, the mere fact that their opponents have 
heen in power without a break for nine years 1s a sufficient 
yround with many voters for transferring their allegiance to 
Every Government after several years in 
office begins (o lose its popularity, and may consider itself 
fortunate if it does not create active hostility. The present 
Government, however, has had the misfortune te make itself 
distinctly unpepular with certain sections of the elector- 
ate, “The Chinese Labour Question is a case in point. No 
amount of anrament will persuade the ordinary working- 
min elector that the Government is justified in introducing 
Chinese cheap labour into a region which Mr, Chamberlain 
fold him was to be a magnificent field for the British working 
man, It is too late now to explain to popular audiences that 
South Africa could only be a field for British labour, provided 
coloured labour is also supplied in sufficient quantities. 
There are many Liberals who think that on this issue 
alone Chev can win the next elections. Unfortunately, that 
is uot the only issue on which the Government has lost 
favour with the electorate. To the middle-class elector, 
the increase of tayation is as serious a grievance as the 
question of Chinese labour is to the working man. The 
income tax stil stands at elevenpence, although the war 
was ended nearly two years ago, and the probabilities are that 
this high rate will have to be further increased in order to 
meet the realised deficit of this year and the prospective

deficit of nea year. In addition there may have to be 
imposed taxes on commedities of general consumption, and 
these will irritate not only the mass of the people who are 
called upon ultimately to pay the tax, but also all the 
intermediate dealers connected with the trade. Next 
there is the troublesome Education Question, which will 
certainly cause the Government to lose the votes of 
Nonconformist Unionists, while it will hardly win‘them a 
single vote which they would not otherwise have possessed. 
Finally, there is the question of Free Trade, and here again 
the position is the same as with the Education Question. 
This has, indeed, already been shown by the By-Elections, 
and it is significant that the Liberal Party is now adopting, 
with a view to the Gencral Elections, prominent Conserva- 
tives such as Mr, Winston Churchill, Mr. Ivor Guest, and 
Sir John Dickson Poynder, whose personalities will certainly 
strengthen the Liberal Party. Taking all these factors into 
consideration it must frankly be allowed that the portents 
indicate a severe and momentous contest, even though the 
Liberals have no leader to appeal to the mob or inspire 
confidence in the country generally. 





THe London Caunty Council sects a very bad 
example to other municipal bodies by borrowing 
Mealctpal to the extent of many inillions at a time when 
Borrowlags the Money Market is almost bare of supplies. 
That is the worst of entrusting virtually limitless 
powers for issuing loans to authorities which 
have charge of local interests alone. They rarely look 
beyond that narrow area; if money be wanted for a 
highly improved parish pump, it must be obtained 
though the heavens fall. But the London County Council, 
holding the exceptional position it does in many respects, 
should have some regard for more patriotic considera- 
tions, Trade, industry, and commerce are alike suffering 
from the prolunged dearth of money. The joint-stock 
banks, with alt the wish in the world to give accommodation 
to their customers, have been compelled to play the niggard by 
the staynation of deposits, And so all round in an extremely 
vicious circle, the narrowing of business, whether of one kind 
or another, necessarily diminishes profits pro raté and 
circumscribes employment. In any case, there would be 
something of this monetary stringency asa legacy left by the 
enormous outlay on the late war. But the pressure would have 
been materially relieved long before this but for the desperate 
Tivalry between municipal authorities to sweep all supplies of 
private capital into their respective treasuries, quite regard- 
less of the rate of interest payable. The ratepayers are 
powerless to check the evil drain; if they remonstrate, it 
is sharply retorted that “public improvements” must stand 
still if borrowing be discontinued, 
Up to the present, the official disposition in 
Cadet Pall Mall has always been to look askance at 
Battalions cadet battalions. Their formation would 
necessarily involve sume slight add.tion to the 
Amny Estimates, and how much more profitably the money 
might be spent on additions to the Headquarters Staff, or the 
introduction of a new button of special design to lend extra 
attractiveness to khaki uniform.

They themselves gain greatly from being subjected to dis- 
cipline; it teaches both the habit of obedience and the 
habit of command, But the State gains even more from 
being furnisbed with such excellent partly trained materials 
for its defensive forces. Drill and discipline acquired early 
in life are never forgotten, and were a sudéten call to be made 
on the civilian population to stand shoulder to shoulder 
against an invader, it would be .of enormous advantage to 
have tens of thousands who had previously passed through 
cadet battalions not only willing, but trained to answer the 
summons in a soldierlike manner, As Sir Redvers Buller 
said the other day, it is essential in any free country which 
desires to retain its freedom that every male capable of 
bearing arms should be capable of playing that patriotic part 
should occasion arise. But how could that part be efficiently 
played without some measure of previous training ?

Many of the long rans of modern times are 
entirely due to these conditions. Probably there never was a time 
when so much money was made out of theatres, It pussles me, in 
face of all this, to know what we want with a State-support:d 
theatre. It scema to me that a State-mupported restaurant would be 
weil-nigh as appropriate. Bat perhaps I know nothing at all

An oxcelient article, with an admirable tide, “ Jerry-Built 
Edlucation,” appenred in the S¢. James's Gasefte the other day. 
This leads one to wonder whether education is the anly thing 
possessing this unenviable qualification in the preaentday, Possibly 
those knowing in such matters might point to jerry-built politicians 
and philanthropists, while the jerry-built financier and company 
promoter are neither of them by any means anfamiliar. Probably, 
if one took the trouble to look around, one might without much 
trouble discover the jerry-built novelist, the jerry-built poet, and 
the jerry-built dramatiat ; and I imagine specimens of the painter, 
the musician, and the actor, fabricated In similar f shion, would be 
by no means difficult to meet with, Indeed, examples of thin 
unsatisfactory form of constraction might be found in law, physic, 
and divinity, the navy and the army, and in well-nigh every pro- 
fession and trade of the day, And possibly, if we consider the 
matter seriously, we shall probably come to the conclusion that the 
present is emphatically a jerry-built age. 


“ Barbara,” who has taken so much interest in the statue of 
King Charles I. at Charing Cross, will be glad lo learn that, al the 
risk of being run over and incurring the grave suspicion of a 
propinque policeman, I have made a careful survey of the ground 
surrounding the effigy of His Most Gracious Majesty, and I have 
come to the conclusion that there is no occasion for the statue to be 
moved at all.

IN his final despatch on the progress of the war in 
South Africa, Lord Kitchener stated that the spirit of con. 
ciliation, which had marked the concluding phase of the 
Verecniping negotiations, might ‘* well induce a hope that 
the agreement just signed would Jead at an early date toa 
final reconciliation between the Brilish and Dutch racea in 
South Afica.” To what extent this hope may eventually 
be realised, sime alone will show ; hut it is o significant fact 
that the vas majority of the Boers interned in oversea 
prisoners’ camps almost immediately accepted the terns of 
Vereeniging, declared their allegiance to King Edward 
VIL, and were, in accordance with Article 10 of those 
terms, repatriated in the summer end autumn of 1902. 
Out of some 30,000, however, about 500 proved recalcitrant. 
These latter, in spite of the assurances of their late leaders, 
refused, in the first instance, to believe that the Federal 
Forces had wen worsted, and they later declared that 
they would never return to South Africa to live under 
British rule. They preferred detention to the. fulfilment 
of the one necessary stipulation, and their attitude forced 
the conclusion that they fomnd their situation and treat.

ment too agreeable (o induce any desire for change. The 
obduracy of so small a number might have been considered 
politically unimportant, but it was not so regarded by the 
thew Governments of the recently annexed Republics, 
Several cmissarics, selected from their own countrymen, were 
despatched by the authorities from time to time to induce 
these irreconcilables tu accept the inevilable, and to retorn 
to the land of thelr birth. The visits of successive onvoys 
were, however, unavailing until General de la Rey, who had 
led them both in victory and defeat, undertook the tesk and 
brought it to a successful issue. The ex-Boer General left 
South Africa for India on November 20, and reached Ahmed- 
nagar, near Bombay, on December 17, In an address, 
which lasted an hour and a half, he pointed out that the 
Vereeniging Convention had been generally accepted by the 
mass of the Boer nation, and that the obstinacy of a mere 
handful of men could hardly affect the situation ; that they 
had done their duty as patriots, and that further resistance 
was childish; that, 9 long as they remained away, their 
wives and families were deprived of the support of those 
who should be their breadwinners. The General’s words 
had the desired effect, and during the two following days

the Oath of Allegiance was subscribed to by all the 
recalcitrants, with the exception of two men of weak 
intellect, and two boys under age. They all, to the number 
of 494, sailed from Bombay on January 9, in the Roya) 
Indian Marine Transport Cit, which reached Durban on 
January 27. Among them were two Cape rebels, who were 
handed over on arriva) to the Cape Government ; 334 were 
Transvaalets, and 158 belonged to the Orange River 
Colony, At Durban they were met by representatives of 
the Transvaal and Orange River Colony Repatriation 
Departments, to whom were entrusted the arrangements 
necessary for their conveyance to their homes and for the 
supply of food by the way. To each man were issued 
rations of meat, bread, sugar, and coffee sufficient to last 
him to his destination, and they were then despatched in 
two special trains for thelr respective Colonies. With the 
return of these voluntary exiles mfy be sald to close the 
sctusl work of repatriation, properly so-called. It 
is to be hoped chat the two new Colonies are now 
cafficiently sctiled to be able without difficulty to as- 
similate such unpromising material.

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Transforming the Thames 


Tux Thames « vest inland Iake, always at high water, fram 
Gravesend to Richmond! A large suggestion truly, and Deleting, 
with engineering end other difficulties; but the possibilities of the 
scheme are so fnscinating that we will consider it within the 
hounds of «* practical politica,” and indicate a few of the public 
benefits it would involve. The sketch of the improved river from 
the Gravesend bank given herewith sufficiently brings out the 
picturesque side of the proposal, To begin with the least important 
aspect of the project. All who frequent London's finest thoroughilare, 





the Victoria Thames Embankment, do so with fluctuating pride: 
when the tide is high they are proud of the imperial lieath of their 
beloved Thames; but at low water they have a certain feeling ol 
shame at the fall from their ideal shown in the stretches of mud 
and the stranded barges on the southern side of the stream, 
and if accompanied by o foreigner, they try to hurry him up to 
the Strand to prevent him witnessing this degradation of 
Father Thames; but with a barrage across the river from 
Gravesend to Tilbury, the Thamea would be prescatable at all 
times to the mont un'tiendly critic, With perpetual high water 
the unsightly floating piers could be done away with, and 
the passenger steamers—if the shame of their absence from the 
upper Thames is ever removed—could always come within a few 
feet of the banks. 
THE DOCKISATION OF THER THAMES 

Tn these commercial days the main feature of the scheme is, 
however, of course, the solution it offers for the improvement 
of London’s shipping facilities. Many Londoners do not realise 
that, in addition to its other attractions, the metropolis claims 
the largest tonnage — taking import» and exporis together — 
of any port in this country, or the world, All this goes 
on “below bridges,” of which the avernge Londoner knows 
nothing, whilst in Liverpool, Glasgow, and other leading ports 
the whole community is keenly alive to the welfare of their 
‘locks, The most careless newspaper reader must, however, 
recently have heard that shipping interests are gravely dissatisfied 
with the facilities London offers as a port, and that the whole 
subject was recently fully inquired into by a Royal Commission, 
on whose recommendations the Government last year introduced 
a bill, which, in the pressure of business, was suspended, but hie 
been reintroduced for the current session. This measure proposes 
the formation of a Port of London Trust—with optional powers of 
purchasing all the great Thames docks—one of whose dutics it 
would be to continually dredge the river so as to secure greater 
depth of water all the way up to the docks in the higher reaches of 
the Thames, 

With the first part of this bill—viz., the formation of one coa- 
trolling authority, all parties are satikfied; but on the other 
proposals there are wide differences of opinion which we need 
net now discuss, beyond indicating that the prapored dredging of 
the river would, it is contended by those concerned, scriouly 
threaten the foundations of riverside wharves and buildings, 

THE GRAVESEND-TILBURY BARRAGE 

Mr. T. W. Barber, M.Inst.C,E., has, since the Government pro- 
yomala were formulated, conte forward with the suggestion that the 
difficulties of which the shipping interests complain might be met 
by the construction of a barrage across the river from Gravesend to 
Tilbury, a comparatively simple engincering: feat after the great 
Nile dam (about 1 miles in length), expecially as the bed of the 
stecam ik here firm chalk, This would, he claims, give a navi- 
gable depth of water, varying from 65 fect at Graverscrt to 32 feet 
at London Bridge, without dredging, or any interference with the 
river bottom or banks. Here are some of the advantages which 
would, the advocatex of the scheme claim, be secured, Ships 
drawing 30 feet cauld proceed to London Bridge at any hour of the 
day or night, without waiting for tides ; ships of all tonnayes and 
d:aughts could traverse the river, anchor anywhere, lie alongside 
any wharf or q@ay, always remain at one level for loading or 
unloading, and need not lie out in the river or obstruct the free

navigation ; dock cutrances could be left open, this saving the 
cost and titue lost in warcking them—the Landau and Endia Docks 
Company cstimate the cost of working their entrances at 50,000 
per annum; while greatly increased safety of navigation would 
result, there being no possibility of grounding, swinging with the 
tides, of collikion. due to tidal drift, In addition to these, 
London “would be provided free with a lake af fresh water 4§ miles 
long, and from a f fo ab mile wide.

ELGAR AT HOME AND AT WORK

Skirting the snow-clad hills between Great Malvern and the 
Wells, the road revealing vistas of great beauty, I recently 
visited the residence of Dr. Elgar, to be greeted by Mrs. Elgar, 
to whom the house is indebted for its many splendid specimens of 
Indian art work, curios, and relics; one of the most precious of 
these last being the sword of her father, Sir Henry Gee Roberts, a 
distinguished Indian General. This sword forms part of a trophy 
arranged in the hall, others being Scindjan arms presented to the 
General, &c.

The Buke of Cambridge

George of Cambridge, when he wir in his fourteenth yenr, and he 
had been born at Hanover, a6th March, (819g, just two months 
before his cousin, Princess (afterwards Queen) Victoria. To the 
character thus given him by his aunt at the age of fourteen, George 
Frederick William Charles, Duke of Cambridge, Earl of Tipperary, 
and Haran Culloden, may be said to have remained true to the end 
of bis lung life. His father, bearing the same titles, was the seventh 
son of George TIT. Trained os o soldier in the Prussian school, 
Duke Adolphus has seen some active service in the Low Countries, 
and remained a hardened Tory, in spite of alt the blandishments of 
his brother, the Prince of Wales, Fox, Sheridan, and other prominent 
Whigs From soldierins he slipped into administration, and 
became Governor-General of Ulanover. His wife was Princess 
Augusta, daughter of the Landgrave of Hesne-Cassel, and the anion 
was an ideas one from every point of view. ‘I really believe,” 
wrote the Duke after hia marriage, ‘that there does not exist 20 
happy a being ax myself” Of this happy marsiage the issue was 
Prince George, born In 1849; Princess Augusts, born in 1822, who 
hecame the Grand Duchess of Mecklenburg-Strelitz (still living) ; 
ond Princess Mary, alterwards Duchess of Teck, who was born 1833, 
ani died in 1597, 

Though born in Germany, of a German mother and a father 
identified Ly extraction and oflice-holding with Hanover, Prince 
George waa destined to become a thorough Englishman in charneter 
and tages, This result was ysirtly due to the fact that, in Dr, 
Johnson's phrase, he ‘* was caught young.” At the age of eleven 
he was sent tu England to receive his education, and for the next 
five years resided at Windsor, under the immediate care of the 
Ring. going back occasionally to Hanover to visit his parents. 
Before returning to the Cuntinent in 1835, the King had given him 
the Grarter, and he now received a commission in the Hanoverian 
Anny. Mut in this he did not long remain, for, by the death of his 
uncle, our sajlor-King William, the crown of Hanover—by the 
Salic Law— passed to the Duke of Cumberland, and the Cambridge 
family returned to London, their first residence being Cambridge 
House, Pycendilly, now the Naval and Military Club, and then 
Caubridge Cottage, Kew. At the farewell festivities at Hanover, 
in 1837, Prince George had won admiration by his brilliant leading 
of the musical ride.

For the Duke had to be invalided down to Stamboul, where he was tended by the 
lady ~ Miss Louisa Farebrother, his senior by tour years— with whom he hail previously 
contracted a morganatic marriage, and whe hurried out to the East to nurse hitn, 
The Duke came home in January, and did not return to take part in the reduction of 
Sebastopol. ‘' The dear, brave fellaw four hera) made his appearance,” weote his 
sister, ‘Tt was a happy moment, aud God be thanked for it.” Equally bappy was 
the day—July 14, 1856— when Mamma surprised me before E wax up with the pleasing 
intelligence that George had been appointed Commusuder-in- Chief by the Queen,” 
in succession lo Lord Tardinge—an appointment which, on the whole, way very 
popular. not only because he was a Royal Duke, but also because he was known to 

a very sound-hearted Englishman and a nensible soldier ; and from that time till 
1898, or close on forty years, the Duke--who got his baton in 1862—continued to 
preside over the destinies of (he British Army as far as these could, and should, have 
been contrutled by administrative wisdom in time of peace and up-to-date organisation 
for the work of war. 

Hetween the British Aemy at the time it went to the Crinen aud the time it) went 
to Khartoum there was an immense difference, and the changes which made this 
difference possible were wll introduced wader, il not perhaps dJuitiated dy, the Duk - 
of Cambridge. His guiding principle, as he once ssid, wax that ‘reforms were 
desirable when necessary,” and the only question with his critics was whether he 
had always been quick cnongh to recognise the necessity. But he belonged neither 
fo the «+ bow-and-arrow schvol,” nor to the *‘gaiter button rchool” of modern 
oldicrs.  [xsentiatly a manof detail, he was ever rather slow, perhaps, to embrace 
general ideas; but if hix mind moved slowly, it did ao surely and nofely. If the 
Duke had cantankerons critics outside the Army, he ever enjoyed the warmest 
attachment of thoxe under his command, and of none more so than Tommy Atkins 
himself, ne mean judge, wha rightly regarded him as his best and truest friend. 

Whatever the Duke's failings, he could never be charged with fsvouritinno— 
hin character being too sturdily independent for that; while he was punctilions, 
chivalrous, painstaking, straightforward, tenacious, true, loyal, juat. These were 
afsa the qualities of the old Eniperor Willlam, with whose character he had otherwise 
much in common, and of all his titular honours that which, perhaps, most delighted 
the Duke was bis appointment to the coloneley of the Prossian regiment of infantry, 
nf which the Duke of Wellington, Bhicher's Waterloo ally, had been chief before 
him. For thirty-nine years the Duke held his high and ecsponsible office, and when 
at fast, in 1895-~heing then in hig seventy-sixth year—he made up his mind to 
resign, in deference to that public opinion tu which, according to Kinglake, he had 
ever been so singularly sensitive and deferential, it was thought by many that Mr. 
Gladstone's Government might have treated bin to some more mubstantial recognition 
of his long public service than an empty panegyric from the lips of Sit H. Campbell- 
Rannerman, Secretary for War, who said :—

The Duke had must of the many qualities dear to Englishmen, for he was bluff, hearty, 
ximpk. He had a grand constitution, while his speeches, if vane {no britliancy, 
were always spirited, xhrewd, and sdnafble, and sot even Carlyle 
hatred of shams. [1 fact, he was one of the moat popular Royal fzures of the Victorian era, 
Stalwart of frame, rugyed of featare, and bluff in manner, he ailght well have passed for that’ 
“Farmer George,” which had been the popelar title for hia Royal grendfather, He himself 
was ‘ Ranger George,” aa salaried keeper of nome of aur public parks, though his dignature, 
+ George,” on their notice-boards did rot always suggest the identity of its author to the 
passer-by. A thorough Englishman in eharacter amd teeling, he wae nevertheless the last 
living link of the dynastic kind between thls country and Hanover, where he had been horn; 
and of this connection the pyblic were ‘retujacdod when, in 1885, the old German Emperor 
appointed a member of his own house, Albrecht of ‘Prumia, to be Prince ntof Brunawick, 
on the death of its Duke, pending the accepiatioe of Prusia’s terms by his nearest heir, the 
Duke of Cumberland, It was then ‘hat the Duke of Cantbridge, as nearent agnate’ of ‘hin 
cousin of Cumberland, formality clalmed to te ritade Regent, of to be d-clared next heit tu 
the Duchy in case the rights of his coisin were ignored.

Lanterns, or Festival of the Dead, was celebrated, and thousands of 
Janterna and tiny pine torches twinkled over the hillsides, for the 
spirits of the departed have heen revisiting families and friends 
during three long peaceful days, at the end of which they were 
guided back again to their tombs by loved oncy, who formed into 
long processions, carrying lanterns that shed a subdued white light 
over the slowly moving throng. In the cemetery, on the ground 
before cach headstone, small lacquer trays, with tea, and bowls of 
tice cooked with red beans, were placed. Fresh flowera were put 
in hatadao jotnts set on cither side of the monuments, and bundles of 
incense that acot up nuntberless clouds of bluish smoke were: lit, 
The of the pricsts’ bell ringing from the valley below is 
the louked-far signal that terminates this vit of the Buddhist spirits 
to earth, 

Nor can I leave thig hallowed ground without stopping to place a 
sone on the heap before the Roker Jizo, ‘ The Six Jizo," the gods 
of little children, Piles of stones are placed before these statues, 
ae there pebble on pebble hy the relatives, generally women, who 

ve felt the joys and woes of motherhood, with a prayer to Jizo, 
thus helping some child soul to pursue its weary march along the 
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river hed of the Huddhist Styx withoul cutting and wounding its 
little feet. Worn, lichen-covered and weather-beaten an these 
figures are, their facer, calm and gentle, amile on unmoved, with 
the same benignant repose, through countless ages. Two of the 
Jizo stand out in gay relief from their mates, for suspended from 
their necks are little babies’ bits, caps, and charm-bags in dazzling 
colours, violets, reds, yellows, and carminck predominating, ane 
new, others showing much wear, but all thanksgiving offerings for 
a panyer heard and granted, 

A stone's throw from theac Jizo, within the temple grounds, 
there stands a most curious tree, bound with 9 fringed rope of 
tice straw that signifies its sanctily, yet with a trunk cruelly 
wounded and scarred with iron spikes from five to seven inches 
in length, suspending little effigies of men made of slraw, For 
thia tree is supposed to possess supernatural powers of a very 
high order, and will visit vengeance upon those by whom and for 
whon it has been desecrated. Hence, in this primitive, out-of- 
the-way npot, a Japanese girl, disappointed in love, instead of 
placing roses upon the tomb of n faithless one who has broken 
her heart, waits for ‘the hour of the ox,” two o'ciock in the 
darkness of the morning, and wilh n crude image of straw, repre: 
senting her lover, she repairs to a shrine, and, offering up her 
prayers for redress and future happiness, nails the effigy in 
place on the tree. These visits are paid several nightx in 
succession to this same spot, unti} the object af the girl’s 
vindictiveness sickens and dics. Should the avenging one 
stumble and fall within these sacred grounds, she niust at once 
place a pinch of earth on her tongue of the charm will be broken, 
A butterfly out of season, or flying im an unusual spot, is snpporcd 
to be the spirit of the false lover come back to earth te hover and 
flutter round the beloveil one whose heart ix filled with sadness. 

Night is fast approaching, the deepening shadows and stillness of 
the haur warn me that | must hurriedly descend the grassy foot- 
paths, already wet with dew, if I woult save daylight and sc 
regain my little inn. For the hours are as moments when spent in 
this old Eastern cemetery, where the mysteries of Buddhism and 
fragments of superstitions—many of them already faded from the

In some reapects the episode more closcly resembles a later 
defeat of a Liberal Administration, This also took place in the 
month of Jane, ten years after Mr. Gladstone's great fall, Like 
the cordite plot, the accomplishment of which drove Lord Rosebery 
out of office, Tueeday’s division was a bolt out of the blue. Outside 
the ranks of the cunspirators no one—feast of all His Majesty's 
Ministcrs—was aware of the pitfall dug for them. As in the 1895 
tragedy, the business in hand was humdrum affair in Committee 
of Supply. The Chief Secretary proposed a vote of £29,300 to 
meet the expenses of the Commissioners of national education in 
Ireland. Mr. Retinond moved to reduce the vote by £100, by 
way of protest against a circular issued by the Commissioners 
discouraging the teaching of the Irish tongue to young children.

"*The object of this book," says Mr. Bernard Cecil Blake, of

therefore itself a novel with a purpose—that of amusement;

The fewndation of Mr. William Le Quenx’s new novel (Hurst 
and Blackett) fs a highly organised system of elaborate expromaze, 
by which every European Government js engaged in trying to find 
out the secrets of every other as well as to keep its own, the net 
result being to diplomacy what checkmate is to a less complicated 
game. Captain Jack Jardine, known ax ‘the man from Downing 
Strect,” is the chief apy of the British Foreign Office, and, as quch, 
is instructed to procure the terms of a secret treaty between France 
and Italy the effect of which would deprive thix country of the control 
of the Mediterranean. As one of the conditions of his mployment 
is that he shall ibe disowned by the British Government if the per- 
formance of his daty brings him into any sort of trouble, one can see 
how well the pont Ao lends itself to Mr. Le Queux's notion of 2

Vet the books of merit bave been scveral, and the names of 
Lamsten Fropert, Bradley, Wiliauson, and J. J. Foster are 
respected far thei honest efforts ta interert, while acting as 
historians of all the great achievements in little. No work has 
hecn mnure sumptuous, none more fascinating and beautiful than 
these volumes before us. The history of the art in this country is 
very simply and thoroughly told --the work traced from the misaal 
painters through Uolbcin, Hilbard, the Olivers and John Hoskins, 
to Sammel Cooper, Cosway, Kans, and Thorburn, with spevial 
chapters on enamels and fean Fetitat. Then miniature painting in 
the United Sues: --fof which we were faitly well informed in the 
not very scholarly Heirtons of Miniatures,” by Miss Wharton) 
—and the foreign schools, of which so many exquisite French 
examples are to he seen in the Wallace collection, not framed only, 
hut decorating the tops of patch boxes, sweet-hoxes, and snuff 
boxes--and a vast amount of information is appended. 

But, after all, the chief interest of these fine volumes lies in 
the beautiful photogravure illustrations, in the pages and Ars 
tevte, which present a gallery that for charm of subject, for 
grace, and for beanty ef execution could not easily be svrpassed.

Tho tree, we learn from 
our obliging informant, came from China, and has been extensively 
propagated by runnera The neighbouring gardens boast of 
young aiJanthue trees derived from the interesting parent 
tree in question, Our correspondent adds, ‘Its height Is fifty feet. 
The leaves grow in plumes, but are not 40 serrated as those of the 
sumach. When first they show they are of a lovely pink, after. 
wards becoming a beautiful red in the centre of the plumes. The 
flowers are a pale green. They come up in the centre of the 
plumes.” This information may be regarded as setting at rest 
outstanding doubts, and we may now hope to see this beau- 
tiful tree mdded to the happily increasing fora within the 
London radius.

Amip the anxieties aroused by the war in the 
The Far East the announcement of an impending 
Settlement settlement of outstanding co!onial controversies 
with with France comes as a ray of exceedingly 
France grateful and hopeful light. It has for some time 
past been an open secret that a strong effort was 
being made by Lord Lansdowne and M, Delcassé to give 
practical effect in the diplomatic domain to the rapprochement 
so happily effected by King Edward's tactful visit to France 
and M. Loubet's prompt and cordial return visit to this 
country. Both Ministers brought to their thorny task the most 
genuine yoodwill—a goodwill strengthened by the con- 
sciousness that they were acting as the duly accredited 
mandatories of the nations they represented—and in these 
circunstances their labours could not prove unfruitful, It 
may safely be said that no political announcement in recent 
years has given more sincere pleasure to the British people. 
‘The quarrel which began twenty-two years ago—through 
no fault of ours—and which has been envenomed, as all 
quarrels are, by their own inevitable fruits, has alwnys 
heen deeply deplored in this country. Of all foreigners the 
French have always possessed the largest share of our 
affection, partly because they are a delishtful people, and 
partly because we recoynise that of all the nations in Europe 
they stand nearest to ourselves as the exponents of certain 
high principles of human progress, ‘They are, too, our 
nearest neighbours, with whom personal intercourse and com= 
mercial exchanges make up a large part of our daily life. Under 
these circumstances we could not but wish most devoutly that 
a friendly understanding might take the place of the bicker- 
ings and pin-pricks which for so long a period had marked 
Anglo-French relations. The reciprocation of this feelin 
in France, aided by a wise statesmanship on both sides of the 
Channel, has supplied the /errai# on which Lord Lansdowne 
and M. Loubet have worked, Their task cannot have been 
avery easy one, because an understanding, to be durable, 
must be equitable, and each side must consequently have 
found itself called upon to make some sacrifice. We may be 
certain, however, that in neither country will the settlement 
he scrutinised in an ungenerous or carping spirit. That it will 
prove altogether a final settlement is not to be expected. Such 
large questions as the destinies of Egypt and Morocco are not 
$o be solved by any single diplomatic instrument, but at 
least we may hope that in regard to these questions certain 
prnciples will be admitted which will pave the way for the 
automatic establishment of normal conditions, Subsidiary 
questions, like those of Newfoundland, India, the Niger, 
and perhaps the New Hebrides, offer less difficulty. These 
questions have always been mere in the nature of pawns 
in the great game of Anglo-French tit-for-tat than real political 
difliculies, The consideration of details of this kind must, 
how ever, be reserved until we have the text of the arrangement 
hefore us, For the moment we have only to express our 
profound gratification that a basis of settlement has heen 
discovered, and that a new cra is opening for this country 
and France which will not only be agrecable and profitable 
to both, but which will also prove of much advantage to the 
peace and progress of the world, 





Wuite the peliiical wrangle over the Education 


The Acts still continues, and whi'e passive resisters 
London = sti! multiply in numbers, the authorities charged 
Education with the duty of putting the Acts into force are 
Scheme quietly setiing about their werk everywhere 


except in Wales. This week Londos makes 
is first move. ‘The Laendow County Council, as the 
authority under the Act, has had be'ore it a scheme for 
the election of an Education Cominittee tu take over the 
whole of the educational work of the Council. Hitherto 
the work of adotinistering public education in Londan 
has been divided between the London County Council, the 
Londan School Board, aud a large number of partially 
independent schools under voluntary management, Atl are 
now ta be brought under the contrat of the Education Com- 
mittee of the County Council, ‘The new Cominittee will thus 
hive an immense ficld to supervise tc will inherit from the 
‘Technical Instiuction Committee of the County Council the 
duty of maintaining a large number of technical schools and 
of further developing the system of technical instruction in 
London, It will also have charge of several large industrial 
schools, und will have to enforce the Industrial Schools 
Act That is only the beginning of the work of the Com- 
mittee. dts main task will be the supervision of the 
elementary schools of the metropolis, containing among 
them a school population of little less than a million children. 
This is a colossal task, and it certainly cannot be properly 
discharged unless the Committee will delegate ils powers 


freely to the local managers, and to head masters and 
mistresses, Otherwise a system of bureaucratic centralisation 
will be created which will be fatal to real educational 
progress. In the same way it is to be hoped that the new 
educational body will exercise sparingly the powers it 
possessea with regard to Secondary Education. It is 
certainly important that new facilities for Secondary Educa- 
tion should be created in London, but it is equally important 
that existing schools that are now self-supporting 


should not be destroyed by the crushing competition. 


of rate-aided schools. A municipal authority by excessive 
activity may easily destroy more with one hand than it 
creates with the other. {It only remains to add that the 
personal composition of the Committee justifies these. who 
have all along argued that better men and women could be 
obtained for the work of education by scjection through the 
County Council than by so-called popular election.

The Vote of jenging the Government to a set battle in the 
Censure House of Commons. It may be admitted that, 
at the time, there was some Treason to dnticipate 
a fairly successful issue. The question at stake 
was precisely of a character to weld together the whole 
Radical Party, and to bring the Irish Nationalists into line 
with the motley gathering of Passive Resisters, ultra 
Protestants, pro- Boers, Free-Fooders, Littl Englanders, 
Kevolted Liberal - Unionists and Rosebery Imperialists, 
There was the further likelihood that fear of trade union 
anathema might deter some Unionist members for urban 
constituencies from approving the impostation of cheap 
foreign labour into a British colony. Nor did the Radical 
engineers omit from their reckoning those pscudo friends of 
the Government who latterly have shown their independence 
by treating it as if it were their deadly enemy. It was not 
difficult, therefore, fur such profound mathematicians as Sir 
H. Campbell-Bannerman and his colleagues to make out-—on 
paper—thateven if their ineditated effort in purely party politics 
failed to oust the Government, it would, at all events, give a 
fresh shake to the tottering edifice of Unionist rule. What 
they did not sufficiently take into account was the rallying 
force almost always exercised by votes of censure on the 
attacked, no matter how disunited previously. The spirit of 
comradeship revives, and all antayonisms of opinion are for 
the moment thrust aside in favour of effective fighting against 
the common enemy. The result was a Ministerial inajority of 
fifty-seven, instead of the customary filty-onc, to which the 
Unionist overplus has usually ‘dwindled since the Duke of 
Devonshire broke away from Mr, Hulfour. 


AMONG the veterans who attended the Royal 
The Royal funeral Jast Tuesday, many a story was told 
Paneral about the Duke's never-fuiling kindness of heart. 
A tone of almost persona! Joss ran through these 
pathetic reminiscences ; there could have been no more 
fitting memorial to an illustrious soldier to whom, throughout 
his Jong life, comradeship had been among the chief nilitary 
virtues, The grand pomp and State ceremonies which 
rightly marshalled the old warrior’s mortal remains to their 
last resting-place were, of cours, the due of one who for 
forty years had commanded the British Army. But the 
remembrance of these ornamental fringes of national grief 
soon dics out; what lives is the sorrow itself, when of a 
genuine character. Some superfine folks profess to be 
unable to understand what it was that caused the Duke 
of Cambridge to be so boundlessly popular in the 
Army. ‘That can easily be accounted for ; it was the outcome 
of a feeling that he could always be depended on to stand up 
for the interests of the noble profession with which he had 
identified himself almost from infarty. A strict discipli- 
narian, and most rigorous in the punishment of slovens, 
black sheep, and false comrades, the Duke invariably tem- 
p-ted the wind to those shorn lambs, young officers who had 
lost their fleeces through trusting to the tender mercies of 
usurious money-lenders., It was a dictum of his, as of his 
great predecessor, the victor of Waterloo, that a Commander- 
in-Chief should have some better work on his hands than the 
collection of bills for credit-yiving tradesmen,

If a private company could undertake 
this, untrammelled by exorbitant pler dues and other vexatiors 
regulations, they would quickly puke it « paying concern We 
want a rapid and punctual service between London Bridge aid 
Chelsea and between London Bridge and Greenwich, and a 
service that should devote its atten:ion to goods and parcels. It 
addition to this we require a number of light motor-bLoats, that 
should act as the hansons of the Thames and should be under the 
saree regulations as the cabs of the metropolis, When once such 
service was thoroughly established it would not only be immenncly 
popular but wonderfully jucrative, The linking and developing 
of the existing canals all over England Is a more extensive 
development of the samt notion which needs immediate and 
attentive consideration.

It is the same with 
old pewter as wiih Old Mastera, and 1 am told that if you can 
pay for it, there will be no difficulty Jn obtaining platters, 
tankards and cups of the latest fashionable metal of any shape anit 
date you please, But it hehoves buyera to be very cautious.

The Buke of Cambridge’s Funeral 


Tue death of the Duke of Canibridge causes deep grief in our 
Royal House, The King and Queen especially felt his loss, being 
much attached to the aged Duke, who was niways their cherished 
quest at all family gatherings, and was also King Extward’s constant 
companion in his shooting partics up to within a very few months 
of hisdeath. The Court at once went into mourning for six weeks, 
and all State functions, like the Courte fixed for Friday and 
Tuesdny last, were postponed. The first of the funcral ceremonies 
took place on Monday evening in the drawing-room of the Duke's 
home, Gloucester House, where the coffin had been placed, sur- 
rounded by masses of wreaths and flowers, When the Kingand 
Queen, the Prince and Princess of Wales, with other meinbers of the 
Royal Family and the Duke'simmediate relations and houschold had 
assembled, the Rev, Edgar Shep; ard, late domestic chaplain to the 
Duke, and his old friend, conducted a short Service, the chair 
of the Chapet Royal singing the hymos. Then the body was 
temuved privately to Westminster Abbey, where ft lay all night in 
St. Falrh's Chapel watched hy a detachment of Grenadier Guards. 
Keen soldier to the last, the Duke hal requested (hat everything 
possible should be done by soldiers, and his wishes were futly 
ol served. Grenaaiers brought the body from the bedroom to 
the drawing-room, bore it thence to the gun-carringe of the 
Royst Horse Artillery, on which, with its escort of Houschold 
Cavalry, it was cunveyed to the Abbey, and finally carried it 
into the Chapel. The Dean of Westminster and the Chapter 
received the funeral party and pr.ceded the coffin to the 
Chapel, where a few prayers were said, and the Duke's 
remains were left resting before the altar under their military 


guard, 


THE LATK DUKE 


THR FUNERAL 

Early of Tuesday the Duke's remains were removed hy the 
Guards from St, Faith’s Chapel and set down in front of the 
High Altar, surrounded by wreaths innumerable, and the in- 
signin of his rank—the Duke’s coronet, his Field-Marshal's 
baton, the Orders of the Bath and the Garter, with many 
others. The Abbey filled rapidly with Princes and diplome- 
tists, representatives of Foreign Sovereigns, military officers 
of every rank, Ministers, and many personal friends, while 
Grenadiers lined the nave. Members of the Royal House 
took thelr acats in the choir, and then came the King and 
Queen with Princess Victoria, escorted by the Dean and 
Chapter and the Chaplain-General. The Queen and 
Princess eat in the choir, while the King took up his position 
ns chief mourner at the head of the coffin. Immediately 
lehind His Majesty were the Prince of Wales and 
Duke of Connaught, the Hereditary Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg-Sirelite, nephew of the late Duke, and 
Prince Albrecht, ee of Brunswick, represgnting the 
German Emperor. Further back were Prince ® Christian 
and his son, Prince Albert, Prince Arthur of Connaught 
and Prince Charles of Denmark, and the third row of 
mourmera consisted of the Duke of Teck, with Princes 
Francis apd,Alexander and Prince Louls of Battenberg, 
while twiof the dead Duke's sons, Admiral anc 
Golonel FiteGconge, stood just behind the Dukes of Fife 
and Argyll. The first part of the Burial Service waa 
performed, the Archtdshop of Canterbury and Dean of 
Weatminster officiating, and the Abbey choir sang two 
anthema, Gona’s “I Heard a Voice from Heaven,” and Wes- 
ley’s ' He will Swallow up Death jn Victary.” Finally came 
“Onward, Christian Soldiers,” to Sullivan's inapiriting tune 
—-#0 suitable at a mititary funeral—and the solemn ceremony 
of Norroy King of Arms proclaiming the style and titles of 
the deceased Prince. Then, to the strains of the Dead March 
im Saul, the soldier bearers — non-commissioned officers 
of the Grenadiers—took up the coffin and bore it down

charger, the King and Royal Family in carriages with their cavalry 
escort, then the other mourneré, and more try & bringing up the 
rear. The procession passed slowly to the Horse Guards, amid the 
firing of minute guns from St, James's Park, the Guards’ bands 
playing Chopin's Funeral March.

Dunino the first half of the nineteenth century the 
condition of London was in many respects deplorable, but 
of all the evils from which it suffered the most manifest was 
the extremely defective eewerage. The system in operation 
in 18§4 consisted of main sewers which followed gencrally 
the valley lines, epproximately at right angles to the river, 
and discharged into the Thames, but at about mean tide 
level the rising tide closed (he outlets and dammed hack 
the sewage, which accumulated in the main portions of 
the sewers and remained stagnant for several hours daily. 
In 1856 the Metropolitan Board of Works instructed the 
late Sir Joseph Baralgette, their engincer, to prepare plans 
completely revising the main drainage. The system 
adopted was that of building large intercepting sewers 
on each aide of the river, running, roughly, parallel to 
the river, into which all the sewage from those sewers 
which originally ran into the river was take, and 
carried by these main intercepting sewers to Barking, 
on the north side, and Cransness, on the south side. On 
the north side there are three intercepting acwers—the high, 
middle, and tow level ; the scwage from the two former runs 
to Barking by gravitation, while that in the Inxt-named has 
to be pumped at two places—the Western Pumping Station 
and the Abbey Mills Pumping Station.

The 
fat is extracted, and, mixed with wax or tallow, made into a 
candle, armed with which the brigand commences his search, in 
the belief that the light of his taper will be extinguished when 
he approaches the spot where the treasure is 
secreted, This superstition accounts for the fingers 
of captives having been cut off even when they 
fre not required to stimulate their zeal in procuring 
the ransom.”

Co, ) is not that ideal story, Starting in Bayswater, it 
lands its hero on a desert island of a decidedly con- 
ventional type, and locates him at Ramagate for 
ita remaining third portion. Its interest centres 
round a woman who, loving him well enough to 
marry him, refuses, for nu reason consistent with 
sanity, to see him or speak to him after the 
ceremony, and sends him off to sca iu the 
belief that he has suddenly inspired her soul with 
loathing, The point is his retum afier eight 
years, terribly changed by his sufferings, und 
his wooing her anew in the character of another man.

‘The spending in the Mediterranean cannot but be 
Kalsere  fallawe | with sympathetic interest all over 
Your Europe and especially in this country, It is 


satisfactory to know that the alarming ramours 
with which the announce nent of his Maiesly's journey was at 
first associated have no foundatiun, and that, as a matter of 
fact, his general health leaves little, if anything, to be desired. 
“ Repose after assiduous work” is the explanation he himself 
gave of his voyage the other da. at Naples, and nu one who 
knows how htborious a life he Jeads will think the explanation 
inadeyuste, Change of environment, perhaps, would be a 
more fitting term than repose, for it re yuires no peep behind 
the scenes to know that even in the Mediterranean the 
Emperor continues to discharge the duties of bis exalted office 
us fully as if he were still at Potsdam. The Mediterranean, 
which so ofea in history has been the theatre of disastrous 
wars, has of late years became a sort of favourite haunt 
for Monarchs and other Chiefs of State anxious to testify 
their belief ia the brotherhood of nitions and their zeal 
for the ye eral peace. Qur own King's recent tour was a 
striking illustration of this interesting change, for it) was 
very much by the same itinerary as that so far followed by his 
Imperial n phew except that he ultimately reached Paris, and 
operated that wonderful change in the relations of Great 
Britain and France upon which the two nations are now 
so heartily congratulating themselves and each ather. It 
iy, we fear, too much to hope that a similar coup de main 
may be carried out by the Kaiser. ‘The time will no doubt 
come when it will be possible, and we trust that it may fall 
to the lot of the Emperor to achieve it. Elis great personal 
charm would be in its element in such an enterprise, and we 
do not doubt that he would count its accomplishment as the 
proudest achievement of his life, Hat if one cannot always 
concHiate one’s enemies, one may make a substantial 
contribution to that end by steengthening the tics which bind 
one to mutual friends. At Gibraltar and at Naples the 
German Emperor has testified to the strong bonds which 
unite his country with two of the friends of his national enemy, 
and to this extent has shown that the feud which was initiated 
thirty-four years ago has ceased to possess any very grave 
ineaning, Some inischievous people, who are for ever haunted 
by the German Bogey, have affected to see in the Emperor's 
tour of the Mediterranean at this moment a menace to the 
understanding in regard to Morocco which Lord Lansdowne 
and M. Deleasaé have lately been discussing. ‘he suggestion 
does nat convey a very bigh compliment to his Mayesty’s

Labour Question there has been a lull in political 

The Baster warfare. Both sides are resting on their anns, 
Trace and petting breath for a renewed strug gle after 
Easter. ‘The first matter that will then come 

up for serious discussion is the Budget. It is 

certain that the accounts for the fivancial year ending 
ow March 31, will close with a heavy deticit, and it may 
safely be assumed that the estimates uf Revenue for the 
coming year will reveal another deficit. Some additional 
taxation is therefore inevitable. The only other alternative 
iy the reduction of the Sinking Fund. This solution may, 
however, be dismissed. As Mr. Austen Chamberlain 
has already poimted out to the House of Communs, a 
financial reserve is not less important to the nation than 2 
mihtiry or caval reserve, and on this ground alone he will 
Lave the hearty support of all patriotic Knglishinen in 
treating Uhe Sinking Fund as sacred. At the same time, 
when il comes te a question of taxation everybody begins to 
say, Therefore, whatever proposals for new taxation 
Mr, Austen Chamberlain may make, they are certain to be 
unpopular, It is at this point that the Opposition will 


find a fresh opportunity of harrying the Government, 
and in their present mood they will probably make 
fuil use of their good luck. Seme political prophets 


even yo so far asto say that the Government may be defeated 
in the course of the Budget debates. This is undoubtedly pos- 
sible, but ii must be remembered that very similar prophecies 
Nave been freely made on previous occasions, and have been 
falsified by the events. A more serious risk appears to await 
the Government in connection with the Licensing Question. 
Last Session Mr. Balfour, somewhat prematurely, pledged his 
Government to introduce a Bill to protect licensed victuallers 
from the danger of having a renewal of their licences 


arbitrarily refused by the magistrates. Obviously auch a Bill 
must interfere very scriously with the discretion which the 
magistrates now possess, and a large number of supporters 
of the Government, who are themselves magistrates, strongly 
object to any limitation of their powers in the interests of 
the publicans. How the Government will reconcile these 
Opposing claims is one of the puzzles of the next few weeks, 
Meanwhile the Opposition are carrying on an active campaign 
in the constituencies, and have convinced themselves that a 
triumphant victory awaits them whenever they can force the 
Government to dissolve Parliament.

occupations. At present, that is nothing more than a theory, 
but the medical practitioner responsible for its publication 
speaks with some authority, having devoted long attention to 
the question of physical education, Should his conjecture prove 
correct, the skipping-rope will be certain to come with great 
vogue among the people who fancy their cardiac machinery is 
not what it ought to be. But they would do well, at the same 
time, to place restriction on their daily consumption of 
tobacco.

old-fashioned spring, Simultaneously, market prices for 
meat and breadstutfs hardened, pardy through gambling 
operations for the rise at Chicago and elsewhere, but mainly 
in consequence of the additional supplies required by the 
Russian and Japanese forces. lt would be, of course, 
absurdly premature to venture on any prediction, from these 
improved conditions, as to how the home farmer will come 
out of his brave battle with frequently unpropitious circum- 
stances, such as those of last year. Lut it may be asserted, 
at all events, that the slight backwardness of the spring can 
easily be made up for later on by a hot summer, while to the

others, The monks, with the Grand Lama at 
their head, wish to hermetically seal every entrance for those 
Western ideas which might and probably would ultimately 
destroy their authority. Entirely different is the Chinese 
motive for opposing the development of trade with British 
India. At present, all the tea imported in Tibet, with 
the exception of the small quantity smuggled from Dar- 
jeeling, comes from Western China, and the large profits 





so earned by the monopolists who carry on the businces 
would be sharply cut into were Indian suppties allowed free 
entrance. But as these are both of better quality and much 
cheaper than the atuff imported from Ssechuan, the popular 
interest naturally lies in throwing the trade open. There is 
another reason for that desire; Tibet is cesentially a 
sheep-and-goat country, and being so, it necessarily pro- 
duces a great deal more wool than its sparse population 
requires, A considerable surplus remains, therefore, to be 
disposed of annually, and as much better prices are obtainable 
in India chan in China, the Tibetan farmers and shepherds

The eck in Parliament 


By HENRY W. LUCY 


OF all members of the Honse of Commons the Easter holidays 
come to none more gratefully than to the Prime Minister. ‘In an 
ordinary Session his lot is a hard one. Mr, Balfour does not deem 
it necessary to be in his place on the Treasury Hench throughout a 
sitting. But he is there when Questions commence, is on the spot 
when the House adjourns, and, meanwhile, is within call in his 
private room, hard at work in other channela of his multifarioux 
labours, This is not an ordinary Seasion, and the Premier's 
health is far from satisfactory. Had he followed the advice of 
his doctors and the instincts of self-preservation, instead of 
returning to the labouring oar es soon as he was able to leave 
hik room, he should have gone off and made holiday under summer 
shies, 

He came back, not to the ordinary House of Commons work, 
with a docile majority of a hundred and thirty at his back; he 
returned lo find sections of his party in a atate of revolt, and things 
fenerally at sixes and sevens. Fur one recove from a severe 
attack of influenza, thote are pretty hard lines. Mr. Balfour has 
toed them with courageous patience, 11 in not generally known in 
the House, but the fact is familiar to personal friends, that behind 
n smiling countenance he hides the pangs of neuralgia, This attack 
ix significant proof of a lowered constitution, and a demand for rest 
and quiet. These it is to be huped he will find in a couple of 
country visita he has arranged, and that he will come back refreshed 
and strengthened. 

The announcemént of a fortnight’s holiday at Easter came upon 
the House as an agreeable surprise. Ten days ix the more accus- 
tomed guerdon. Extension of the time waa the leas expected since 
the legislative work of the Government is in an exceptionally hack- 
ward state. ’ 

Of the more important measures mentioned in the King's Speech, 
only one, dealing with Scotch education, haw been introduced. 
The Licensing Hill upon which the gare of the Opposilion is hape- 
fully fixed as promising fresh embarrassment to Miuisters, stands for 
some indefinite time after Easter." The House, nervously watchful 
for signs, observed with curiosity that last week the usual arrange- 
ment of legislation was reversed. The custom is for Ministers, heads 
of various Departments, to intreduce their Billa inmediate'y after 
the Address is disposed uf, and get them printed, leaving a suitable 
interval for members to sludy their provisions, Towards the end 
of the Session lesser lights of legislation affecting Departments, 
are permitted to twinkle in the firmament. This Cession, 
while big measures remain in an inchoate state sinall Lites are 
hurried on. 

As was sald in debate this looked more like the end of the Sexsion 
than its opening. Did it mean, Ministers were asked, that diwo- 
lution was near at hand? No answer was forthcoming. But 
something of a scare was created, The question of the date of 
dimolution is, in fact, the main topic of conve sation, the first 
thought of members on both aides. Will it take place before the 
Budget is brought in, or after? Or will Ministers suceeed ir 
carrying on to the end uf the Sesaion ? 

Nobody knows, perhaps not even the Prime Minister, As far 
as his desire and intentions have been indicated, he will use every 
endeavour to complete the work of the Session. But this is a crse 
in which circumstances are frequently more potent than men, 
Since the Sevaion opened, the Whips have been at pains to make 
it known to whomsoever it may concern—and they have chiefly 
had their cyes on the Opposition—that the Ministry will not go 
out on a snap vote taken on a side isane. This declaration was 
verified when, a fortnight ego, the Government belng defeated 
by eleven on a vote in mittee of Supply, Mr. Balfour insisted 
on going on as if nothing had happened. That, thoagh unusual, 
in well en once in a way, Obviously, it is not a fine of 
conduct that can be indefinitely repeated. 

Meanwhile the Ministerial does not grow roser, Cur 
ofa majority which nominally exceeds a hundred, they were able 
only by tireless efforts on the of the Whips to muster a 
majority of fifty-seven in repulse of a vote of censure.

Thx fact that two small submarines of the /yax type have 
been sent to the Far East on a French battleship is sufficient 
indication that, shouhi France be «rawn into war, she will 
make ic of her under-water flotilla. Japan has no 
submarine boata, but Russia has one, at least, of a 
new type--the Petr Kochka—completed, which 
could be sent out in sections to the Pacific, Pos. 
sibly ashe also possesses some of the Goutet type. 

The illustrations on this page represent the 70 
dector, an entirely novel type of American submarine, 
which differs very greatly from the boats belonging 
to the British, French or American Governments, 
She has been built as a private speculation by Mr. 
Simon Lake, of Baltimore, who hopes ty induce the 
various Admiralties togive itatrial, The Protector 
is 65ft. long by rift, beam and displaces 115 (ons, 
On the surface she is driven by a 2soh.p. petrol 
wolor, actuating twin screws, and issubmerged by 
an clectric motor of 75 hp, She ix fitted with 
three torpedo tubes, has a speed of about 14 knots 
on the surface and 8-9 knots below, and has a 
diver's ecmpartment by which divers can leave and 
enter tLe vessel while submerged. 

Mr, Lake has built two submarines fitted 
with wheels whereby they roll along the ocean 
floor. The first im intended for peaceful opera- 
tions, and is named the Argenast; the second, 4 
which is armed with torpedoes, is the J/ro- 
tector, Mr. Lake believes that under-water vessels 
have a very useful future before them, both from a 
peaceful and from a warlike point of view, and 
already his submarine wrecking boat Argunau? has 
performed valuable service in wreck-raising, recovering coal from 
sunken barges, and in similar operations, 

Mr, Lake commenced the study of submarine navigation nearly 
twenty years age, and he claims that he has travelled greater 
distances under weter than any other builder on either side 
of the Atlantic. The first practical and successful boat built 
by Mr. Lake was the Argonaut, and she has prov ed the 
practicability of this type of ves- 
se] for commercia) purposes. She 
can remain for days under the 
surface ; she can steer as correct 
courses as on the surface; she 
affords the crew the aame comfort 
naa when on the surface, with 
ample sleeping and cocking facili- 
ties, and she has means of enabling 
divers to enter and leave the hull 
through an open door through 
which no water can poasibly enter. 
The Argonaut is now in the posses- 
sion of the Lake Submarine Com- 
pany of New York, She is 66ft. 
long and oft, beam and of 
ahout 120 tons displacement, and 
has travelled thousands of miles 
under her own power along the 
coast and in the Chesapeake and 
Delaware Bays and Long Island 
Saun.l. She has been in use over 
three years, and during all het 
cruises has never heen compelled 
to take a tugbont owing to any 
breakdown of her machinery. At 
the present Uime she Is engaged 
with the Sound and Const Wreck- 
ing Company in their wrecking 
operations in Long Island Sound. 
The main feature that distin- 
guishes the ‘Lake "type of sub- 
marine is the power of travelling on 
the floor of the ocean, For this 
purpose they are fiited with wheels, 
and when on the bottom they run 
along the sea-bed, just as a car- 
riage rolls along a highroad. Mr, 
Lake declares, in a recent pamph- 
tet, that travelling on the holtom 
is the most simplt, safe and reli- 
able method known of under 
water navigation, and his boats

ToraccaNING on toboggans did not arise oul of tobogganing on 
tea trays, dnt mice versd. At the same tine, toboppaning on 
tologgans, as an organised sport, hedped round by rules and com- 
petitively conducted, is of quite recent origin, having resulted from 
the application of English industry and enterprise 
to Swiss resources. ‘The Swix» from of old hava 
pomesed a somewhat clumsy toboggan, styled in 
some districts luge? and in others‘ rchlitiic”

The Hate Sir Edwin Arnold 


Six EDWIN ARNOLD was born on June to, 1832, and was the 
second son of Mr. Robert Coles Arnold, J.P. Educated at 
Rochester, and at King’s College, Iondon, he went on to Oxford 
as a scholar of University College, and won the Newdigate in 1852 
for the poe ** Belshazrar’s Feast.” Fora short time he was a 
master at King Edward’s School, Birmingham, but left there to 
take up the appaintment of principal of the Government Sanskrit 
School alt Poona, and it was here that he laid the foundations of 
that knowledge of Hindu and Sanskrit literature which he 
used to such purpose, He remained in India for five or six 
years, leaving there to came home on leave in 1461, when 
he joined the staff of the Dasly Telegraph. Hia connection with 
joucnatisin lasted forty years, and he was by turns leader writer and 
travelling correspondent in India and in Japan. On the occasion 
of the proclamation of Queen Victoria as Empreas of India in 1877 
he wan made a Companion of the Star of Indian, and he became Sir 
Kadwin in 1888. He was a Fellow of the Royal Asiatic and Roya) 
Geographical Societies, and hia greatest work, “The Light of 
Asia,” published iu 1879, and passing through slaty editions in 
Great Britain and cighty in America, brought to him the Order of 
the White Elephant from the King of Siam. During his sojourn 
in Japan the Mikado conferred on him the Order of the Rising 
San, which carricd with it the dignity of **Chokunin” of the 
Japanese Empire. Besides ‘The Light of Asia,” Sie Edwin 
Arnold was the author of a great number of volumex of verses 
and translations, and frequently contributed to these pages. Our

Ling their subjects, the King and Queen gencrally toke a brief 
‘ holiday at Easter, so this year they are in Denmark. Just before 
their departure King Edward had been north for three days, staying 
at Knowsley with Lord and Lady Derby for the Grand National. 
It was quite a private visit, but nevertheless Elis Majesty had a 
moat hearty reception at Hayton, the nearest station to Knowsley, 
crowds gathering to sce the Royal guest come through in his cac- 
tlage and four with outriders, Still more enthusiastic was the 
greeting to the King on the racecourse, where an elaborate Royal 
Vox had been erected in the middle of the Grand Stand. His 
horse, Ambush IL, was a general favourite for the Grand 
National, and there was much regret when it fell at 
a fence carly in the sce, and was quite out of the running. 
King Fdward witnessed the racing at Aintree on Saturday, 
and was back in town by the evening to join the Queen at 
Buckingham Falace, During his absence Queen Alexandra and 
Princess Victoria had paid a visit to the Alexandra Trust Dinini, 
Rooms, City Road, in which Her Majesty takes so much interest, 
To test the experiment of supplying cheap meals to the working 
classes, the Queen took her lunch there with her daughter and 
sulte on exactly the same fare ax an ordinary customer. Her 
Majesty herself went to the counter and paid for cight 4j¢. dinners 
—the menu being ox-tail soup, roast lamb, pudding, and coffee. 
Princess Louise and the Landgrave of Heaw came to see the Queen 
one afternoon, and the Vrince and Princess of Wales dined with 
her, while Prince and Princess Charles of Denmark, with their baby 
boy, Ieft the Palace for Copenhagen, travelling rcoynifo by the 
ordinary Continental Service tz Dover and Calais. On Sunday 
morning the King and Queen, with Princess Victoria, attended 
Service in the Private Chapel, and next day the King held a 
Council to conclude necessary arrangements for hix absence. Ju 
the afternoon their Majesties, with Princess Victoria, went down to 
Port Victoria to join the Victoria and Albert, the Royal yacht then 
going out of port to the Nore, where she anchored for the night, 
Early on Tuesday morning the Victoria and otlbert started actoss 
the North Sea to Flushing, escorted by the cruisers fade and Ju, 
From Flushing the Royal travellers would take the overland journey 
to Copenhagen, arriving on Wednesday afternoon to be greeted by 
the King and Royal family. They remain fur the cetebration of 
King Christian’s eighty-sixth birthday next Friday, after which 
King Edward will return home, whilt the Queen and Princess 
Victoria may atny a few days longer. Her Majesty will soon follow 
the King, however, becatse the Courts postponed in consequence 
of the Duke of Cambridge's death will most likely he held lefore 
their Majesticn leave for Ireland on the 24th prox. Probably one 
Court will be on April 1g. AN the arrangements for the fvish 
visit will not be finally compicted till the King returns trom 
Denmark, but it is certain that their Majesties will not only visit 
Waterford and possibly Limerick, but will stay with the Duke and 
Duchess of Devonshire at Lixmore Castle, and the Mnrquis and 
Marchioness of Ormonde at Kilkenny Castle,

their children at York Cottage, Sandringham, As ustat they will 
be present at the Eaxt Winch Steeptechases, fixer this year for 
April 11. A week later they start for Vienna, where their visit 
will be very gay, Emperor Francis Joxeph being bent on showing 
them every honour. They are also going to the Wiirtemberg 
Court for the Prince to take King William the Order of the Garter, 
which King Edward would have lestowed upon him personally 
had not illness pyevented his coming to Engtad for the late Royal 
Wodding. 


Speaking of the Royal wedding. Prince and Princess Alexander 
of Teck have been xaying with the Duchess of Allany at Chiremont 
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since their return from their honcymwon, The Puchosn has 
how gone to Bonn to stay with her son, the Duke of Saxe Coburg, 
who hax been laid up with rheumatism, 60 Prince snd Princess 
Mexander go to Aldershot, where the Prince is ay pointed tu the 
staff of the First Army Corps.

Osborne House 


OsnoRNF, House, which at will be remenibered was presented 
by the Ring to the nation fo serve as a Convalescent Home for 
officers of both services, is ta be opened on April ©; and in con- 
nection with it a hospital is te be opened on the same date in 
London for the reception of olticers requiring medieal or surgical 
treatment hefore their removal to Osborne. For the latter institu: 
tion, which ix to be called King Edward VIL?s Hospital for 
Officers, Osborne Housc, and ix in Grosvenor Gardens, the King 
Nas appointed a medical and surgical staff. With regard to the 
Convalescent Home, the whole of the building has been given up to 
the purposes of the Home, with the exception of some of the rooms 
most closely connected with (Queen Victoria, which remain as in 
her time, and are to be kept intact—the beautiful Durbar-rooim, 
the drawing-room and the dining-room where the Queen's remains 
rested witil the funeral. The ground plan of the building is that of 
the letter F, half the E projecting towards the back, The middle 
block, of which the porch is the centre, is called the Pavilion. 
This was the original Osborne House, and contains the Jate Queen’s 
private apartments, No one is admitted to them except the Indy 
who has charge of them and the servants who keep them in order. 
On the ground floor of this part of the house there is reserved an 
audience and council chamber for the King. The main entrance is 
not to be used, except by the King, On the left is the Durbar 
wing, on the first floor of which the nurses have their quarters. 
The ground floor uf this wing is to be upened to the public on 
certain days. The three-sided block on the right is the south 
wing, the whole of which is devoted to the use of the patients. 
‘The accommudation, which is divided equally between the two 
services, will provide for thirty-eight single officers and for five 
married officers, who may be accompanied by their wives. 
The patients’ rooms are fine, lofty rooms, with wide windows 
opening on the prospect of the wooded park, The walls of the 
ground Ayur rooms are blue, thuse of the first floor pink, and those

of the second floor green, The paint in cach case is white. All 
are furnished alike. The furniture was designed especially for 
hospital use hy Mr. Honiley, of the Office of Works, and Miss 
McCall, who turmed under Sir Frederick Treves during the war. 
The bedroom furniture includes an iron bed on rubber wheels, a 
bedside table, a wardrobe made in three pieces and resting on cantons, 
a wash-stand, dressing-table, writing-table and chair, dinen receptacle 
and a couch. The woodwork is of basswood] enamelled white. It 
is worth noting, too, that the furniture is without angles or corners 
everything is rounded. All the rooms ore fitted with electric 
light and heated by hot water, but there are open fireplaces 
as well. At the head of the bed in each isa telephone. Here, 
too, are the electric light switches, and an emergency bell, On the 
ground floor area large dining-room, and a large recreation-room 
which was formerly used a8 a chapel, In this room is a good 
library. A drawing-rvom for officers’ wives ia to be found an the 
fust door. The grounds are beautiful, and though part of them have 
been taken for the Royal Naval College, there is plenty of space 
for the convalescents to enjoy fresh air and exercise. Miss Haines

All the papers complain of hard 
times, and no one seem to be able to make any money by 
the owning of a jourral. The latest sign of this is the pro- 
posal either to amalgamate the Figaro and the Gasleis or to 
reduce the price of the former to ten centlmes.’ Amalgama- 
tion is a mere fagon de parler, Everyone knows that when 
{wo journals ‘¢amalgamate" one of them ents up the other. 
The proposal is a proof that there is not in Paris a public for two 
Conservative, anti-Republican journal Ten years ago, ander the 
editorship of M. Magniard, the Figure successfully accomplished

Republican hounds, The journal was amusingly critical of the short- 
comings of the present regime, but without carrying the strictures to 
the point of offending the Republicans, Thanks, however, to the 
famous affaire political life In France became so embitttered that 
journals, like people, were obliged to fairly and squarely take 
sides. The Figaro did its best to straddle the fence, with the usual 
results of such a policy. It alienated its friends and did not 
conciliate its cnemics, But there is another factor in this problem. 

Many think that the paper at three-halfpence is over. The 
advent of the halfpenny paper has done an enormous amount of 
harm 1 the older properties on the Paris Press, For many years 
the only halfpenny papers were the Petit Journal and the 

strictly party papers, which depended for their sale on the leading 
erticle written by some journalistic cclebrity, such as M, Henri 
Rochefort, M. Edovard Drumont, or M. Paul de Casaognac. 

The advent of the Jowrsa/, founded about filteen ycars ago, 
changed all this, lis founder, M, Fernand Xan, gave hix readers 
all that they could find in the heat fifteen centimes paper. At first 
it was only « four-page paper, and, in order to successfully oppose 
it, one of its rivals came out asa six-page paper, But the Jowrnal 
followed suit, and recently went one better by transforming itself 
into an eight-page paper, and is still the only journal of this sire 
in Pari, All this struggle for supremacy has had the result of dis- 
organising the Pariy Press. One by one the fifteen centinies papers 
have either reduced their price to one sow or have censed to exist. 
But it is difficult to make:money in Paris with a journal at five 
centimes, as the advertising clientele in slmoat entirely wanting. 

The result has been that many of the halfperny papers are barely 

able to make both ends mect, while the three-somf papers are 
losing ground deily. The Afonarchist and Conservative class, 

which was formerly the prop and mainstay of the Figury, is not 
numerous enough to support more than one journal, and ss there’ 
are three—the Figero, the Gawlois, and the Gii Blas—competing 
for its favour, two out of the three must go to the wall. It remains 
to be seen what will be the result of this struggle for existence and 
survival of the fittest. ‘

THE amount that can be accomplished by private individuals in 
the matter of philanthropy of business has becn shown in a 
very remarkable manner recently. Lady Lonconderry’s letter to 
a contemporary newspaper, states that the last Exhibition and sale 
of Irish Industries brought in £100,000, and has ‘* thus completed 
the amount of £200,000 sent into Treland chiefly tu poor cotlagers 
in exchange for theit work. This has been accomplished in sixteen 
years without capital, and without any element of charity.” Such a 
reault of enterprise deserves to be recorded as a fine example of the 
modern idea of philanthropy—viz., to teach people to help them- 
selves instead of doling out useless gifts of moncy, which never 
really benefited the persona who received them, Half the distress 
in Treland arose from the want of capital, the want of work, and the 
want of initiative, which, by these ladies’ exertions, has been sup- 
plied. There is no reason why, in the future, when the industries 
and collage workers are once more flourishing, the epithet of dis- 
tressfal should not cease te be in the least more applicable to 
Treland than to Scotland. 


The death of Mr. Gordon, the founder of the Gordon Hotels, 
brings wx Co the fret that Uhirty years ago there was scarcely a decent 
hotel in Londof or vls2where.

HY “MARMAPUKE” 


Is it to be dissolution or defeat? That is the question which 
to-day is being reked a thousand and oue times, It is obvious 
that many of the supporters uf the Government are convinced 
that the end of the reign of their Party is rapidly approaching, 
for they are overwhelming Ministers with applications for titles, 
promation, or place. ‘ We are like a firm whose credit is shaken ; 
like a bank upon which there is a run; or like a debtor whom 
creditors suspect,” said a tired Minister last week. ‘* All accounts 
fre expected to be paid at unce, and no new transaction ix begun 
cacept upon ready-money terms! Little respect is shown te us, 
and no confidence is reposed in us. I never saw such a transfor. 
mation!" Tax the end come, however?’ The Government should 
have still a substantial majority in the House, and it would not 
he a popular move to disselye at this moment, for a General 
Election just hefere, or during, the London season would seriously 
injure trade throughout the country. Hesides, more has to be said 
on the Anti-Free-Trade question before it would be advisable to

“Were the Radicaln to be returned to power, who would be 
Premicr?” is another questiun which is agitating the curious.

to the Crown, Hyde Park, St, James's Park, and the Green Park 
alone have no refreshment kiosk, and the late Duke would have 
none in any of (hexe notwithstanding that in his youth refreshments 
could be had in MWyde ark, There are frequently ten thousand 
visitors to Hyde Park op a Sunday afterncon—the number is 
calculated merely by the number of tickets for chairs sold—and

There is another improvement which should be added with the 
least delay. There khould be a public telephone call-uffice at every

some quicker method than sending a messenger. It is to be haped 
that the Post Office authorities, or those of the National Telephone 
Company, will at once apply for permission to set up instruments in 
the park for the use of the public.

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. FOUR BOOKS ON FAING * 

The volume devoted to British Fresh-water Fishes of the 
"Woburn Library of Natural History’ has been enirusied to Sir 
Herbert Maxwell, and the name of the author is sufficient guarantee 
for the success of the book. After a short introduction, and a 
couple of chapters devoted to the general character, structure, and 
organs of fisher, the author proceeds to deal with individual species, 
and he doex ao in auch a wny that the work is not the mere dry 
bones of natural history, hut exsentiafly a book written by a fisher- 
man for fishermen; that is to say, he newer loses sight of the fact 
that for the majority of men fish are interesting, in so far as their 
capture isa branch of sport. Sir Herbert Maxwell has long been 
known as a minute and reliable observer, and he is careful to dis- 
tinguish between the information and anecdotes which are the result 
of his own personal experience and those which are not. As 
regards the latter class, he may well exclaim with Dame Rernerts, 
“T haue but lytyll knowledge of it, and we were loth to wryte more 
than I knewe and haue provyd.” Tender-hearted people will be 
glad to hear that Sir Herbert gives it as his deliberate opinian 
‘that the suffering caused hy cnptrre with hook and line 1s not one 
whit more severe than that effected with the net.” The book is 
illustrated with twelve beautiful plates in colours, but an unfortunate 


and unneceamry desire for symmetry Ins led to certiin of the 
smaller fish being magnified beyond natural site.

evidently a careful and thoughtful observer, and though his theories 
use occasionally at variance with high authorities, they are not 
advanced with undue egotism, and are always supported by the 
teasons which have led to their formation. The book {s eminently 
philosophic ; indeed, once the author has mounted his hobby, he is 
oflen off into the misty regions of metaphysical speculation before 
he can draw rein; stiff he does not run the risk of becoming 
tedious ; and, after all, the practical outcome is that on some days 
trout will take the fly and on others they will not look at it, be it 
cast them never so wisely. The book concludes with a spirited 
account ofa titanic fight between the author and « thirty-pound 
salmon, which he hooked on a five-ounce trout-rod.

THE fighting at Guru between the British Mis- 
under General Macdonald and Colonel 
fhe Tibetan Younghusband and a strong force of Tibetans, 
Mieston = concentrated for the purpose of obstructing the 
Hritish advance, is, of course, very regrettable, 

and in the present circumstances of Asiatic 

politics, not a little dis yuieting. [t has, however, had the effect 
of making quite clear the sttitule of the Dalai Lama 
towards G eat Britain, and fron that point of view it may help 
materially in the early and satisfactory solution of what is 
certainly a difficult and delicate problem. Now that we 
know that Tibet has deliberately ranged herself on the side 
of our enemies, the policy which dictated the Mission no 
longer admits of question, Even without the provocations 
we had suffere Lat the hands of the Lamas for fifteen years, 
that fact would alone suffice to justify energetic measures, 
The policy of the Indian Government in regard to the 
tribes and states estaulished o1 the land frontiers 1s very 
simple, and it was restated only a few days age by Lord 
Curzon in a romarkable speech delivered at Calcutta. 
These states we Jook upen as a sort of glacis, sloping away 
from our nitural boundaries to the greater states beyond, 
We have no desire to occupy them ur even interfere with the 
domestic concerns of the races by which they are peopled, 
Hut therm to Lecume cither actual or 
potential enemies of our Indian Empire, since in that 


sion 


We cannot permit 


case they would impose upon us great anxieties and 
enormous military sacrifices, AH we ask of them, 
then, is, that they shall be our friends without 
necessarily being the enemies of anybody else. If they 


cease to be our friends, the: we are compelled to control 
thein in sume way; if they choose to make themselves the 
caispaw of our enemies, then we must take measures to 
bring them back to their allegiance. While the absolute 
equity of this policy may, perhaps, be questioned in’ such 
a slate as, for example, Afghanistan, which is contizuous 
in the north with Russia precisely in the same way as 
she touches our frontiers in) the south, it cannot be 
open to doubt where a state like ‘Tibet is concerned, 
seeing that she is our neighbour without being the neigh: 
bour of any other great state cxcept China, Nevertheless, 
by our easygoing tolerance we have allowed Tibet 
to fall into the hands of Muscovite intrigucrs, with the 
result that for years past we have had nothing but trouble 
with her, It is imposzible not to associate the Tibetan 
breaches of faith and the repeated violations of our frontier 
by the wild soldiery of the Lamas, with the strong dip- 
tomatic position established for themselves by the Russians 
in Kashyaria and with the Badmayeff Mission to Lhassa and 
the return Missioniof the so-called “Tsinite Khomba” to 
St. Petersburg. Under any circumstances it was essential 
that a stop should be put to a state of things which was 
rapidly developing frons a weariness into a positive danger. 
We now know exactly how the Dalai Lama regards Great 
Britain and Russia respectively. While he receives a Russian 
Mission with every hunout he welcomes a purely pacific 
envoy from the King-Emperor of India with sabre culs and 
rifle volleys. At the very least we should insist on equality of 
opportunity. As a matter of fact we must ask more, and exact 
such an atonement for the onslaught made upon our repre- 
sentatives as will place beyend doubt the relations of our 
lndian Government with the Dalai Lama. Our position is 
such a reasonable one that we cannot imagine it leading to 
any strained relations with the Russian Government. At any 
rate such is not our purpose, and if the Russian Govermment 
want to see a speedy end to the Tibetan crisis they will use 
such influences as they can wicld to bring about a speedy 
submission of the Lhassa authorities to our very mild and 
equitable demands, 





THE growth of the Public-House ‘Trust system 

initiated by Earl Grey is one of the most. satis- 

Pabiic-Heas! factory of recent social developments, The idea 
Trusts = of the Trust is not to destroy the facilities for 
obthining drink, ay the extreme Teinperance 

Party would do, but lo encourage peopie only to 

drink in moderation, With this object in view, the public- 
houses under the control of the Trust are treated as places 
for general refreshment instead of places for the exclusive 
consumption of alcuholic liquor. Tea and coffee and food 
are provided, and customers are not made to feel that they 
are inferior beings if they prefer to abstain from alcohol, 
It is stated in the report of the Trust for the past year 
that even brewers’ draymen will now openly drink a cup 
of tea outside one of the Trust public-houses, and that the 
force of example has been so contagious that other public 
houses in the neighbourhood of Trust houses have taken to 


advertising the fact that they also provide tea and coffee. 
The secret of this striking success lies in the fact that no one 
connected with the Trust has any motive to push the sale 
of intoxicating drinks, The Trust is, in fact, a real trust 
for the public benefit in the good old English sense of 
the word, and it is absolutely different both in concep- 
tion and in working from the so-called American “ Trusts” 
which aim at plundering the public by the creation of 
monopoly. The manager of the public-house receives a 
fixed salary, the shareholdera of the Company receive a 
fixed rate of interest, and all the profits are devoted to the 
creation and maintenance of public improvements, such as 
parks and recreation grounds. Managed on such grounds 
as these a public-house becomes a boon to a neighbour- 
hood instead of a curse, and it is most gratifying to learn 
that nearly every county in England now has its ‘Trust, 
organized and at work. It now rests with the Licensing 
Justices to forward the good work that the Trust has 
undertaken, By freely granting licences to the Trust the 
magistrates will probably do far more to promote the 
Teal course of temperance than by bargaining with the 
brewers for the suppression of public-houses. In some 
form or another public places of refreshment, where a man 
can get a glass of beer if he wishes it, are absolutely 
necessary, for the mags of Englishmen will never consent 
to take the extreme teetotal view and treat all alcoho) as 
poison. That being so, the aim of all sensible reformers 
should be, not to suppress public-houses, but so to control 
them that they may become a credit to the nation instead 
of a disgrace. 





ALTHOUGH the numerical strength of our 

Auxiliary Forces has sadly diminished of late, 

Voluntrs Eastertide bore witness that there is no abate- 

at Kestertide ment of zeal in the principal constituent, the 
Volunteers. All over the kingdom they strove 

to improve their military efficiency, some in one 

way, others by different methods, At one place, these self- 
abnegating citizen soldiers would be seen devoting their 
time to improving their skill with the rifie; in another 
locality, their efforts would be directed to making the 
cycling soldier equal to the mounted infantryman for 
cross-country work; at yet another, the central pur- 
pose would be closer knowledge of outpost work on 
a campaign. And su, a general endeavour to: render the 
Volunteer force more fit to beat back an invading army 
should our first line of defence, thg maritime, ever prove 


unequal to protect such length of vulnerable littoral, There . 


is no diminution, it is clear, of the patriotic fervour which 
originally brought the Volunteers into being, and which 
culminated in the victorious march of the C.LV. to 
Pretoria, But there are necessarily limits to the amount 
of time civilians can give to military training ; their employers 
also are entitled to a good deal more consideration than they 
usually receive. It rests accordingly with the Army Council 
to reconcile the claims of the individual Volunteer with the 
rights of the state as his paymuster for military services. 








THE gratifying news that the Discovery and the 
two relief vessels had reached New Zealand in 
Antaretic safety could not have come to hand more 
Discovery opportunely than on the eve of Eastertide. 
It represented a fresh victory for humanity, of 
human fortitude and endurance over the most 
powerful forces of Nature, and any triumph of that character 
always comes home to a nation peculiarly priding itself on 
being specially endowed with pluck and hardihood. Even up 
to the last, the enemy fought fiercely to prevent the disclosure 
of the secrets wrenched from the Antarctic by Captain Scott 
and his daring comrades. Gale after gale of terrific violence 
followed in swift succession from the moment when the 
Discovery got clear of the ice-field in which she had been so 
long imbedded, and the little flotilla must have been in a 
sorely battered condition on arrival at Lyttelton. But, 
happily, there was no breakdown in health either during the 
voyage or previously. Officers and men kept up their 
hearts, even when it seemed only too likely that provisions 
would run short before the fresh stores arrived, Instead of 
contemplating that disastrous contingency in blank dismay, 
they went on stcadily with their work of exploration, and 
eventually succeeded in re-mapping the Antarctic up to the 
limits of their advance towards the South Pole. Only some 
500 miles now remain to be explored, and, with the amount 
of fresh knowledge obtained by the Déscovery, Captain 
Scott’s successors will have the advantage of starting from 
a more advanced base, It is quite possible, of course, that 
the South Pole may prove as inaccessible to human 
endeavour as the North Pole, But, in any case, the world 
will be all the richer for this record of heroic devotion to duty, 
and of disciplined fortitude in its performance.

Sovereigns arrive they found the streets gaily bef and 
thronged with crowds, regardlem of rain, thelr Majesties had 
quite a State procession to their ers Ja the Amalignborg 
Palace. King Christian and all the Danish Royal Family had met 
them at the station, together with a deputation from the Hussar 
Regiment, of which King Edward is Colonel. The Danish and 
English Kings drove ‘off together in a gilded coach escorted by 
Hussars, the Queen followed with the Crown Prince and 
Vrincess, Their first day was apent in visiting the various members 
of the Royal Family, King Christin: giving a dinner party 
in the evening, and on Good Friday, ward, with the 
Queen and Princess Charics, attended the morning Service at 
the English Church of St. Alban. In the afternoon the Queen 
went out driviig with her father, whilst the King called at the 
British Legation, and later had tes with Count Trijs, His Majesty 
was occupied with State bualness most of ue, morning, giving 
audiences to the Danish Premier and to Calonet , in command 
of his Hussar Regimeat, but in the afternoan he called on Prince 
and Princess Demidoff, and In the evening entertained the Danish 
Premier at dinner. On Easter Sunday the Queen first accom- 
panied her father ancl family to Service at the Holmen’s Chorch, 
and then went with King Edward to the Enylish Church, King 
Christian gave a dinner party in the evening in honour of the 
English King end Queen. King Edward recelved the Diplomatic 
Hody on Monday, and in the evening, accompanied by the Queen, 
dined with the Crown Prince and Princess. 

During the week other guests have been arriving at Copenhagen 
in readiness for th birthday celebration, the German Ctown Prince 
bringing his father’s congratulations, The lirthday itself fell 
yesterday (Friday), when King Christian entered his eighty-seventh 
year. His Majesty is the oldest reigning Sovereign in Europe but 
one—the Grand Duke of Luxeaburg, who is nine months his 
wenior, All the Royal Family and the various guests would first 
offer the King their congratulations, cnd the day was to wind up 
with « large reception at the King’s Palace and 2 Court concert. 
Most of the guests will leave directly after, but King Edward will 
probably atey on with the Queen till about the 18th inat., thelr 
Majestios returning home in tim: for th: Court on the zand. 
Whilst the King and Queen are abroad Princess Victoria is c:ubing 
round our south-west coasts in the Royal yacht Osdorue, and has 
experienced rather rough weather, Indeed, whilst coming from 
Portland to Dartmouth the vessel was so beaten about that on 
entering Dartmouth Harbour she nearly went aground, The 
Princess spent Sunday at Dartmouth, where she went to church at 
$i, Saviour’s, and visited Captainand Mrs, Cross, of the Aritannea, 
where her two brothers studied as cadets.

The King and Queen remain until] May a or May 3, when 
they go on to Waterford, and from thence embark oa the Royal 
yacht fur home. Killarney was very anxious for a Royal visit, but 
their Majesties were obliged to decline for want of time, promising 
to come on another occasion. So the Killamey people are going 
instead to present the King and Queen with a plece of furniture made 
in the dintrict, 

Though so many quaint old Court customs have been abolished, 
the distribution of the Royal Maundy atill existe like the Royal 
Eplphauy gifts. Accordingly ‘the ceremony was duly carried out at 
Weaminster Abbey last week, when bounty was disuibuted to 
sixty-three old men and sixty-three old women, the number 
corresponding with the King's age.

One is so accustomed to regard the palatial and well-managed 
hotels of London as necesuition, that it fg difficult to imagine how 
our forefathers existed without them. In an old and very rare little 
book by Albert Smith, entitled «‘The English Hotel Nuisance,” I 
find him asking the question why the metropolis is not provided 
with hotels on the model of some of the best Continental establish- 
ment, He says: ‘The absence of an hotel of this kind— 
possibly a docen hotels of this kind—ts one of the great wants of 
London, It cannot for a moment be doubted that were such an 
enterprise conducted with prudence and liberality, the persons 
engaged in it would obtain excellent interest for their investments. 
The eltuation should be central, so that, whether a visitor came to 
London on business or for pleasure, he might equally tind hinself not 
too far removed from his peculiar centre of attraction.” We shall 
find the prediction contained in the foregoing lines more than 
fulfilled, for probably there has been more money made by London 
hotels than anything else In recent Limes, The progress made in 
the metropolis with regard: to hotels, restaurants, and luucheon- 
bars during the last thirty years has been something astounding, 
It has the advantage of being a ready-money business, and in most 
casce the proprietor is paid by his customers before disbursing to 
the purveyor of his goods.

Wien the war broke out, the Russian warships Aorieds and 
Varyay were fying at Chenalpo, On the afternoon of February 9 
the Aor.efs telt Chemulpo for Port Arthur with the mails, bat 
Riecting a Jnpancae fleet con- 
voying Iransports, and having 
three torjxxlucs fired at her, 
she returned to Chemulpo. 
On the following morning the 
senior Russian Commander 
receiver! a letter [rom the 
Japanese Admiral saying that 
unless the two ships left the 
port before twelve o'clock on 
that day the Japancre ships 
would go into the harbour and 
atinck them. ‘The Kussians, 
having no alternative, left the 
harbour shortly before noon, 
well knowing thal they were 
going to certain destruction.

at Colombo, tu be conveyed to Odessa, 

life on board the Nam Sany began at daylreak with the 
scrubbing of the decks, in which the Russians asatvted. The men 
wero provided with two large canvas baths, so those who wished 
could have their ‘morning tub” in sea-water. Breakfast, which 
was at eight, consisted of tea, bread, porridge or hominy, and a 
meat stew. Dinner was served at midday. This meal consiated 
ofa meat stew with vegetables, bread and tea. At §.30 came tea- 
time, when tea, biscuits and bread, were served out, and boiled rice 
and stewed fruit or plum pudding. At eight in the evening the 
RKussions assembled for prayers, The Service lasted ten minutes, 
and cunsisted mainly of chants, in which all the men joined.

The Tibet Expedition 


For many years past the Tibetans have systematically violated 
our frontier and evaded the obligations with regard to trading 
facilities into which they had entered under the Treaty af 1890. 
‘the Indian Government decide: last year to send a Mission to 
Kamin Jong to meet the Chinese and Tibetan representatives, and 
discuss with them on the spot the que Gons relating to the frontier 
and to trade, Colonel Younghuaband was appointed British 
Commissioner, and Mr. Clhinde White, the political resident 
in Sikhim, Joint Commissioner, and these officers reached 
Kamba Jong in July, travelling rid Tangn in Sikhim, The 
Lama's envoys, however, refixed to meet Colonel Younghusband, 
and after months of ineffectual waiting, the Mission returned 
to Sikhim, In November fast a force of sixty British and 2,400 
Gurkhas and Sikhs, with machine guns and half a mountain 
battery, under command of Brigadicr-Generol Macdonald, set out 
from Darjiling, their objective being Gyangtse, where Colunel 
Younghusband hoped to re-open negotiations. Taking the route of4 
Gnatong, the expedition crossed the Jelep Pass at an elevation 
of 14,390 feet, and descended into the Chumbi Valley, which 
they occupied at the end of November, Here some weeks 
were apent in perfecting the transport arrangements, and in 
January the advance wax resumed ta Phari Jong, a town of sone 
importance, with a fort like a meddixval castle, which the force was 
allowed to occupy without resistance, -An attempt to resume nego- 
tiatians failed, and on January 13 the Mission, with the escort, left 
for Tuna. Having settler! Colonel Younghusband and the head- 
qua ters of the Mission safely here, General Macdonald returned to 
Phari to wait for further supplies, At the end of last month the

The Summer Musical Season 


Tue Easter recess has been a coms aratively short one, and the 
stanmer mieical season will start thiv (Saturday) atternoot at 
St. James's Hall with Miss Leonora Jackson's orchestral concert, 
andat Queen's HA with the opening of the series of Festival 
concerts organised by Mr Kruse and conducted by Herr 
Weingariner. Three hindred members of the ehoit af the 
Sheffield Choral Union, trained by Dr. Coward, some of them 
members of the celebrated Shetfield Festival choir, will come 
specially to Lordon to take part in to.day's performance at 
Dr. Elgar's Geren‘ine and Beethoven's Choral Symphony, while 
the choir will return from the final concert of the series un the 
goth inst., when the programme will include Sir Wubert: Currys 
Klest Patr of Sirens and Beethoven's Missa Solemmicin DD. The 
test of the five Festival programmes will be orchestral, mostly of 
well-known works, but alro including an Italian Cay ricein by ITugo 
Wolf, and two Orchesterlieder by Heer Weingartner himself The 
yenultimate concert, on the 19th, will he devoted to Wagner, ancl it 
will close with the fnale to Gutterdiimmeriag, to sing the part ot 
Brtinnhitle, in which the famous Wagneriun prima dunia, Brau 
Teresa Malten, will come specially feam Dresden. A reception 
will be beld in honour of Here Weingnrtner at Prince's Gallerics 
next Tucaday. 

The next serial concerts of importance will be thone given between 
the a3rd inst. and mid-May by the Joachim Quartet, There are nat 
likely to he any novelties, but lovers of chaniber music may Jook 
forward to model performances of Beethoven's last quartets. As the 
present year is the sixtieth anniversary of Joachim’s London débxe aga 
* wonder-youth "—he appeared at Hunn’s concert at Drury Lane in 
March, 1844, and played Beethoven's vialin concerto (for the fourth 
time only in London) at the Philharmorie a few weeks later—hie 
admirers have organised in bix honour an orchestral reception at 
Queen's Hall on the 16th prox., when it is hoped the veteran will 
play a solo. Fither on this, or perhay x on a more private occasion, 
the portrait, which ja being painted of him as a gift from his 
English friends, will be presented by the Prime Minister, 

Dr, Kigar will again be in evidence this mouth, by a perforniance 
under his own haton of The Afostics, sung by the Royal Choral 
Society at the Albert Hall on the 2tst; the ‘Scenes from the 
Sapa of St. Olaf,” written for the North StaHordshire Festival of 
1896, when he was only heginning to be recognised as a coming 
wan, will be performed by the Landan Choral Society at St.

The Kasr-el-Nil Bridge is an iron onc that speos the Nile at Cairo, and forma, in this important 
place, the only menus of communicetian between the two banks of the river. Once every day a 
length of this bridge, that is riuade to ewing on a central wup) ort of stone, is opened and turned at 
right angles to the stationary part. This is done to give passage to such sailing vessels on : 
and lurge trading fellucas whose iinmense yards will not allow them to go under the twidge. During 
the hone or the bour and a half required for this operation, all vehicular and pedestiian traffic is, 
of course, arrested at both ends, and it ix due to this peculiar fact that the opening and closing of 
thin bridge causes one of the most interesting and curicus sights that can be seen in Egypt.

Wien the writer landed at Liverpool a few days ago, be was 
inet hy the represemative of an infuential London journal, who 
anxiously inquired for details of the chase of his ship in the Red 
Sea by some Kassian inen-ofwar, On hearing that np such chase 
had taken place, ie remarked that in that ease he did not imagine 
his paper would fake much more intercst in the ship. Tt is, there. « 
fine. to be feared that when the public learns the trie aecount of 
the cruise, robbed of all its picturesyne details, it will appear a 
soprew hal time allair, 

The Aasage and Vischin, sister ships of 8,000 tons, are arnarured 
ceusers with a powerlul armament and a speed of twenty knots, 
Built atthe Ausalde Armstrong yard at Genoa for the Argentine 
Goverment, they were acquired at (he end of last year diy the 
Japanese -- who were oaturatly anxious, in view of the pomible aut- 
tweak of hostititics, to adil their new purchases to their Avet with the 
leant possible delay.

coaling was commenced, but in view of the fact that an 
hnglixh and a Russian ship also required coal, it appeared 
that the delay wouki be considerable, Taking in, therefore, a small 
quantity, the voyage was proceeded with, the Aaswga cabling to 
Aden for coal and the Misshin io Perim.  Aspeed of about fourteen 
knotx was then maintained te Coloinho, where a stay of twenty- 
four hours was made, and a good passage with fine weather brought 
both ships to Singapore on February 2, 

Here a serious delay occurred. A strike had taken place amongst 
the coolies, and the coal required, alxwt 1,000 tons per ship, was 
only procurable very slowly, and it was not till the night of the 6th 
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So fas hoatilities had not commenced, nad 
na neo call was made at any port before Ja it was not ontil 
Yokosuka wns reached that news was received of the firnt atteck on 
Port Arthur. The Misshin arrived first, followed two hours later 
by the Avaswga, and thelr advent was the signal for universal 
rejoicing. The ships were escorted into harbour by a fleet of 
destroyers, whilst namemes steamers with bands and excursionlete 
came out to view the tatest additions to Japan’s Navy. 

No sooner were the ships made {ast than the new captains’ came 
on board and took charge, and at nine o'clock on the following 
morning all who had brought the ships out kad left them and the 
full Japanese crew were on hoard and hard at work. Then 
followed such « reception on shore as certainly seldam fails to the 
lot of man. 

Before teaving Yokosuka the officers dined with the Admiral of 
the Port, and nll were féted and entcrielned by the Mayor and 
City of Yokonukn, every house being decorated with flag and the 
streetx lined with enthusiastic crowds, who cheered wikily ae the 
crewa proceeded to the gardens, Yokohama was reached the 
anme night, and everyone quartered in the different hotels until 
such time as could he found home for nhbout 425 officers 
and men, which was by no means a light undertaking. At Yokohama 

tat wae gees, atterted by she mayor and pal 
a ot A ee Pr 2 a proceeded to Tokyo, 
et ae ate ao The whole city had 
apparently turned out, and the drive from the station to the public 
gardens wax through densely crowded streets, (he people waving flags 
and shouting ‘ Banzai,” and all traffic being entirely suspended. 
And so this atupendous reception continued, stupendous in that 
it was sharcd by the entire country. From all parts, often from 
the extreme ends of Japan, came deputations bearing presents and 
addreanes, free pasnen were ptovkled on all the railways, and 
invitations given to visit more cities than would have been possible 
had a stay of many months been made in the country. 

The highest honour was, however, to come, and on February 23, 
Mr. Boyle, the representative of the firm of Sir W. G. Armstrong, 
Whitworth and Co., and the captains of the two ships, were 
received in private audience hy the Emperor, who honogred 
them by shaking hands with them = and Hanking them, 
and not content with decorating them with the gth Order 
of the Rising Sun, which ia only bestowed on his own officers 
afier twelve yents’ service, also gave them very beautiful and 
valuable presents.

THE LATE PRINCE RANEST OF LETXINOEN 
Retired British Admiral, 


Our Portraits 


HLS.H. Ernest L. V.C. A. J. E., Prince or Lurninary, 
who died on Tuesday at Amorhach, was horn at that place on 
November 9, 1830. Lils father was Prince Charles (half-brother 
of Queen Victoria), wha died In 1836, hix mother, who was 
Countess of Krebelsberg, dying in 1840, Prince Ernest 
married, at Carlsruhe i1 1858, the Princess Maric of Baden. 
Al an early age the Inte Prince entered the British Navy, and 
served in the sccond Burmese War, 1851-52. Ile was present at 
the taking of Prome, for which he recelved the Burmah medal. He 
serverl during the Rusilan War in 1854, and received a gold medal 
from the Turkish Government for distinguished service in the field. 
In the wccond year of the war (1855) he served in the Baltic. He wax 
present at the bombardment of Sveaborg and the engagement at 
Fredericksham. He received the Crimean, Baltic, and Turkish 
medala for these servicer, In 1862-63 he commanded H.M.S, 
Magicienna in the Mediterranean, and from 1863 to 1876 wak cay» 
tain of the Royal yacht. From July, 1885, to July, 1887, the 
Prince was Commander-in-Chief at the Nore. He retired from the 
Navy in 195, In 1886 he was made G.C.H., and in 1987 
G.C.V.O. Our portrait is by Elliott and Fry, Baker Street. 


Mr. Justice Byrne, the well-known Chancery Judge, who 
died on Monday, will be missed by a large circle of frievds, for 
he was very popular in his profession. Sir Edmund Widdrington 
Byrne came of a iegal family, his father being a solicitor who 
practised for many years in Westminster. He was born in 1544 
and was educated at King’s College. He was called to the Bar at 
Lincoln's Inn in 1867, and was made a Q.C. in 1888, By thai 
time he had acquired a good practice as a Chancery barrister. In 
1891 he was elected a member of the Bar Committee, and in the 
following yent was ninde a Bencher, He waa returned as Unioniat 
member for Walthamstow in 1892. After five years in the 
House, he was appointed to succeed Mr, Justice Chitty in the 
Chancery Diviston, Our portrait in by Hiliatt and Fry, Baker Street. 





Admiral Skrydlof, who has been appointed to command the 
Baltic Flect, which is to he sent to the Far Fast later in the year, 
in one of the ableat nailore in the Russien service. Horn in 1844, 
he distingnished hirnself for the first time in the Russo-Turkish 
War, when he gained the highest military distinction in the gift of 
the Tear, the Croas of St. George. He represented the Russian Navy 
at the opening of the Kiel Canal, and also at the Diamond Jubilee 
of the late Queen Victoria in 1897. As commander of the Russian 
Mediterranean Squadron he took part in the pacification of Crete, 
and on that occasion the municipality of Athens presented him with 
the freedom of the city. In 1901 he was appointed to command 
the Pacific Squadron, and in that capa ity played a prominent ré/e 
in the operations aguinat the Boxers. hen the situation in the 
Near East became threatening last year he was transferred to the 
command of the Black Sen Fleet.

In this vohsme the writer caftics out what he consklers to 
be his duty in placing before the pablic the true story of 
his father's career, his political reforms, his banishment, anc 
his judicial murder. ¢ in no doubt that Midhat Pasht 
was not only one of the most enlightened of Turkish politicians, 
but also one of the most succesful uf Hs provincial governors, 
6 fact which is fully proved by bis being moved from province 
to province when insurrections and troubles had to be put 
down. Of course, his success meade him numerous and 
powerful enemies, the most bitter of which was the Rumian 
General Ignatieff, whose policy was opposed to reform and 
progress in the Belkan Provinces, In 1873 Midhat was 
appointed Grand Vider at Constantinople, where ‘the 
first and most pressing necessity that confronted him was to 
endeavour to pat the finances in order,” The public ac- 
counts preaented were entirely fictitious. At this time two 
distinct parties stand out in clear reliefs on the one side wan 
Midhat, warmly supported by public opinion, and the mast 
enlightened of the Softas and Ulemas, headed by Chakir 
Effendi, and, on the other aide, the whole army of carruption, 
hemded Iry the deposed Vizier, Mahmoud Nedim, supported by 
Ignatieff, *«1t soon became apparent,” says the author, ‘that 
one -of two things must happen; the Sultan would either 
have to change the whule regime and scale of expenditure 
of the Palace, or change his Grand Vizier,” and as he never 
contemplated the former course, he adopted the latter, Cer- 
tain scandals connected with Baron Hirach's railway schemes, 
when it was discovered thac the highest person in the 
land was the recipient of bribea, which Midhat insisted should 
be returned, led to the latter's dixmigsal. Shortly afier, 
areform party, of which Midhat was o leader, brought about 
the deposition of Abdul Aziz, and Prince Murad was pro- 
claimed Sultan, Five days ater the ex-Sultan committed 
suicide, a fact which was proved by nineteen doctors. Ten clays 
after this tragedy Sultan Murad became insnne and was deposed, 
and Prince Hamid ascended! the throne, It would be im possible 
to follow the atory of the intrigues of the new ruler and hie 
party in a short notice. Midhat was banished, but wan 
received with so much favour in Europe that the Sultan 
became nervous and recalled him, and appointed him Governor 
of Syria. Here he did much good, but found himself called 
upon lo resign in 1880. He next became Governor-General of 
Smyrna, but shortly afterwards he wag arrested with Mehemet 
Kushdi Pasha and others on a charge of being concerned in 
the murder of Abdul Aziz, The trial dragged on for months, 
and Midhat, with others, was condemned to death, but on tbe

We have received two fore cver-welcome volumes or 
that achnirable series, “An English Garner ”—~a series of 
works uf bygone writers that cannot fail to be appreciated 
ly all lovers of books, The present voluines co mist of 
«Some Longer Elizabethan Poems” and ‘* Some Shorter 
Elizabethan Poems,” respectively, and te each of which 
Mr. A. Hi. Bullen contributes a clever explavatory and 
critical introduction. Perhaps the most interesting of the 
contents of this volume, however, are the poems of Richard 
Barnfield, which are not included in Profesor Arber's 
“ Engliah Garner,” the work from which the other poems 
are reprinted. Mr. Bullen says Richard Barnfield had 
genuine poctical gifts, but seldom displayed them to advan- 
tage. Born in 1574, at Norbury, near Newport, Shropshire, 
he was educated at Brasenose College, Oxford, and is con- 
jecttred to have been 2 member of Gray's Inn, He seenisto 
have apent moat of his time in the co ntry, leading 
the life of a country gentleman. In 1594 he publistied 
“The Affectionate Shepheard” (with a dedication to 
Lady Penelope Rich), aud in 1595 ** Cynthia.” His last 
work, ** The Encomium of Lady Pecunia,” followed in 
1598... . '* The Affectionate Shepbeard” was 
inspired hy Virgil's Second Eclogue. Though the choice 
of subject was not happy, it muat be allowed that in 
describing country conlentment and the pastimes of silly 
shepherds Barnfield shows unlaboured fluency and grace, 
with playful touches of quaint extravagance. 

The second volum- is mostly composed of the '* Books 
of Songs” and the ‘ Books of Airs" of William Byrd, 
John Dowland, and Thomas Cunplon. ‘ Noblemen and 
gentlemen in Elizabeth’s days,” saya Mr, Bullen, ‘* wrote 
verse for their own amusement, but, whether from affec- 
dion or fear af cridiciam, did not care to be known as 
poets.” In bia Table’ Talk, Seldon declared: “Tis 
ridiculous fer “Yo print verses; ‘tis well enough 
tu make them to plelisé.bimsel(, but to make them public 
ix foolish.” Whatewdt "be the explanation, there can 
be no doubt of the fast that in the days of Elieabeth 
and James I. not a few noblemen and gentlemen who 
could have won literary fame, preferred that their 
postry should reziain unpublished or should be issued 
anonymously. Te old song-books have preserved many 
charming poems by these anonymous ‘courtly makers.’” 
In the second pait of the book there are a number of

fortunes are followed the strongest magnetiam of all, 
For the work has strength of motive ax well as of 
matter and of style 5 and it may be read to equally good 
purpose for any one of the three.

THE Anglo-French Agreement is one of those 

The Anglo- historic decuments to which itis permissible to 
Preach apply the much misused ‘Teutonism, “ cpoch- 
Agreement inaking.” However political critics may differ 
ws to the relative advantages gained by the 

parties to this important compact, however variously they 
may estimate the value of the arrangement from the point 
of view of diplomatic science, the fact will always remain 
that it constitutes the dénofiment of a very big chapter in 
European history, and consequently marks the beginning of 
a new epoch in the grouping of nations. After the Crimean 
War it used to be said that the main pivot of all international 
combinations and calculations was the incurable rivalry of 
Great Britain and Russia, and so true was this that M. 
Seignobos, in his eminently scientific treatise on European 
politics, labels one of his epochs as that of the Anglo- 
Russian rivalry. In the early eighties, however—as a result 
of certain “honest: brokerages” arranged in the coudisses of 
the Bertin Congress —this state of things was ingeniously 
develaped and complicated. Fresh rivalries were created, 
endawed with a bitterness and an intensity which threw the 
old feud of the Crimea into the shade. What the Black Sea 
has been for Great Britain and Russia, Tunis became for Italy 
and France, and Egypt became for France and Great Britain. 
These three feuds were each of pivotal importance, and it was 
by skilfully cullivating them that Prince Bismarck was enabled 
to secure for himself (hat wonderful primacy in the councils of 
Europe which only ended with his dramatic fall. The old pivot 
of the days of 1856-1882 still remains ; but the Anglo-French 
Agreement has performed the final ohsequies for its 
successors in the early eighties, The year before last 
there ceased to be a Tunisian Question, and France and 
Italy resumed their old friendly relations. To-day we 
can say there is no longer an Egyptian Question~—and 
net only no Egyptian Question, but no Newfoundland 
Question, no Morocco Question, no West African Question, 
na Siamese Question ; in short, none of those irritating 
differences which were largely kept alive by the Eyyptian 
Question -and the consequence is that what Gambetta was 
sofond of calling dhe natural alliance of England and France, 
is restored to lite after a deep but troubled sleep of twenty- 
two years, The diplanatic instrument which embodies 
(his tremendous change in the European situation may thus 
well be described ay “epoch-making.” The Agreement 
itself is a triumph of goodwill rather than of bargaining. 
The first impression itinakes is by its extraordinary simplicity. 
One cannot but marvel Chat a series of differences which 
were susceptible of so simple an adjustment should have 
heen allowed to poison the lives of two nations for’ well-nigh 
a yeneration, The truth, of course, is that the questions 
themselves were never judged on their merits. ‘They 
wete shirked and) brooded over though a mirage of 
resentment and: ill-will which invested them with propor- 
tions and meanings to which in their natural atmusphere 
they could not pretend. Once, however, this mirage was 
got rid of, and the statesmen of both countries resolved that 
it was their duty to end their Jong feud, the road to 
reconciliation opened naturally and smilingly befure them, 
It was then seen that there were only two questions of 
any importance Uhat required discussion—the question 
of Eyypt and the question of Newfoundland, With 
these two questions, the various documents which make up 
the Agreement deal. In the first, France abandons her 
claims on the so-called “French Shore” of Newfoundland, 
receiving in exchange two rectifications of frontier in West 
Africa one on the Gambia and another in Northern 
Nigeria together with a cluster of rocky islets opposite 
Konakry, and fair compensation for evicted fishermen on the 
French shore. In the second, France abandons her de- 
mand for the evacuation of Eyypt, and agrees to leave 
Great Britain practically a free hand in that country, receiv- 
ing in exchange a similar positiun in Morocco so far as the 
abandonment of our own claims and the support of our 
Government can give itto her, There are, of course, a multi- 
tude of detailsin the Agreement, but the broad lines areas we 
have stuted them. Questions relating to Siam, Madagaacar, 
and the New Hebrides are also successfully dealt with, but 
there is nothing in their solution that calls for remark. They 
never were serious, and once the greater problems of Egypt 
and Newfoundland had been dismissed, they were bound to 
follow sutalmost automatically, In estimating the bargaining 
vatuc of the Agreement very much depends upon the point of 
view from which it is approached. It is just possible to 
maintain that it leaves much to be desired as a business- 
hike arrangement, On the other hand it is an equally easy 
matter to argue that Great Britain gains much and gives 


away litde. Hat this is not the spirit in which mep 


of broad views and a high sense of responsibility will 
receive the Agreement. They must regard it as a public- 
spirited attempt to eliminate all controversies from the 
relations of two great nations who are neighbours and very 
largely akin in race and in thought. There may be gains or 
losses on the separate items of the compact, but in so far as 
these gains and loases are means to an end, and that end the 
making of a bond of union where formerly was nothing bat 
grievance and mutual suspicion, they are really all gains in 
which both parties equally participate. Nor are Great Britain 
and France alone the gainers. The whole world gains. A 
fresh guarantee is added to the general peace, and a powerful 
stimulus is given to the progress of Liberal ideas by the 
reunion of those who have always been foremost among the 
protagonists of Liberal thought, 3 





THOSE despondent oracles who descant so 
incessantly on the alleged “ stagnation of British 
Tits Year’s trade,” do not find much support, it must be 
Trade confessed, from the monthly official statistics, 
There is room, no doubt, for improvement, 
especially in exports, but we are disposed to ques- 
tion whether any other great commercial country in the world 
is doing nearly so well, The truth is that a great many City 
men regard the shrinkage of Stock Exchange and monetary 
business generally as indicative of restricted commerce. 
That is only the case to a limited extent ; those phenomena 
are much more consequent on the temporary dying down 
of the speculative spirit, It comes and goes, usually 
without warning; a “boom” suddenly turns into a 
“stump,” and the oldest hands at the game are often 
squeered before they have time to shake themselves 
clear, This sort of “stagnation” has certainly been in 
evidence for some time, and as successful operators of the 
“bull” variety are famous for spending their gains freely, 
tradesmen who supply the class with costly goods probably 
have considerable justification for lamenting “ stagnation.” 
But the swing of the pendulum is certain to bring them 
comfort in due course, while there is little or nothing in the 
economic condition of the nation to give rise to despondency 
among manufacturers, merchants, or shippers. There is 
every reason to believe that the business they transact abroad 
has become sounder than was the case a little time back, 
when symptoms of overstocking were discernible in some 
forcign markets. There is no longer any outstanding menace 
of that nature, and now that the Rand is supplying the out- 
side world with larger quantities of gold, the slight pinch to 
British industry should soon pass away. 





It is disappointing to learn from the official 
return of recruiting that the supply still falts 
Recraitiag considcrably short of the national demand. 
There would be plenty and to sparc, however, 
but for the very large percentage of medical 
rejections. The taxpayer has the comfort of feeling, 
consequently, that although he does not get quite as much 
of the coveted article as he needs, what he does get is of 
better quality than in the not remote days when Army 
doctors had it hinted to them that they should not be too 
particular. Happily, it does not follow, from the excessive 
proportion of rejections, that the national physique is con- 
tinuously deteriorating, as some theorists seek to make out. 
‘lhe real explanation is that other callings absorb a larger 
percentage of young men of superior physical endowment 
than in the days when the agricultural labourer had to be 
content with nine or ten shillings a week. He can now earn 
treble that income by migrating to some manufacturing city 
where bodily strength is in special request, and when thus 
comfortably placed in life he turns deaf ears to the recruiting 
sergeant. The Inspector-General states that the prospective 
advantages to which the private becomes entitled after two 
years’ service do not stimulate recruiting to any sensible 
extent. The youth thinking of taking up with a military 
career prefers a bird in the hand to half a dozen in some 
distant bush, and it grates on his self-esteem that for a 
couple of years after entrance he should have to occupy an 
inferior position compared with that of the older soldiers. 
And so he tums away from Sergeant Kite with a shake of the 
head and a muttered “ Not good enough.” 
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It would seem, according to the most recent accounts, that at 
last they have succeeded in breaking in the rebra, and just as the 
horee is being extinguished by the motor the scbra is ready to hand, 
docile, and warranted quiet to ride or drive. Whether this animal 
will eventually extinguish the motor it would be difficult to say— 
it night, for in the present day the unexpected always happens— 
but undoubtedly the striped druped will make a pleasing 
variety in the London streets. Te strikes me, however, they have 
taken a long tim: in its subjugation. Many a time during the 
Nineteenth Centary was the matter attempted, but no one 
succeeded, except Mr. Rarey, whose horse-taming sectet was atone 
time considered so marvelicus and infallible. But he accomplished 
his trlomph over the sebra with considerable difficulty, and sub- 
sequently stated that it gave him more trouble and anziety than 
four hundred horses, Students of the back volumes of Awnch— 
and what a graphic and fascinating history of the time those 
volumes are !—will find a brilliant sketch by John Lecch, con- 
aiderably over forty years “ge, entitled ‘A Probability; Hold 
your Zebra, Sir?” in which Mr. Punch is depicted complacently 
astride on a fine specimen of the epuns sebra. 


How disappointing it is to think that everything is spoiled by 
whet is called ‘‘the march of civilisation.” The fact is that 
civilisation—which is not a bad thing in its way—does not know 
where to stop, and it generally marches a good deal too far to be 
either pleasant or profitable. How often, in the good old days, 
when wearied out with work and worry, have we been recommended 
by our doctor to take a sea voyage, ‘Then you would obtain,” 
said he, “what you could get nowhere clse, and what you especially 
require, perfect rest. No letters, newspapers, or telegrams to 
disturb you.” I fear, however, thia excellent cure will shortly 
cease to exist, Vease's are now not only linble to receive Marconi 
despatches at all sorts of unexpected placcs—but I hear some liners 
are intending to publish a daily newapaper during the length of the 
voyage, and posaibly in {ime some ingenious arrangement may be 
made by which may receive letters half a dozen times a 
day. Of a truth there is no rest for the wicked or anybody else in 
tbis rotten age. 

Those who are expecting to sce the widening of the Strand 
completed by the end of next year as far as Villiers Street will be 
Tam glad to think there will bo sume 
pause in the procecdings for a time. Nowudaya the destroyer, 
the builder, the excavator, and the road-mender are a great deal 
too much with us, and any cessation in their Inbours—if it is only 
temporary—will be enthusiastically welcomed. I hear, too, that 
when Messrs, Coutts move into their new preniises, their old 
house will be occupied by the London County Council for a 
portion of thelr offices. If this be the case, it would point to the 
fact that the hand of the demolisher will be stayed in this part of 
the Strand for a considerable period. 





It is always a terrible difficulty when anyone reads you a manu- 
script and says, “I want your real honest opinion, without any 
fiattery, mind!”

a somewhat better pace uphill and down than a good brougham 
horse can accomplish, while in tirelcsaness and uniformity it would, 
of course, be superior to anythin: born upon legs.” The ‘Gay 
Old Lady” says this, end a great deal more, every word of which 
fs well worth reading, One great cause of the unpopularity of 
motoring has been its violence, its craze for speed and its blinding 
lamps. No one odjects to the motor-broughams we see about 
the London streets, because thelr pace is moderate and their 
management Involves a due consideration for others. It ts difficult 
to understand how anyone could enjoy the country if strapped on the 
front of the locomotive of an express train. And that is certainly 
what many motor-trips amount to. Depend upon it, medium-aited 
cars, with « speed of cight miles an hour, if they could be produced 
at ¢ moderate rate, would prove to be vastly popular.

HUMAN nature is the same everywhere. Russia, on which 
country the eyes of tha warld are at present fixed, is the theatre of 
the old, old question, mother-in-law versus daughter-in-law. It 
seems that the two Taarinas do not get an very well together; they 
each have their following, cach their own opinion, and, according 
to custom, the Dowager Tsasina is the predominant power. In 
forcign countries nothing is allowed to interfere with the authority 
of the mother; in England it is often the young wife who scores, 
yet in elther case the relations never seem satisfactory. To what 
arc the eternal jealouales and rivalry of two women in this position 
to be attributed? They are found in every class and under every 
condition of life. In the Turkish harem the mother of the heir 
has it all her own way, in France the ordinary mother-in-law 
thinks It necessary to guide and reprove the son’s houschold, while 
in England the complaint is nowadays that the wishes and happiness 
of the mother are disregarded. These difficulties never sccm to 
arise Ietween two men, Father and son-in-law generally agree ; itis 
only in the case of the women that bickerings ensue. Are women 
less amenable to reason, or is it a question of years, age versus youth, 
and the young generation knucking at the door ? 


Miss Frances Power Cobbe, who died last weck, was a striking in- 
dividunlity, One of the crrliest of the so-called shrieking sisterhood, 
the women who sought to acquire the franchise for their sex, clever, 
well-read and gifted with an uncommon sense of humour, she was yet 
onc of the moat feminine and fascinating of women, She combined 
the carnestness of the man with the charm of the woman. Her 
kindly, open face, her cheering wards made one feel the happier 
for her companionship and affection. She brought ont the best 
points in her friends’ character, and was, as she anid herself, the 
brightest example of the goud an unmarried woman can do, and of 
the happy, buay life an old maid (in her day a vivid term of 
reproach) can lead, Rarely does one meet so enthusiastic and 
excellent a companion ag Miss Coble, and the Hat of her friends, 
with Mr, Bright at the head, showed how highly men thought of 
the busy, bright natured, kindly woman whe has just left uz The 
world was the better and the happier for Frances Power Cobbe. 


Miss Cobbe, with her keen, logical mind, had, I ceive, the 
same superstitious horror, shared by so many less intelligent penple, 
of being buried alive, To Imaginative minds the idea is simply 
horrible, Yet the natural alternative of cremation appeals to very 
few. Dust and ashes we must be anyhow, why not ashes by the 
purifying and spiritualising element of fire? 


Mune. Sarah Bernhardt, whose memoirs are now appearing in the 
Strand, has shown, once again, her artistic capacity. She is as 
good a writer as she is an actress, full of vivacity and charm, She 
draws for us deamatic and living pictures. The little girl who, 
pent in the dark courtyard of a Paris house, cried vehemently for 
the sky, ‘the ceiling of the street,” as sho picturesqucly calls it, 
who coaches her little friend in the part of the good angel, and 
finally plays it before the archhishop and all the holy nuns, is the 
true mother of the woman. The artistic touch is everywhere— 
from the remark of the child that her aunt smell sweet, lo the 
delightful item of the large pot of cold cream that the otherwise 
careless mother brought for her daughter's usc to the boarding- 
school. The pages teem with thoughtful observation, and all the 
qualities of sentiment and appreciation which go to make the true 
actress. The style, too, is simple and suited to the subject, and 
might serve as a lesson to many a rising young author, whose aiin it 
is to dazzle and perplex her readers, 





In the charming article written by Lady Ribblewdale in this 
month's Nineteenth Century, she gives us a delightful glimpse of 
life at Hawarden, with its easy-going, irresponsible kind of 
hospitality, exemplified by the empty place laid regularly for Mr. 
Drew, who never came. At first, she remarks, the hiatus 
depressed her, but after a little she grew reconciled to the fact.

TO SUPPLY THK WORLD WITH 


The Centenarp of the Bopal Water- 
Colour Society 


THE celebration of its centenary by the Royal Society of 
Painters in Water Colours is au event that cannot be passed over 
it silence. Nor is it likely to be. The Socicty itself has issued a 
special catalogue, prefaced by a Retrospect,” setting forth in 
bricf terms its interesting hisltory--its birth and growth and 
subsequent development to hale and hearty old age, with 
its carly triumphs wel tribulations, its achievements and nubly 
estatilished success, But the exhibition itself will minke the event 
talked about, for the members have made a special effort, and it 
may fairly be said that never in the recollection of the present 
generation has n collection of pictures been put on view of higher 
inccit, of greater charm, or of wider variety. 

Tt is excellendly balanced, this exhibition, in the 
subject-matter of the ttrawings, Landscapes, 
townscapes, marines, British and foreign, subject- 
pictures and portraits, all are here, It is curious.- 
wy we look at these brilliant sketches of Venice 
by Mr. Sargent anc Mr, Melville, at the drawing 
of Orvieto hy Mr. R. W, Allan, at the happy render- 
ing of the “ North Fjord" by Mr, Colin Phillip, 
and at the drawings of Siena and of Egypt by Mr. 
Albert Goodwin --it ig, we say, curious to reflect 
that when this Society was in its carly youth, this 
searching for subjects beyond the confines of Great 
Rritain was practic ly unknown, Up te that time 
‘Gentlemen's Seals’? and “ Keauties of Land- 
xcapen,” soberly rendered in neutral tints, few and 
quiet, and aiming at no truth of local colour, were 
chiefly all that water-colour painters set before the 
pale, But Sandby, Cozens, Girtin, and Tumer 
had revolutionised the methods ; the Royal Water- 
Colour Sericty sent its members abroad and brought

home which caused the Queen-Repent to retrent to France, leaving 
tide Isabella to anilitary yuarcionship. 

Of course the question of the young Queen's marriage came 
early on the xeene, and belore ashe was filteen the nations were 
qqdarrelling ay to whom she should espouse from the point of 
policy, “Thus arose the difhentties of the (Spanish marriages” 
now well-known ancient histury--which nearly set England and 
Fronee ablaze, This ended in Louis Philippe carrying the day and 
forcing ou the marrage of the ambieky [sabe te her weak, 
effeminate cousin, Don Franeis d'Assisi, while her younger sister 
married the French King's sen, the Duc de Montpensier, It was 
an unhappy marriage wll through. A son and three daughters were 
horn ta the il-assorted pair, hut the children proved no bond, Political 
troubles inereased, civil war raged, and when at last the army under 
Dein tasted aginst the Queen there was nothing left for Isabella but 
flight. Thirty-five years after her accession she was a fugitive in 
France, where she soon separated from her husband and settled 
down with her young daughters in Paris, whilst her son—the future 
Alphonse XTE--was educated in Austria and England. 

Queen Isubeda noon realised that her fall was permanent, and in 
1870 abdicated in favour of her sou, who obtained possession of his 
crown some time later, Twice the ueon went back to Madrid, 
fut her presence was so unwelcome that she made her home 
definitely in Tauris, where her house-~the Palais de Castitle—was a 
erent social centre. So the secund tialf of her life was spent 
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quietly enough Ip the rociety of friends and family—s wonderful 
contrast to the stress of the early years, Of late years she had 
Rrown very stout, partly through natural indolence, which was visible 
both in mind and body. 
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Her ex-Majeaty had been suffering for some time from influetan, 
followed by various complications, hut seemed to be better at'the 
end of last week. She was being nursed by her three daughters 
and son-in-law, Prince Ludwig Ferdinand of Bavaria, who is a 
qualified dogtor and had married the Infanta de la Pas. Suddenly 
on Saturday morning Queen Isabella took « turn for the worse, and 
in an hour or two waa dead. Clothed in the robes of the Franciscan 
Order, she Iny in state in her palace and thence would be taken 
to Madrid for burial in the Royal Mausoleum at the Escurial, 


FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT 


With the death of Queen Isabella of Spain Parls loves the last 
of its Sovereigns in exile. There was a time when the list of exiled 
Kings and Queens in the French capital was fairly long. But of late 
yeark their numbers dwindled sadly. King Milan is dead, Don 
Carlos has been expelled from French territory as a pretender to 
the crown, the late King of Napies has joined the great majority, 
and Don Francis d’Assisi, the husband of Queen Jeahelts, 

eceased her by two years, In fact, unless M. Jacyten 
baudy renounces the throne of the Sahara, and comes to live at 
Paris as » Sovereign en retraite, the French capital will have to do 
without Royalty among ita residents, Queen Isabella was extremely 
fond of Paris. With their usual tact the Parisians adopted the 
proper attitude, respect for her Royal rank, but at the same time 
respect for her desire to live a retired life. Her palace in the 
Avenue Kleber is one of the handsomest honecs in Paris, She also 
possessed a amall villa near Fontainebleau, where she passed the 
spring and summer under the transparent incognito of the Countess 
of Toledo. One of Queen Isabella's first acts on leaving Spain was 
to make # contract with her husband that he should undertake to 
live apart from her as long as he should live. I do not imagine the 
signing of this document cost Don Fraptis any great effort, He was 
a quiet, studious man who desired to pass the remainder of his life 
among his books and curios, Of course, on such occasions as etiquette, 
aod their social position demanded it, Don Francis came up from 
hia villa at Epinay, near Saint Denis, and took his place at his 
wife's side ; but as soon ns the social function was at an end he 
drove beck to Epinay to his books and pictures, Queen Isabella 
herself was, however, a familiar figure. When ¢he was in Paris 
her carriage, with the Royal Spanish liveries, could be seen every 
day in the Avenue des Acacias, In sptte of her great age she was 
full of life and spirits and seemed never to be itl.

Coolie Labour in the Straits Settlements 


In view of the question of Chinese Labour for South 
Africa, the following facty with regard te coolie tabour in 
another portion of our Empire will be interesting. 
Statistics kept hy the Chinese Customs show that over 
140,000 couties leave (he port uf Aimoy alone every yeat for 
the Straits Settlements andthe Duteh Indies. Wherever emi- 
gration exists on a large seale, the Hritish Consul, in addition 
tu his other ntutcitarions duties, ix emiyration officer, Ele 
hax to po on board every British ship engaged in the trade, 
and uke a thorough inspection of dhe food, water supply, 





and general arrangements made for the reception of the 
emigrants, Ile has to count them, to sce that not more 
than the proper complement is carried, and thus prevent 
evercrowding. Also if, as not unfrequently happens, 
plague and cholera are epidemic in the port or neighbour. 
hood, he has also tu engage the services of a doctor to inspect 
each cuolie, nnd all who show any signs of fever are 
rigorously rejected, 

The trade is x lucrotive une for all concerned. The 
British merchant engages the services of a *coolic broker,” 
who in turn is in communication with the various village 
beadmen and *‘cunlie losses” in the interior, who collect 





gangs of cmigrants and bring (hem down to the port for ship- 
ment. The fare from Amoy to Singapore ranges from three 
dollars to ten dollars, according to the time of the year and 
the press of competition. The unfortunate coolic, however, 
probably pays at least double this to enable the various middle- 
men to get their squeezes, He, however, does not mind, as 
he gets very well paid by employers of iabour in the Straits. 
He generally works all the summer on plantations or in 
mines, and returns home in the autumn with perhaps a 
hundred dollars in his pocket, It is no uncommon thing to 


find men who have amasaed large fortunes, and who began 
life as coolie emigrant to the Straits Settlements,

dom, and scandal. After the death of the Jast 
of these, “Society” gave itself up to carclexs 
talk, sheer scandal, and the business of politics 
or of money niaking, There is in existence a 
manuscript hook in which all the ‘good stories * 
of © Society” have been recorded for the fast fifty 
years, and it is a significant fact that only ten auch 
storics have been added to the volume during the 
past five yeara!

More frequently than elsewhere, it fe the un- 
expected that happena in the Flours of Conimons, 
The principal business appointed for thiv week on 
reassembling after the Easter recras was the intr- 
duction of the Licensing Bill, This is a matter 
looked forward to with interest beyond trade and 
social considerations, As far back as the days 
when Mr, Bruce waa Home Sceretary, and 
beyond if, Government handling of this highly 
controversial subject has been fraught with 
danger.

Nearly twenty years ago, Sir Spencer Walpole published the 
concluding volumes of his work, ‘A History of England from the 
Conclusion of the Great War in 1815," which described the progress 
of this country tu the end of the Indian Mutiny. The reason he 
did not continue the history at that time was that the events were 
too recent ta fall into the perspective which history requires, that 
many of the chief actors were still liying or bul recently dead, and 
he xayx, The historian stinks from analysing the character and 
conduct of men whe are still alive or have lately passed away.”

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THE KRUSK FRSTIVAL 


Tur tirst appearance in London, at Queen’s Hall on Saturday, of 
the choir of the Sheffield Choral Union, was indinputably the chief, 
feature of the opening concert of the Kruse Festival, a series of 
performances which will be continued on various dates until the 
20th inst. To those who have attended the Leeds or the Sheffield 
Musical Festivals, the beauty of the Yorkshire voices was no secret ; 
bat Londoners have o silly knack of believing that the better class 
of music ia confined to the metropolis, and to then the singing hy the 
Sheffield choir of the Dream of Gerontins was obviously a revelation. 
So, too, it was to Herr Weingartner, fur that eminent conductor, 
after the only rehearsal he deemed it necessary to hold at Sheffield, 
declared that Wr. Coward had trained them so well, thut he him- 
scif could do no more. And it was true. A finely balanced 
chair, of about 300 voices, with real tenors instead of the forced-up 
haritones who so often are sllowed to pass for the genuine articte, 
with ringing sopranos, and those deep, guttural basics which seen 
to he bred only in the great manufacturing towns of Yorkshire, 


cholr in London and elsewhere tm Dr. Elgar's music, but 
never before have the beasties of the setting of Cardinal 
Newman’s hymn, ‘‘Pralse to the Hollest in the height,” heen 
so clearly brought out, and never has the choros of demons 
disputing the passing of the Soul of the Saint to Paradise been 
given with such fiercely sardoni> effect. The principal vocalists, 
except as to Mr. Ffranggon Davies, were scarcely strong enough, 
and even the picked orchestra of a hundred players made tome 
slips. But it was Dr. Coward’s choir which carried off the honours, 
and an audience which filled every past of Queen's Hall cheered 
them to the echo. They had travelled up the same morning from 
Sheffield ; but fatigue seems todo these Yorkshire singers good, and 
the finale to Beethoven's choral aymphony, which closed a long 
programme, was rendered in a manner that we in London have not 
heard for years. 

In the instrumental movements of Beethoven's greatest syin- 
phony, Herr Weingartner's band had a better chance of distin: 
Guishing themselves than in the oratorio, and, indeed, the reading 
by the eminent Dalmatian conductor of the various symphonies 
which will be included in five of the Kruse programmes, bids fair 
to prove an important feature of the Festival. On Monday there 
was a general programme, beginning with Haydn's “Oxford” 
Symphony, and cloxing with Brahms’ Symphony in D, the scheme 


likewise including Liszt's Zasso and Tachaikowsky’s Pianoforte 
Concerts in B flat minor, played by Mr. Mark Hambourg. On 
Wednesday afternoon Mr. Kruse, to whose enterprise the Festival 


many of us expected.

SO far the tide of battle is running swiftly in 

favour of the Japanese. It is true that there has 

The War been, as yet, no important trial of strength on 


land, but this is of no great importance, for the 

governing factor in the combined operations is 
sea-power, and the events of the last ten days have given 
the Japanese a superiority in this respect which only 
some huge blunder on their part can prevent from 
making, within certain. important linits, decisive. ‘The 
loss of the /etropavlovsh and the disablement of the 
Pobirda practically end the sea-power of the Russians in 
the Pacific. Admiral Skrydloff, who succeeds Admiral 
Makaroff at ort Arthur, may perhaps be able to use his 
torpedo flotilla ty some advantage, but it is very unlikely. 
For raids of that kind a seamanship and a power of initiative 
on the part of the personnel of the fleet are requisite, which 
the Russians do not possess. While they had a safficient num- 
her of batdeships and cruisers to risk engagements by day- 
dight, the leadership of an Admiral tike Makaroff counted for 
a great deal, but now that operations of this kind are impos 
sible, almost everything must depend on the rank and file, 
and there can be no question of their absolute inferiority to 
the Japanese. The disaster suffered by the Russians is all 
the more significant because we know now that it was not 
duc to accident, bat to the superior daring strategy, and 
tactical skill of the Japanese. ‘Thiv means that other 
disasters may be looked for, and also that the Japanese, if 
they are prudent, have nothing to fear from the annada 
bow preparing in the Baltic. Indeed it is very doubtful 
whether that armada will ever put to sea, As matters stand 
at present, its normal strength wou'd not be appreciably 
superior to that which Adiniral Tozo could: bring iygainot 
i, and that strength would be enormously diminished by the 
exhausting effects of the long journey from the Baltic to the 
Paritic, by the fact that when it arrrived at its destination, it 
would have nu base frou: which to operate, and no docks in 
which to repair, and by the inesperience of its crews. 
In these circumstances it is not improbable that the Kus 
Government will think twice before sending out the fleet. 
Meanwhile the advantages enjoyed by the Japanese are 
enormous, Holding the command of the seas, they are not 
only safe from invasion, whatever the result of the lind 
operations, but even if they are beaten by General 
Kuropatkin§ they can iminensely increase the difliculties 
of that general by the facility with which they can embark 
and disembark truops at aby point in the theatre of 
war, The result must be thit the Russians, besides an 
immense field force, and. another immense force to guard 
their Jong communications, will require a gigantic army to 
defend the whole coast tine in their rear, ‘The problem of 
feeding these forces and keeping them supplied with muni- 
tions af wat is one which has no paratlel for magnitude in 
the history of military science, Such is the position at the 
present noment. The unexpected, however, 30 frequently 
Nappens in war that it would be exceedingly rash to hazard 
any prophecies even on the data now available. One thing. 
however, scems certain, Whatever ineasure of good fortune 
may attend General Kuropatkin, his idea of dictating terms 
of peace at Tokio must now belong to dreamland. ‘This 
cannot but be gratifying to all neutrals, for, ance the risk of 
an invasion of Japan is eliminated, the chances of the war 
involving other Powers became very remote,

‘Traders, are by no means the only opponents of preferential

tariffs, and the protective taxation of food. Mr. Balfour has 
repeatedly declared that his policy is limited to retaliation, 
and Lord Lansdowne went so far as to declare in the House 
of Lords that if Mr. Chamberlain’s policy were now put 
forward the Government would oppose it. Sir A. Acland 
Hood, the principal Government Whip, has spoken with 
equal emphasis in condemnation of food taxes and preferen- 
tial tariffs. If, therefore, Mr. Chamberlain is resolved to 
press his own policy he must sooner or later come into 
conflict with the official leaders of the Unionist Party. 
That is the consideration which makes his return to the 
House of Commons of far more importance than any 
other political event. The trial of strength between the 
Balfourites and the Chamberlainites over the Wharton 
ainendinent showed clearly that Mr. Chamberlain commands 
the allegiance of more than one hundred of the present 
inembers of the Unionist Party in the House of Commons. 
He can, therefore, if he chooses, force a dissolution at 
any moment. Will he use that power, or will be permit Mr. 
Balfour to remain in office for another year? If he decides in 
favou1 of an carly dissolution it is admitted that the Liberals 
will come back to Westminster with a large majority, 
perhaps even large enough to out-vote the Protectionists and 
the Irish Nationalists confbined. If, on the other hand, 
he allows the present Government to drift on, he will 
weaken his reputation as a fighting politician, and thus 
risk his future career, It is an awkward dilemma, but, as far 
as can be gathered from present purtents, Mr. Chamberlain 
Nas already decided on the bolder course, and means to 
“take it fighting.” 
Not often has practical philanthropy started 
a more urgently needed movement than that 
Enterprise forthe formation of the “ Enterprise Club.” Only 
Club one, the pioneer, has yet come into being, its 
habitat being in the City of London, but it is 80 
warmly appreciated by the deserving class for 
whom it is intended, that there cannot be any doubt about 
its multiplication throughout the kingdom. And what is this 
new institution? Its purpose is to furnish women-clerks 
and athe: feminine toilers with a quiet, respectable 
place where they can resort cither for meals or for rest 
during their working hours. Everything is “on the cheap,” 
as it needs to be to suit the lean purses of ladies who 
consider themselves “passing rich on £40 a year,” or 
a trifle more, But the fond supplied is of excellent 
quality and properly cooked, although a substantial dinner 
costs no more than sixpence. In the furnishing of the premises 
the stine principle has been acted on, the central purpose 
being to make the place as hoine-like as possible. Unfor- 
tunately, there is one scrious drawback to the complete success 
of this admirable institution ; it has not yet become entirely 
self-supporting, although steadily progressiny in that direction. 
Now, however, that the Ctub has g00 members, who make 
constant use of its conveniences and comforts, the catering 
departinent yields profit even at the extremely modest prices 
that are charged, and it should not be long before the members 
are rid of the unpleasant idea that, to some extent, they arc 
the recipients of public charity.

THx widening of streets and the driving of roomy thor: fares in 
various directions through London may be an excellent thing, but 
it has considerable drawbacks which seem to have occurred to no 
onc. It scems to me that all these improvements should have been 
accomplished very gradually, so that the greater part af the con- 
demned houses could have been rebuilt and relet before the 
remainder were demolished. Then the welfare of any particular 
quarter would not have been materially interfered with. Now it 
soems that a whole neighbourhood is, 90 to speak, paralyzed, 
with but little prospect of immediate recovery. The trades. 
men about Fleet Street, the Strand and Trafalgar Square 
are complaining on all hands with regard to badness of 
business. This being the very centre of London and formerly one 
of the best pinces for trade, it is difficult to ascribe the fatling off 
to anything but the extensive alterations that have taken place 
hereabouts recently. Some peapte will tell you that a wide atrcet 
is not good for shopping, and aver that Bond Street, ¢ill they ran 
the omnibuses through it, was the ideal spot for pursuing this 
fascinating occupation. As it seems probable that many of uur 
leading thoroughfares will be converted into something more 
dangerous than the ordinary railway track, I would suggest the 
formation of streets entirely devoted to shopping, from which 
wheeled traffic should be rigorously axcluded and the roadway 
occupied by a pleasant garden. Then, perchance, the prosperity 
of,the shopkeeper might be once more restored in London. 





My suggestion with regard to gay waterproofs scems-—according 
te the varions communications I have received on the subject — 
likely to be as popular as my idea respecting many coloured 
umbrellas, If both these notions are adopted, Iet the weather 
le what it may, we shall always insure a ively aspect to the 
London streets. The Glods, in genial comment on my project with 
regard lo waterproofs, says: **This is good enough ax far as it 
goes, bat it ix not enough. What London really needs on a 
glowiy day is a coat of paint.” But does aot my plan carry out 
thix idea? Everyone would contribute his share of colour to divai- 
pate the gloom for nothing, and there would be no charge for 
paint to be loine by the already overburdened ratepayers, 





It ix tobe hoped the long, vexed question of the Source of 
the Thames ix now settled for ever, Mr. E. Kinch, in a must 
interesting lithe work. entitled ‘The Thames Head and the 
Head of the Thames,” goes most elaborately into the subject, 
and quotes from writers from the middle of the Sixteenth 
Century to those of the present day. Moreover, he gives, 
an a frontispiece, an excellent photograph, by Mr. W. D, 
Stevens, of the actual source taken at the beginning of Feb- 
ruary in the present year. At that period you invariably get a 
better flow of water, and are enabled to accurately trace the river 
from its absolute beginning. In summer time this is not 
easy, on account of the springs being drained by the pumping 
station of the Thames and Severn Canal. Mr. Kinch seems to 
have made diligent explorations and to have thoroughly mastered 
his subject, and he clearly shows the futility of placing the source 
at the Seven Springs at Cubbericy, some three miles from 
Cheltenham, which is really the origin of the Churn, Having 
given the subject much consideration for many years past, I feel 
very much gratified at the lines with which the author concludes 
his excellent monograph. He says: *¢ One of the latest writers on 
the subject, J. Ashby-Sterry, in ‘A Tale of the Thames,’ tells ua: 

‘The best of authorities all are agreed 

The Sourcs of the Thames is in Trewsbury Mead.’ 
The Thames Head Is certainly there.” Mr, Kinch's little book 
should conclusively settle this much-dliscussed point for all time,

unchronicled. A series of steps and paving-stones are at the pre- 
sent Ue being removed from the easternmost duor in the fayade of 
the National Gallery. This used to be at one time the students’

Water the public io the various countries axe siding 
with the J or the Russians, the official world is watching 
with grave anxiety the attitude of the Russians themselves. A 
peoared continuance of the disasters which have occurred may 

id to serious trouble in Russia, and a revolution in that country 
wight heave far-reaching cooscqucnces, Those writers in the 
English newspapers who bave as yct discussed the matter, all 
insist chat the Russian people are loyal and docile. They forget, 
however, that a revolution fn that country could, and would 
probably, be begun by the ambitious or disatiected in the official 
world itself Revolution is an especially infectious disorder, and 
there are other nations in Europe which might easily become 
affected. It is a peculiarly dangerous situation, 

A well-known diplomatist declares that the accounts of the 
progress of the war are not to be believed, for seldom has a great 
struggle been fought so silently as this has until now. -The 
Japanesc, on the one hand, are distributing their version of engage- 
ments in order to influence public opinion in Europe, and alo 
with the hope of exciting discontent in Kussia ; whilst the Russians 
are publishing romantic accounts in order to counteract the possible 
effects of those which come from Japan, According to him the 
side which eventually oltains any decisive advantage will at once 
call the foreign correspondents to the front, #0 that the latter can 
communicate to the world the success that has beeo achieved, 
As he has served both in Japan and in Russia his opinion has 
considerable value. 

James Smith, in his ‘ Memoira,” says:—''I do not fancy 
painters. General Phipps used to have them much at his table, 
He once asked me if I liked to meet them TI answered ‘No; I 
know nothing in their way, and they know nothing out of it?s 
In every country but ours, artists, authors, composers and journalists 
are in great request in Society, but in England only the one 
ot two ceicbrities in those different professions are asked every- 
where and known to everyone! It seems most curious in these 
days, when the latest rich man is welcomed and feaxted!, that 
our Society ignores those who—whatever James Smith may 
have thonght—are almost always men of education, thiukers, good 
conversationalista, and have had considcrable experience. It is the 
custom now, and not without reason, to complain that Socicty 
in England has lost its brilliancy ; would it nut be a step in the 
right direction to pay more attention to those able men who belong 
to the professions which have Leen mentioned ? 

At a fashionable dinner-table now may be found five or six men 
and women who have titles, a few women whose Leauty is attract- 
ing notice, and a few men whose wealth makes them useful. The 
talk is of politics, of persons, and of money; but seldom is there 
any discussion of things, or is there any wit or originality in the 
conversation. If the “ Memoirs” of past times speak correctly, 
and if the memory of the old is to be trusted, @ dinner-party at an 
eatlict period was a much more interesting entertainment than it is 
at present, The latest book war criticised then by those who had 
made their reputation in the literary world, the Intest picture was 
discussed, and a hundred and one theories were suygpested und dis. 
pated over. There were wits whore sayings have been handed 
down even to our own times, and there were poets and musicians 
who sat at the plano after dinner and improvised, If al that has 
changed in the fast century there must be a cause~or several 
causes—for the change, and it might be advisable to attempt to 
discover what they are. That our Society cultivates wealth 
more than it did may be one of them, and that it ¢ lionises” 
brains less than it did may be another. 

Would the great Lady Holland, had she lived in these days, 
have cleared her dining-room of the celebrities who made her 
table famous, and filled Holland House with millionaires of 
all nationalfties, and pretty women who hat attained notoriety 
chiefly through being mentioned continually in the newspapers? 
And here another feature of our Umes should not be overlouked—to 
wit, the disappearance of the celebrated hostess. A hastess now 
becomes prominent through having a good couk, through spending 
enormous sums over her entertainments, and through surrounding 
herself with guests who are title or rich, but never through enter- 
taining and bringing to the front the talent of the country, the 
men and women whose names are destined to live in the history of 
their own times. The celelrated Lady Waldegrave and her con- 
temporary, Lady Molesworth, who both died several ycars ago, 
were the last of the long line of hostesses who did this, Around 
Lady Waldegrave, at Strawberry Hill, were gatheyed all the great 
Litverals of thowe days, and at Lady Molesworth’s house in Katon 
Square could be met all the wit and wisdow of the town, 

No farmer ever wished more for rain than the West End is 
wishing for a ahower of gold. There have Ieen such frequent 
showers of gold in the last quarter of a century from California, 
feum Australia, from South Africa, from the development of rail- 
ways, from the increase of trade, and from cumpany-promoting, 
that six years of financially dry weather is causing the utmost 
depremion.

It must be confessed it was with some feeting of disappointment 
that we witnessed the fell of the curtain at tho termination of the 
firat performance of Mesara. Frederick Fenn and Richard Pryce'’s 
comedy, Saturday te Monday, at the Sr. James's last week. The 
first act gave a great promise of good things to follow. A pretty 
widow, Mrs. Wendover, invites Lord Culvert, the man she loves, to 
spend a week-end with her at her sylvan retreat upon the banks of 
the Thomes, Lord Culvert, though an cnguged man, promptly reven‘x 
the state of his feelings—after an excellent dinner—and we seem to 
be on the verge of an interesting mutual confession when fresh arrivals 
appear unexpectedly and continue in almost uninterrupted sequence. 
In these we have aj] the characters dear to farce—the ill-minnnered, 
elderly society indy, the noodle, without which no house-party on 
the stage is complete, the High Church curate and »pinsters of 
uncertain age. But the dialogue is brightly and amusingly written, 
and much can be forgiven to conventionality if it can make us 
laugh. The remaining acts, however, hardly fulfil the promise of 
the first, though the various complications which enaze from a man 
being in love with one woman, engaged to another, and proposing 
to three others in order to pique the first, cannot do less than 
afford field for much amusing treatment, particularly when this 
promiscuous love-roaking is laid to the door of an unoffending private 
secretary, who, for his part, isin love with his employer's fancée. 
Unfortunately, on the first night, the players scarcely seemed to enter 
into the spirit of the fooling. They took their parts too seriously. 
In the same way that one can make a dirge of a polka, if it be 
sendered stow enough, so cin an amusing farcical comedy be made 
almost pathetic If played too earnestly and deliberately. With a 
little more brisk play, however, and with seme improvements 
introduced, which we understand to be the cnre, Safwrday to 
Afouday should become a popular success, for it haa ail the elements.

The “Petropablovsk” Disaster 


Tur Grand Duke Cyril, who is among the few survivors of the 
wreck of the /efropavioush, is the eltlest sun of the Grand Duke 
Viadmir Alexandrovitch, uncle of the Tsar. Ue was born at Tsars- 
koie Selo on September 30, 1876, and was educated for a naval 
career, On the outbreak of the present war he war serving on 
the cruiser Admiral Makhimoff, It voluntecred for active service 
with the Pneific Squadron. He ix honorary chief af the ganed 
regiment of infantry, stationed at Wilna, and an honorary officer 
of the German Navy. His brother, the Grand Duke Boris, who 
accompanied him to Port Arthur, is a liewtenant of hussans. 

Madame Makharoff ia the wife of the famous Adiiral, whose loss 
is such a severe blow to Ruxria at the present crivix, She isa 
popular and chacming woman, and speaks English well, She has 
been granted «a penslon of 20,000 roubles a year, 

Captain Jakovleff was in command of the Pefropanlonsé at the 
time of the disuster. 

Vasaili Verestehngin, Russia’s foremost painter, who also lost his 
life when the Fefropavievsk was blown up, wox born in Novgorutl 
in 1842, and began life in the Russian Navy in 189. Leaving thia 
for an art carcer, he atudied under Géréme at Varia, He was 
through the Turcoman campaign with Kauffman in 1867, travelled 
in India in 1474, and was with the Kuxsian army of invasion in 
Bulgaria and Turkey in 1877-8. His works have been knuwn 
in England since 1872, when, at the International Exhibition of that 
year, Londoners first saw some of thom—two striking works which 
xhowed his power as adelincator 
of the glories and horrors of war, 
** Before Victory” and ‘ After 
Victory,” and another entitled 
“Opium Eaters at Tashkent.” 
Then, again, ity 1887, there wax 
an exhibition of Verestchagin'’s 
workn at the Grosvenor Gallery, 
and twelve years afterwards 
another .t the Grafton Gallery, 
Vereatchagin was seen at the 
height of his powers as an 
historical painter in the remark- 
able series of pictures of the 
campaign of Napoleon in Russia 
in 1812, Ue always used to say,

M, D&sIBLER is, it appears, very dis- 
satisfied. There are not enough heads 
being cut off in France to please him, 
and as he is paid chiefly hy plecework, the 
falling off in the number of executions is 
a serious item in his annual budget. The 
truth is that capital punishment has prac- 
tically been abolished in Paris. There 
has not been an execution for over four 
years. This is not due to any improve- 
meat in the morals of the city, the 
number of murders being much as usual. 
The difficulty ix caused by the fact that there 
ix no place where executions can be held. 
They formerly took place at the Place de 
la Roquette, just outside the priayn. But 
the prison of La Roquette has been 
pulled down, so that the square is now no 
tonger avallable, an it would be impossible 
tu transport the condemned men across 
the city from the prison of La Santé. 

lt was proposed to hold the execu- 
tions outside that prison, but the inhabitants 
of the quarter made such an energetic 
protest that the authorities had to drop 
the idea, As by French Jaw executions 
must be public, there has been nothing 
teft for M. Loubet to do but commute all 
the sentences, Asa sort of compensation, 
the number of executions in the provinces 
secm to have been more numerous. 
Tt is rather an anomalous state of affairs 
that murder shoutl be punished with 
death in the provinces and with penal 
wervitude in Paris. There has been a 
bill abolishing public excentions before the 
Chamber for the Inst four years, but, like 
many viher uncful pieces of legislation, It 
does not seem to make any progress. 

“Monsieur de Paris," as the inhabit- 
ants of the capital call the executioner, ix 
therefore very dissalisficd. He had 
brought up his son to be his auecessor, 
but he pow almost seems to regret having 
done so, In thin he is only following French tradition. 
The office of eréutrur de hautes auvret, os the carrier vut 
of the law's last drend decrees is calied in France, has 
gone from father to san for the last three centuries. The 
Samyos were executioners for over a hutulred years. When 
in 1726 Charles Samson died, bis sen was only seventeen 
years old. The Parhament voted him an assixtant, but

Dr. Samu. Smices, the 
author of *' Self-Help,” was born 
at Haddington in 1812. After 
(rying successively art, medicine, 
and journalism, in 1843 he be- 
came wecretary of the Leeds and e¢ 
Thirsk Railway Company, and 
in 1454 he was appointed to a 
similar position on the South 
Fastern Railway, retaining that 
post until 1866, by which time his 
name as a wriler had become 
well established. His first scrigus 
effort in the direction of litera. 
ture was made in 1557, when he 
published a life of George 
Stephenson, whose acquaintance 
he made during the period 
of his own sailway work at 
Leeds. But in the meantime 
the qiaterials for ‘' Sclf-Help” 
had been steadily accumulating, 
though the book did not actually 
make its appearance until two years later, The success of * Self- 
Help” was immediate. Within the first twelve months uo fewer 
than 20,000 copica were sold, and the sales have been steadily 
inereaning ever since.

“NEW LAND” * 

Cartain Svexpkup’s book deals with the history of the Nor- 
wegian experlition ta the Arctic regions during the years 18g3-1903. 
The object was not to attain the North Pole, but to make a series 
of explorations to the west of Greenland, and, if possible, along the 
north coast of the Jatter, Though the vagaries of the ice did not 
permit of the programme being carried out to the letter, yet the 
tact that “an approximate area of one hundred thousand aquar. 
miles had leen explored " bears ample testiniony to the success of 
the expedition, The story of these four yeara in the ice ix by no 
wieang uneventful, and, occupying, aa it docs, nearly a thousand 
pages, HC ax impossible to review it in detail. Much of the 
Interest erntrex round the Eskiino dagy, a team of which was 
placed at the disposal of cach of the more important mem- 
ters of the party; indeed, it is chiefly to the dogs that the 
success of the expedition is duc, aud a special word of praise 
is due to Captain Sverdrup for the care which wax taken of 
the teams, Numberless storics are tele of their sagaclty.

On the whole the book is a very engrossing picture of life in the 
Arctic, and will be widely read, both from its intrinale interest, and 
because of the many valuable hintsto future explorers which it contains. 
As the author says, ‘there was hardly a thing in connection with the 
equipment of sledge-expeditions that I did not find could be made 
just a little better than lt was before,” and it is certain that his 
experiences will prove most vasuable, Apart from the book Captain 
Sverdrup may be congratulated on the singularly practical and effi- 
cient way in which he ordered and carried out the expedition, On 
only one occasion was anything like disaster imminent—when the 
Fram caught fire through a spark from the gatley chimney, Fortu- 
nately, however, the flames were brought under befere serious 
damage had been done to the bull, though the stores suffered 
severely. The numerous illustrations are from photographs, and 
are excellent, The maps also are good. 

"€ SCOTTISIT: REMINISCENCES ” 

In the course of sixty years’ wanderings in every part of Scotland, 
gathering materials for the works on geology which have made his 
Hame fanious throughout the world, Gir Archilald Geikie spent hin 
leisure momenta in collecting material of another sort—namely, 
storics iNustrating the manners, customs and humour of the people 
among whom he mingled. These records, together with the 
author’s personal experiences, form the subject of ‘Scottish 
Reminiscences” (Maclehoae and ee Glasgow), a delightfu] book, 
depicting a phase of Scottish life“which has well-nigh passed away, 
and worthy of 2 place on the library sbelf beside Dean Ramsay's 
famous ‘ Scottish Characteristics.” 

The author gives some capital ancedotes of the Scottish clergy of 
the old school, whose utterances in the pulpit would sound strange 
to modern cars, One auch divine is said to have once prayed, 

‘That we mny be caved from the horrors of war, as depicted in the pages of the 
Msetrated Landon News and the Graphte. 

The dry, humorous manner in which the natives treat the most 
solenm subjects is well exemplified by the following story +— 

Acountry doctey who was attending « laicd had instructed the butler of we 
hone in the art of taking and recording hia master's temperature with a ther- 
momneter. On repairing to the house one morning be wus met by the butler, to 
whom he saudi, “Well, John, i hope the la'rd’s temperature a not any higher 
trlay tT” The man looked purled fora moment, and then replied, ‘* Weel, J 
was just wonderin’ that mysell, Ye see he deed at twal’ o'clock. 

Questions of theology have for centuries been keenly debated 
among all classes in Scotland, and many men have lost their wils 
over religious speculation. The very reality to them of every 
portion of the Biblical narrative is responsible for xome strange 
yeavits, as when a countryman, who felt much aggrieved by the 
story of the fall of man, according to the book of Genesis, would 
complain, 

‘And it comes apecinily hard on me, for J could never byde apples raw or 
cooked n’ my days.” 





4 PICTURE TITLES” 

In ‘ Pleture Titles for Painters and Photographers” (Offices of 
the Stwdic), Mr. A. L. Baldry has rendered. novel service to 
artist. He has collected cy large nner of Sroka which 
are rather muggeative than merely descriptive, and to bring together 
lines which combine conciseness of expression with pictursequencas 
of phraseology.” Mr. Baldry arranges theese quotations under six 
main heads—Landecape, Marine, Figure, Sport and Animal Life, 
Architecture, Topographical. Of the purpose of the book 
nothing be asid, for {ts usefulness is obvious, The quotations 
are very varied, and they certainly fulfil their object. The 
author particularly tells us in his preface that the ‘familiar extracts 
from well-known poets, lines which everyone knows by heart, have 
been almost excluded ;" but Mr. Baldry has gone to the other 
extreme of going almost entirely to the minor poets for his quota- 
tions —which scems to us to be a » We cannot help thinking 
that the great poets are only too little known. The lines that have 
become proverbial, and therefore hackneyed, are constantly quoted 
by people who have never read a pege of the authors who wrote 
them. However, we do not wish to say anything in disparagement 
of a book whose usefulness is apparent, and of which the com- 
pilation must have entailed mach exacting labour, 


‘BUILDER OF OUR LAWS" 

Mr. Edward Manson in the second edition of ‘ Builders of Our 
Laws” (Horace Cox), has given us practically a new book, The 
first edition contained sketch-lives of thirty-five of the greatest of 
modern English judges—taking up the tale where Lord Campbell 
left. To these he has now added thirteen more sketches, the new 
names being Lord Langdale, Vice Chancellor-Kindersley, Vice- 
Chancellor Bacon, Lord Hannen, Sir James Fitrjamex Stephen, 
Lord Coleridge, Lord Sclborne, Lord Justice Chitty, Lord Esher, — 
Lord Bowen, Lord Herschell, Lord Russell of Killowen, and 
Lord Watson. At the same time the carlicr sketchea have been 
revised and enlarged. Mr. Manson has presented to us in 
these sketches not only some good pen portraits, but 2 col- 
lection of legal anecdotes which afford much excellent reading. 
Lord Hannen’a kindness and courtesy to younger members of the 
Ear was proverbial. Once, on the occasion of a ‘call’ night 
at the Middle Temple, he gave o delightful little allocution 
full of hope and encouragement, and ended with a little advice 
as to what to do with the first brief, ‘Read it, he said; ‘read 
it carefully. Then forget all about it as quickly as you can, 
for it’s sure to be all wrong. Tell the Court a plain and straight- 
forward story, and when you've lust your case go back to your 
client and tell hiro it was all the fault of that old fool ot a judge.” 
The book is full of such stories, One told of Lurd Bowen is 
ao characteristic of that judge that we cannot help quoting it. 
Bowen was trying a case of burglary with a Welsh jury, and it was 
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argued for the defence that the prisoner was in the habit of waking , 
on tle housctops at midnight, and hac merely laken off his boots 
and dropped into the house out of curiosity. In summing up, 
Bowen said to the jury, ‘Hf you believe that the prisoner considers 
the housetops the proper place for an evening stroll, that the desire 
to inspect the inside of the houses was but a nntural and excusable 
curiosity, you will acquit him, and will approve his conduct in 
showing s0 much consideration as to take off his boots for fear of 
disturbing the sleeper" The irony wax lort on the jury; they @ 
took him seriously and acquitted the prisoner. Rowen never tried 
the ironical voin again. 


“¢ PHCERR EN FEITERS” 


Mra, Baillie Reynolis, pnrenthetically 6. M. Robins, has 
written, under the title of “© Phoebe in Fetters”? (Jolin Blurray}, a 
novel of very decidedly more than ordinary merit. It is to the 
author's greater credit that judgment in its favour is reached in 
spite of all the adverse influence of an exceptlonatly anaympathetic, 
or, tather, positively antipathetic “heroine.” Indeed, the selfish 
silliness of Phardee GHinour, are Carburton, is exaggerated beyond 
even the largest licence allowable to fiction, We are axked to 
suppose that a clever young woman, of advanced views nnd somewhat 
Bohemian surroundings, who helps te maintain her family by work in 
the world meditates suicide because lee hushand alfers to kiss her when 
they start on their honeymoon ; furthermore. that all she supposed 
he wanted of her was to protect her from poverty and educate her 
thle brothers. Fortunately, Mr. Gilmour, besides beirg a really 
fine fellow all round, is very much more of a gentleman, in every 
nene, than Indy novelists are in the habit of presenting, So 
through a patient and courteous sclf-reatraini, worthy of the .Vafere 
de Forge, hia apparently contemptuous indulgence of her platonic 
efprice, finally piques her inte her senses by better, if slower means 
than she deserved. For, meanwhile, she has no scrupic in enjoying, 
at his coxt, every sort of frivolous amusement that appeals to her 
vanity, The distinclive superiority of the novel lies in the realism 
af ite pictures of the very newest social phases, especially in reapect 
of theic contrast with those that: prevailed —-sny Lest week or even 
yet longer ago, If we have little of the deeper comedy of human 
nature, we bave the cothedy of manners displayect with a grave 
humour which is none the Jess genuine for being sometimes graver 
Hin the themes require, To praise a novel for its Literary merit is 
not, perhaps, to do it any service; but the praise is due. 


OTHE DELIVERANCE * 


Tt means much to aay of any novel of nearly five hundred and 
fifty well-filled pages that it is not a puge too long. And when 
such a novela depends little mpon plot and scarcely upon incident, 
it means much indeed, This is the case with Ellen Glasgow's 
The Deliverance: a Komance of the Virginia Tobacco Fields” 
(Archibald Constable and Co.), 9 story requiring nothing on the 
render's part but a reasonable amount «f leisure to please from 
lxginning to cnd. The situation dealt with is the ruin of a grent 
planter family by the Civil War, and the acqnisition of its 
estate- apparently not without fraud— by its former Overacer ; with 
the vengeance vowed by the dispossessed heir, and how it comes to 
be onfulfitted, This, the nisin motive, is worked out with a 





dramatic power displayed in the distortion of an essentially noble 
natute ly the force of ite own will. The avoidance of tragedy is 
contrived, with admirable skill. Buf’ the principal charm of the 


novel wil) be found in the portrait galiery of the ruined household — 
the blind old mother, whom her children manage, with the ingenuity 


of love, to delude into the belief that nothing is ¢! , and who 
is not allowed to miss a single luxury that had ever 
known ; her own negro servant who uses his upprised faeedom to 


help the conspiracy; her brother, maimed from the battlefields, 
who finds in his Joss of arm and Jeg motives for a quaintly sweet 
philosophy ; her two daughters, each with » character of her own— 
all these provide pethetic humour, or humorous pathos, of the best 
blood. The ex-overscer’s household, also, supplies no less effec. 
tively varied portraiture in other ways, Indeed, there is not one of 
the persona with any part to play who is not both well-studied and 
worth the study. And that is the reason why ‘* The Deliverance ” 


ismot a page too long. 


‘CASTLES IN KENSINGTON” : 


Mr. Reginald Turner's rather farcical comedietta (Greening and 
Co.) tells how Mr. Jarvis-Bateson took the ‘West Kensington 
Parkament ” so seriously ox to iinpose not anly on himself but cn 
his wife's circle in the litle French watering-place of Mouleville ax 
a great Aritich statesman ; how, on the other hand, M. Durand, an 
ex-tradesman of Maracilles, having bought a ruined chateau, took 
himself no less seriously as the Comte de Parterre, of the old 
noblesse, and how, having found each other out, they agreed to'po 
on taking themselves and ench other in, The result is amusing 
enough, and gives Mr. Turner scope for lively, if not exactly 
brilliant, aadire on Parliamentary politics and Society at large. Or 
perhaps it should be catled good-humoured chaff then anything so 
severe as satire, The farcical element is never overdone, and the 
nonsense talked errs, if at all, ingbeing only too like the real thing.

necds x Little encouragement, now and then, to barn with 
inestinguishable fierceness. But neither King Edward nor 
Queen Alexandra was moved by any high political motives 
ofthat kind to visit the Sister [sle, They crossed the Lrish 
Sea wholly in the hopé of giving the people a real good 
time, and in order to make sure of that, the touring pro- 
Kramme was sprinkled thick with race-mectings, frishmen, 
whether rich or poor, whether high-born or low-horn, dearly 
love a good horse, and whenever a racer of Irivh breed and 
training carries off the Derby, the St. Seger, ur the Grand 
National, its owner becames, for a time, a king among men. 


THE events of the past week or ten days have 
certainly improved very greatly the prospects of 
the present Government, Before the Budget 
was introduced everybody said that on this rock 
the Government must fall. Yet the Hudget, 
when it came, was received with almost uni- 
versal acquiescence, and yo far as some of its features are 
concerned, with positive approval. ‘The next rock was 
the Licensing Hill, Here again the prospects have been 
at fault. Everyone predicted that the terms of the 
Licensing Bill would involve a breach either with the 
brewers or with the country squires, So far there has 
been a breach with neither. It is true that the Hill 
hay been vigorously denounced by the Opposition, but in 
the division *on the first reading the Government secured 
an overwhelming majority. Lastly comes the Aliens Bill, 
This was always understood to be a comparatively small 
matter, but it would have offered fair ground for attack 
by the Opposition. Yer here ayain the attack has failed, 
and the Guvermment have enjoyed the pleasure of seeing 
their Bill supported by several Liberals, tu the obvious 
einbarrassment of the rest of the Liberal party. All these 
incidents have combined to give the Government a niuch 
better hold upon the House than they had even a fortnight 
ago. It would be a mistake, however, to assume that all the 
trouble is over, “Tre favourable reception of the Wudyet by 
the House of Commons Las not been altogether endorsed 
ouside. [oth the tea trade and the tebaccu trade are 
irritated by the new taxes, and they will probabl} succeed 
in passing on the irritauen, together with the taxes, 
to their customers. [n addition, a good many habitual 
supporters of the Government will be affected by the strong 
protests uyainst the tea tax, which have come both from 
India and Ceylon, These protests are, under the circum: 
stances, quite intellipible, for the rise in the price of teu 
which has already resulted from the tax will diminish the 
consumption of tea, and so diminish the demand for the 
product of the Indian and Cingalese tea gardens. A more 
serious danger may arise when the details of the Licensing Bill 
come to be yenerally understood, for the Bill, while doing a 
good deal for the brewer, does very little for the actual 
publican, None of these dangers, however, are really serious 
so long as the leaders of the Opposition, eiher from incti- 
nation or from personal disagreements among themselves, 
abstain from pressing home their attacks on the Government. 
If the Government does not wish to commit suicide, there 
seems no reason why it shoukl not continue to exist without 
difficulty for at least another pear.

sympathetic material. Hoth the Anglo-French and Franco- 
Hvalian feuds were Jirgely the factitious creations of an 
unhappy and miscalculating diplomacy. From time to time 
they excited the nations themselves, but there never was any 
really serious feeling at the bottom of either. The nations 
themselves, m the lucid intervals when politics were forgotten, 
were always good friends, and it only aceded to clear 
away the shibboleths of certain artificial quarrels in order to 
reuttite thein permanently in the bonds of a friendship as close 
as it is natural, In the case of Italy the sense of kinship 
with France is no doubt stronger than that which obtains in 
England, and hence the remarkable intensity of the enthu- 
siasin with which M. Loubet has been hailed in Rome, It must 
also not be forgotten that this is the first time in more than 
half a century that a really stable friendship between France 
and Italy hag been arranged. The services of Napoleon I11. 
at Solferine and Mayenta wege effaced by the Clericalism 
of Villafranca, ‘Vo-day, however, it is not only a Latin 
Sister who holds out a friendly hand from Paris to Rome, 
but a trankly un-Clerical—almost, indeed, anti-Papal-- sister 
too. While France was Clerical -and it is to be remembered 
that the Republic was for many years as Clerical as the 
Empire—a real reconciliation was impossible. The present 
happy relations of France and Italy are founded not only 
on an adjustment of their commercial intercourse and their 
Mediterranean interests, not only on the Arbitration and 
Labour ‘Treaties which were specially mentioned in the 
speeches of the Quirinal fas: Monday, but more especially 
on an unwritten understandin, in reyard to the ownership ot 
Rome. This was the note most conspicuvusly implied in all 
that took place in the Eternal City at the beginning of the 
present week. M. Loubet’s visit to the Quirinal carri-d with 
it the formal acceptance of the Eldest Daughter of the 
Church of the revolution accomplished in 1870 when the 
Temporal Power of the Papacy was made to give way to 
Rome as the metropolis of United and Monarchical Italy. 
No wonder the Italians were delighted | Whatever the bad 
blood crested by M, Combes's policy at home it has been 
productive of excellent results abroad. The pity is that the 
Church which stands so essentially for peace should have 
allowed a great triumph of international peace to be achieved 
by its enemies and as a result of its enmities,

Perhaps that might be, after all, the best 
solution of the ‘Tibetan problem, All that. the safety 
of the Indian frontier needs is that ‘Tibet should, 
like Afghanistan and Siam, act as a buffer, We have more 
than cnough Asiatic territory on our hands already, while the 
country is 50 wretchedly poor, and such a frozen solitude in 
most parts, that it could never receive development, But we 
are bound to take care that Russian influence never dominates 
Lhassa ; that might easily work terrible mischief to India, In 
the case of Afghanistan, all difficulties are surmounted by 
employing an Indian Mahomedan of yood birth and position 
as the Viceroy’s Agent at Kabul. Why should not some 
Indian Buddhist receive a similar post at Lhassa? 
Being of the saine religion as the Dalai Lama and the 
hordes of monks, he would necessarily be a persond gratd to 
some extent, and there would be none of that risk of assassina- 
tion which, indhe case of Afghanistan, influenced the late 
Ameer to ask for the appointment of a True Believer of 
Asiatic Birth as British Agent, lest the massacre of Cavagnari 
and his guard should be repegied.

THE collapse of Mr. Winston Churchill in the House of Commons 
fast week, through the sudden loan of sequence of thought, is a 
misfortune which has ofien occurred te others in the history of our 
Parliament. The witty Lord Rochester, for instance, began a 
speech with the words :—"' My Lords, I rise thie time. My Lords, 
I divkle my discourse intu four branches.” At this point the 
process of thinking conscculively ceased fora while, and, desperately, 
he added :—'* My Lords, if ever I rive again in thix House, I give 
yuu leave to cut ie off, root and branch, for ever.” 


A Lord Ashley, when aditressing the House of Conmuns on a 
Bill for allowing counsel ty prisuners in cases of high treasun, was 
aleo affected in the same manner, Itc, however, made capital of 
the accident, for he commented upon the inealeut in these words :— 
“If 1, Mr. Speaker, who rise only to offer my opinion on the Bill, 
am vo confounded that Iam unable lo express the least of what I 
intended to say, what wust be the condition of that man whe, 
without any wasistance, ix pleading for his life?” 


Tt is understocd that the proposal which hax before been 
supgested in Parliament will be repeated this year—to wit, that the 
House should begin and end its discussions earlier in the day. It 
is unreasonable that matters which affect the welfare of the Empire, 
and may have s¢rious influence on the lives of thousands, should be 
discussed at night when many members are tited, and their brains 
are, therufure, working sluggishly, It is argued that many members 
now arc business men, nud have to devote theic mornings—and 
consequently theie freshest hours—te the work which pays them, 
That argument ix a very poor one, for, obviously, if they undertake 
to share in the management of the affairs of the nation this wark 
should have their best brains and attention. Most of these business 
men are advanced in years, and they, least of can be expected 
to be fresh and on the alert at night and after dinner, 

Te ds the ok story that the English ching tu their customs! In 
the past, Parliament was~~as it has been described—-the best club 
in England, and in those days no club way much used until after 
nightfall, To the House then went all the members, mostly men 
who had ov connection with business, aul who seldom rose until 
peut mid-day, and they turned night into day at Westminster, as 
they did in the West End. Now things have changed altogether. 
Parliament js not managed by a few families, asit was; it has to 
deal with a hundred and one financial subjects which are closely 
criticised in the Press and in the Colonies, and Parliament itself ix 
taken much more seriously then it was, both by the members them. 
selves and by the country at large. It is not the Orator's Paradixe 
that the House was in former days, when the real (ciumph yas to 
make an eloquent and elegant speech. Now the aim of all is to 
reason closely and clearly, and io peodace a speech which will con- 
vince the country rather than electrify the House. 


Oa several occasions it has been pointed out in this column that 


the custum of describing dishes on a bill of fare in French is a 
ectious xactifice of convenience to the conventional. Not nine 
English men or women understand the Freach names of dishes, 
and teuides that, the names are used as fancy dictates by uinety- 
nine cooks cut of a hundred, Nevertheless, as it is gencrally 
believed that hills of fare should be written in French, written in 
this language they are} At last there isn prospect of this stupid 
wactifice of convenience being abandoned, for several prominent 
hoatesses have given ordere that the bills of fare prepared for their 
use shall be printed in English throughout, Besides this, another 
welcume departure should Le noticed, Many of the doctors are 
warning their patients against rich dishes and sauces, and are 
advising them tu eat the plain food which in former days was eo 
much appreciated in England. Is it possible that the reasvo our 
neighbours have become so experienced in preparing tempting 
dishes ix that, as they are accustomed to tnke leas exercixe than we 
do, their appetite has to he provoked? Ina damp climate such as 
ours ds, which requirca ux ta take vialent exerciae, not only is 
stronger and simpler food more appreclitet, but the appetite is 
sufficiently keen not lo need provoking. 


There is another inatter which may ie noticed here, and it should 
he added that no writer in the Press has as yet called attention to it. 
For nearly a hundred years it was the fashion lor writers to insert 
French words in their sentences, and to sprinkle the latter with the

to-day" and even (he art of*to-morrow, Generally speaking, 
nomay be maid that, although there are no pictures which will 
Ve the talk of the town and provide the gossip of the dining- 
room, the Acadeny is not only more interesting than the 
last, but-—for reasons we expressctl a week ago—it is to a greater 
digree than eve, an Outsider’ Acadehy. The hospitality ex. 
tended to non-members in far more than usually generous, fur 
places on the line in the “ big room " and elsewhere, and “centres” 
cowhich are places of honour vastly exteemed by painters and

of the Chancellor of the Exchequer and all his works.

It is true that Mr. Griffith's 
imagination ie not always at call—the trick, for example, of 2 loss 
of memory of « particular incident, and its recovery, according to 
the convenience of the plot, is rather stale; and its occurrence to 
two persons in one story shows some want of resource in an 
emergency. But, for the rest, the writer fills up the blatik spaces 
of popular acience with 0 much freedom aa to make one almost 
wonder that he has not allowed himeelf greater freedom still, The 
fact of the matter is that the fascination of the ‘‘Fairy Tales of 
Science” depends upon their truth ; and, lacking this, they become 
Lut « fairyland from which all the Fairies have been expelled. No 
doubt almoat any novelist of average ingenuity could adapt radium, 
or what not, to an explanation of the Fisherman and the Genii; 
bat gratitude weuld be no part of his reward. Of buman nature, 
so inseparably blended with non-scientific and yurely fanciful 
fictlon, Me. Griffith makes but small account. His evident purpose 
is to make his readers stare, And stare to thelr minds’ content 
they will-—all, at least, who are in the habit of observing ‘* What « 
wonderful thing Science is, to be sure 1” 


“UNTO RACH MAN HIS OWN” 

Mr. Samuel Gordon’s ‘‘ Unto Each Man his Own” (William 
Heinemann) is a notable contribution to the now rather large 
amount of what may be roughly described as Jewish racial fiction, 
The question dealt with is the possibility of » trac and perfect 
marriage—that is to say, a spiritual marrlage—between Jew and 
Gentile. It is inevitably left withdut an answer, for the case 
presented as such is too exceptional to prove anything at all. 
Ellen Devereux, described — presumably for some reason, 
though none is clear—as of Huguenot descent and tradition, 
marries a brilliant and high-minded young poet and journalist, 
who lives with his Yiddish-speaking mother, and in secretary to an 
ultra-orthodox synagogue by Bethnal Green. She adopts his 
faith with carnestnesa, and even with zeal, But her first experi- 
ence of the Day of Atonement, to which uhe had been eagerly 
looking forward as a true inward initiation, only serves to show 
her that between her and her husband is a gulf of race that not 
even love can bridge ; that, in short, ahe cannot be anything but 
a Christian Gentile, try as she will, That is how she feels. 
What she does is—-being on the eve of motherhood — to 
propose to the incumbent of her former parish tu go 
through the form of eloping with her, #@ ax to cnable her 
husband to free himself of her by a divorce, sa that he may 
marty one of hik own people! If this requires our note 
of exclamation, how many are required to point the clergyman’s 
agreement lo sacrifice his whole career, influence, and reputation,
